Then Mr. Speaker, with the whole Houſe, waited on the Governor, and being re- 
turned, the Speaker reſumed the Chair, and reported, that the Houſe had waited on the 
Governor, and preſented their Speaker, of whom his Honour had been pleaſed to approve 
and that he (the Speaker) had then, in the Name and on Behalf of the Houle, clalined 
the uſual Privileges, vis. 

Firf, That the Members of. the Houſe, during their Sitting, may enjoy Freedom of 
Speech in all their Propoſitions and Debates. | 

Secondly, That they may, at all ſeaſonable Times, have free Acceſs to the Governor, 
the better to enable them to diſcharge the public Buſineſs. 

Thirdly, That their Perſons and Eſtates may be free from all Arreſts, Moleſtations, 
and Injuries, during the Time of accuſtomed Privilege. 

Fourthly, That the Governor would be pleaſed to take no Notice of any Report con- 
cerning any Matter or Thing moved or debated in the Houſe, until the ſame ſhall be 
paſſed into a Reſolve; nor give the leaſt Credit to ſuch Report. 

Fifthly, That his own (the Speaker's) unwilling Miſtakes may be excuſed, and not 
imputed to the Houſe, but that he may have Liberty of reſorting to them for an Ex- 
planation of their true Intent and Meaning, and reporting the ſame to the Governor. | 

All which he had claimed as the juſt and indefeaſible Rights and Privileges of the 
Repreſentatives of the Freemen of the Province of Pennſylvania, in Aſſembly met, 
derived and confirmed to them by the Laws and Charters of the ſaid Province; and 
that the Governor was pleaſed to ſay, they were the undoubted Rights and Privileges of 


the Houle, and that 1225 ſhould always meet with his Protection.

The four laſt preceding Aſſemblies fully inſtructed you on the Subject of a Change 


of this Government, from . Proprietary to Royal. The preſent Houſe concurring in 
Opinion with them, and being earneſtly deſirous that this Meaſure may be accompliſhed 


with all convenient Speed, in Caſe all their Charter and legal Rights and Privileges may 


be ſecured and preſerved, have directed us to inſtruct you to proſecute the Petitions for 


that Purpoſe, to an Iſſue, before his Majeſty in Council, carefully obſerving, in all N 


Things, the Inſtructions you have received on this Head, from the preceding Aſſem- 
blies, to which we refer. 


The Neceſſity of a Paper Currency in this and the neighbouring Colonies, and the 


Diſtreſs which Commerce labours under for Want of it, have been ſo fully mentioned 


in your former Inſtructions, that we need add nothing further, fave that this Diſtreſs 


is continually encreaſing by the ſinking of our Bills of Credit and the frequent Remit- | 
tances of our Gold and Silver to Britain; and that, notwithſtanding your faithful En- 


deavours to relieve them, have hitherto proved unſucceſsful, yet the Houſe till enter- 
tain Hopes that a favourable Opportunity may preſent, when the Application to Par- 
liament may be fafely made, for a Repeal of the Statute reſtraining the American Bills 
of Credit from being lawful Tender in Colony Debts. The Houſe highly approve of 
your Prudence in omitting to preſent the Petition for this Purpoſe while there was the 
leaſt Appearance of Danger that the Aſſemblies in America muſt be deprived of the Li- 
berty of iſſuing the Bills, and appropriating the Intereſt arifing from them, as they are 
ſenſible a Meaſure of that Kind would greatly diminiſh their Importance and eſſentially 
affect their moſt valuable Rights and Privileges. They therefore defire that you will 
proceed to act on the ſame cautious Principles, becauſe they are confident that it is not 


only their own,” but the Opinion of their Conſtituents, that it will be much more eli- 


gible to ſuffer all the Miſchiefs, however great, that can enſue from the Want of a Cur- 
rency, than agree to give up a Point ſo abſolutely neceſſary to their future Liberties. 


We obſerve, from your Letters, that you have not ſucceeded in your Endeavours to 


procure the Liberty of ſhipping Wine, Fruit, and Oil, from Spain and Portugal, im- 
mediately into America, through an Oppoſition given by the Merchants in England trade- 
ing to thoſe Places. However, as the Houſe continue to think that the Meaſure, when 
effected, will be equally beneficial to the Trade of the Mother Country and the Colo- 
nies, they hope you will perſevere in your Attention to this Object, as well as that of 
obtaining Liberty to export Iron from the Colonies to foreign Markets, without which 


this Branch of Buſineſs muſt decline, and the Merchants, in ſome Meaſure, be diſabled 
from diſcharging their Debts to Great- Britain. 


By a late Statute, Sugars imported from the Britiſp We/t-Indies into theſe Parts of 


America, are deemed French Sugars, and liable to the ſame Duties on Re-exportation 
to Great-Britain. This our Merchants conceive to be a great Hardſhip, and equally 
injurious to the Trade of both Countries, as they are hereby deprived of ſhipping this 
Commodity, formerly a conſiderable Remittance to the Mother Country, in Exchange 
for the Manufactures and Merchandize taken from thence. The Houſe therefore re- 
queſt, that you will take a ſeaſonable Opportunity of endeavouring to obtain this Duty 
to be taken off, upon ſhipping Sugars to. Great-Britain from America.

We have directed the Clerk of Aſſembly to tranſmit to you the ſeveral Laws paſſed 


the laſt Year; to the Confirmation whereof, by his Majeſty in Council, we have not 
the leaſt Doubt but you will give all due Attention ; and we ſhall be glad, from Time 


to Time, to be particularly informed when the Laws are preſented, and, if formally 


confirmed, to have ſuch Confirmations duly tranſmitted to us. 


Before we conclude this Letter, permit us to aſſure you, that the Houſe of Repre- 
ſentatives fully approve of your Conduct, and entertain the . 7 Senſe of your faithful 


Endeavours to ſecure the Rights and promote the true Intereſt of this Province and the 
other Colonies. |

It behoves me, Sir, in this Juncture, to apply Bp and the Governors of the Pro- 
vinces immediately intereſted in this Matter, to deviſe ſome effectual Meaſures to remove 
theſe lawleſs Settlers, and to obtain ſome Satisfaction for the ill Treatment the Indians 
daily complain of. You are a Witneſs how little Attention has been paid to the ſeveral 
Proclamations that have been publiſhed, and that even the removing theſe People from 
the Lands in Queſtion (which was attempted this Summer, by the Garriſon of Fort Pitt 
has been only a temporary wi IE for as they met with no Puniſhment, we learn 
they are returned again to the fame Encroachments on Redſtone Creek and Cheat River, 
in greater Numbers than ever: Nor indeed could any Thing effectual be expected, or 
due Obedience to Proclamations be exacted, if Laws are defective, or the coercive Powers 

| of Government are wanting. It is the Dread that naturally follows the examplary 
141 Puniſhment of Delinquents, that can alone reſtrain ſuch a lawleſs Banditti. It is not 
11 | for me to point out where the Fault lies, but if the Laws are inſufficient to ſecure and 
1 protect the Indians in their Perſons and Properties, a more effectual Proviſion, I think, 
1 | ſhould be made for that Purpoſe, and immediately too, before it is too late to prevent 
11 the Devaſtations, Cruelties and Effuſion of Blood attendant on an Indian War, which 
may be experienced ſoon, unleſs active Meaſures are adopted, for the Redreſs of the 
Grievances the Indians complain of. I can only offer the Aſſiſtance of His Majeſty's 
Troops, to co-operate with you for the effecting theſe deſirable Purpoſes, for the Exe-

= the Arms ofgthe French for Protection. From hence aroſe the Hoſtilities they com- 
| menced upon us in 1754 and 1755, and the War that followed. The ſame Cauſes will

you in the moſt ſerious Manner, thinking that every Means ſhould be exerted, and all 
Endeavours uſed, which can tend to avert the Calamities which threaten the Country, 
and to. fave the Lives that muſt be loſt in a Savage War, in which neither Age or Sex 
will find Compaſſion or meet with Mercy.

F HAT about three Years ago, by his Majeſty's Order, a Boundary was agreed on, Mr. Creghar's 
by Sir William Fobnſon and the Six Nation Indians; that, laſt Seprember the * ag 
Six Nations informed Sir William, the Senecas were greatly diſſatisfied at this Boundary's RE 
not being eſtabliſhed and confirmed; and that they had not received any Conſideration \ 
for the Lands on the Side of the Line next to the Britiſb Colonies ; that they com- 
prong loudly of the People of Virginia, for ſettling the Lands agreed to be ceded, be- 
ore the Boundary was ſettled, or they had received any Compenſation for them ; 

that ſeveral of their People had been killed in paſſing through thoſe Lands, to war with 
their Enemies the Southern Indians. | 0 | | f 

That General Gage and Sir William Johnſon ſent him {George Crogban in October 
laſt, to the Weſtward, to a Meeting which they had heard was to be held by a Num- 
ber of Indians, to diſcover the Occaſion and Deſign of their Meeting; that when he got 
to Fort Pitt, the Delawares and Shawaneſe informed him, that the intended Meeting 
was put off till March next; that at Fort Detroit he had a Meeting with the Hurons, 
Chippawaws, Potowatamies and Tawaws that the Hurons denied they had any In- 
vitation to the Meeting. The other Tribes confeſſed they were apprized of this Meet- 
ing; and that the Intention of it was to accommodate Differences ſubſiſting amon 
themſelves, and to form a general Confederacy between the Northern and Weſtern In- 
dians ; that they alſo informed him, that the Senecas, at this Meeting, intended to 
lay before them the above Complaints reſpecting the Settlement of their Lands, the 
Murder of their Brethren and the Non-compliance with the Agreement concerning the 
Boundary ;—that this was afterwards confirmed to Mr. Croghan by the Shawaneſe and 
Delawares, upon his Return to Fort Pitt; and that this Meeting was agreed on at the 
Inſtance of the Chippawaws (or Hunters) who are ſuppoſed to be Fifteen Hundred 


fighting Men ;—that the Belts, a Number of which were ſhewn him by the De/awares 
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1768. and Showantſ came from them; ſo that Mr. Croghan has no Doubt that ſuch a Meet- 
ing is to be held.

January 7. That between Chriſtmas and June laſt, there has been Nineteen Janis killed by the 


People ſettled on the unpurchaſed Lands intended to be ceded, as thoſe Indians were 
oing to War. 

x That beſides this Information, there were laſt Fall various Letters ropaived by the 

Governor and Sir Villiam, from the Out-Poſts, giving an Account of this Meeting, 

and of the Diſſatisfaction of the Indians. 

That Mr. Croghan was informed, by one Henry, a Gunſmith, who went to the Settles 
ment at Redſtone Creek and Cheat River, to purchaſe Cattle, that there were about three 

Hundred white Men ſettled there. 

That the Senecas have complained, though not lately, of the Murder of the Indians 
at Lancaſter, among other Murders ; that they are a revengeful People, and though 
they do not immediately reſent, they ſeldom forgive. 

That Sir William Fohnſon has wrote to the Governor, to ſatisfy the Indians reſpecting 
the Lands taken from them at Coneſtogoe, which the Governor has agreed to; but that 
it was not yet compleated, occaſioned by a Diſpute to what Tribe the Land belongs; 
that this Diſpute was referred to be ſettled by a Council of the Six Nations among them- 
ſelves, but is not ye et done; that Mr. Croghan does not know of any Thing being 
done, reſpecting the Murder of thoſe Indians, or any Satisfaction made them for it. 

That the Indians have ſent ſeveral Belts to Sir William, concerning the Settlement of 
the Boundary; and that they are much incenſed at the late Murders of their People; 
which laſt (Mr. Crogban believes) is the principal Cauſe of their preſent Diſcontent. 

That ſeveral Traders from this and other Provinces, do, notwithſtanding the Orders 
from the Crown, go into the Indian Country with Merchandize ; and Mr. Crogban 
thinks, but is not certain, that an Account of them has been ſent to the Governor by | 
Captain Murray. 

That as to the Method of appeaſing the Reſentment of the Senecas, on Account of 
the Murders at Cone/togoe and Lancaſter, Mr. Croghan begged to be excuſed from point- 
ing it out, being of Opinion that any of that Kind would come better from Sir 
William Jobnſon.

25 
ſatisfaction and ill Diſpoſition of the Indians towards us, with his Excellency's and 
Sir William] Fohnſon's Apprehenſions of an immediate Rupture with them, are truly 
alarming, and certainly demand the utmoſt Attention of every Colony that is in any 
Manner expoſed to their Violence or connected with them. | 
We find from his Excellency's Letter, and our own Inquiry, that the Cauſes of the 
reſent ill Temper of the Indians are the audacious Encroachments made by a Number 
of People, who have ſettled on their Lands at Red/fone Creek and Cheat River, within 
the Bounds of this Province, and the Murders committed on a Number of Seneca and 
other Indians, by Perſons who have hitherto bid Defiance to the Laws and eluded the 
Hands of Juſtice. Theſe Offences, ſo injurious to the Rights of the Natives, and the 
Security of their Perſons, in Violation of the ſolemn Treaties of Peace and Friendſhip 
eſtabliſhed with them, and in Contempt of his Majeſty's Proclamation, and the Laws 
of the Colony, where committed, cannot fail to create in their Minds the moſt dan- 
gerous Jealouſies of our public Faith ant Integrity, and are probably Motives to their 
Deſign of forming a powerful Confederacy in the Spring. The Settlement of their 
Lands, without their Conſent, we fear, has rendered them ſuſpicious that we intend to 
make them our own, without paying any Conſideration for them. And the repeated 
Murders perpetrated on their People by the Frontier Inhabitants of ſeveral of the Co- 
lonies, muſt fill the Minds of Perſons whoſe Paſſion is Revenge, and who never forget 
Injuries without an Atonement made for them, with Reſentment againſt the Govern- 
ments under which ſuch heinous Offences are committed with Impunity. And as in 
all Probability thoſe People will not diſtinguiſh between the public Acts of Government, 
and the wicked Conduct of lawleſs Men, they muſt in the End bring on a Savage War, 
attended with an immenſe Expence to Great-Britain and her Colonies, in which the 
Innocent will be involved with the Guilty, and neither Age nor Sex find Compaſſion or 
| Mercy. Under this View of the Matters recommended by your Honour to the Houſe, 
we are of Opinion, that the Removal of every Cauſe of the preſent Diſcontent of the 
Indians, and a Redreſs of every Grievance they can juſtly complain of, are Objects of 
the higheſt Importance to the Peace and Safety of the Province. 
In order to remove theſe lawleſs Intruders on the Indian Lands, and to prevent an 
future Settlements thereon, we are preparing a Bill, which we hope will be effectual. 
The Proviſions in this Bill, we expect will anſwer the good Purpoſes intended ; for 
ſhould theſe unhappy Men obſtinately perſiſt in their Offence, they muſt become liable 
to the heavy Penalties of the Law, and we preſume will, on cool Conſideration of their 
Danger, and the miſchievous Tendency of their Conduct, prudently deſert their Settle- 
ments, and thereby redreſs that Part of the Indian Complaints. But ſhould we be diſ- 
appointed in this Expectation, we beg Leave earneſtly to recommend it to your Ho- 
nouz to exert your utmoſt Endeavours to ſecure the Tranquility of the Province and 
avert the preſent Proſpect of an Indian Rupture. | 
But, may it pleaſe your Honour, ſhould the Effects of this Law anſwer our Expecta- 
tions of removing theſe lawleſs People from the Indian Lands, we fear, that there will 
ſtill remain a principal Cauſe of their Diffatisfation. We have received Information 
that a Number of Senecas have been lately killed on the Frontiers of this and the neigh- 
bouring Provinces: And we can never forget thoſe flagrant Breaches of the Laws of 
Hoſpitality, the horrid Acts of Barbarity committed in the Year 1763, on the Remains 
of a Tribe of the ſame Indians, and others, at Coneftogoe and Lancaſter, which muſt alſo 
be remembered by your Honour. If Murders will admit of Aggravation, the Circum- 
ſtances attending the laſt-mentioned of thoſe impious Tranſactions, would greatly en- 
hance the Guilt of the Offenders. The Forefathers of thoſe innocent Victims were re- 
ceived into an Alliance of Friendſhip by our firſt Honourable Proprietary. Their 
Poſterity were ſettled by the Government on a Tract of Land at Coneftogoe, and re- 
mained there peaceably, until Part of them were inhumanly maſſacred : The Reſt, re- 


poſing the firmeſt Confidence in the Faith of the Government, were taken, in their 
iſtreſs, under its more immediate Protection in the Work-houſe at Lancaſter, where 
Men, Women and helpleſs Infants alike became a Sacrifice to the frantic Rage and 
relentleſs Cruelty of a Set of Men equally regardleſs of the Dictates of Humanity, Re- 
ligion, and the Laws of their Country. Theſe Murders, we find, have reached the 
Ears of the Indians, and they have complained of them among others; they are un- 
doubtedly one of the Cauſes of their preſent Diſcontent ; and will, we fear, be made

uſe of to excite the Reſentment of the Natives againſt this Province, in a particular 
Manner, ſhould a Rupture with them unhappily take Place. Nor will this appear by 
any Means improbable, when it is conſidered, that the like Offenders, in the King's 
Government of New-Fer/ey, have been brought to condign Puniſhment, and thereby 
a ſatisfactory Atonement made to the Indians for the Loſs of their Brethern. Whether, 


therefore, we conſider ourſelyes, on this Occaſion, as Perſons concerned for the future 
Welfare of the People we repreſent, and a due Execution of the Laws, upon which, the 


Honour. and Dignity of the Government depend, or for the Remoyal of every Cauſe 
which may increaſe the Danger of an Indian War, we are preſſed, by the ſtrongeſt Mo- 
tives, to take this Opportunity of earneſtly entreating your Honour, that diligent and 
ſpeedy Inquiſition be made after thoſe atrocious Offenders, who have ſtained the Land 
with innocent Blood, and bid Defiance to the Laws of their Country; to effect which, 
no Aſſiſtance in our Power ſhall be wanting, that the Importance of the Occaſion requires. 
Notwithſtanding the tumultuous State of the Province might oppoſe the Exertion of 
the Powers of Government, neceſſary to bring thoſe Criminals to Juſtice, at the Time 
of committing the Offence, yet, we apprehend, that Obſtruction has been long ſince 
removed, and that the paſt as well as preſent Tranquility of the Province, with the 
Horror and Deteſtation with which all honeſt and good Men look back on thoſe 
Tranſactions, have afforded, and yet do afford, a favourable Opportunity of reſtoring 
the Government to its former Power and Dignity, lately ſo inſolently trampled on, and 
of convincing theſe Offenders, that although Juſtice may ſometime ſleep, it can never 
die. Beſides, it is the Dread of exemplary Pyniſhment, ſteadily and unitormly inflicted 
on paſt Delinquents, that alone can deter the Wicked from the Perpetration of future 
Offences. And ſhould Crimes, of the firſt Rank, of the deepeſt Dye, remain unpuniſhed, 


wicked Men will never be wanting, in any Country, to take Advantage of the Times, 
and the Debility of Government, to commit the like and other Crimes. 


We heartily concur in Opinion with your Honour, that Nothing can be of more 
Importance to the Province, than Jr eee the calamitous Effects of an Indian War,” 
and that the Principles both of Juſtice and Policy, call for a ſpeedy Redreſs of the 
Grievances complained of by the Indians.” And we aſſure the Governor, that the 
Houſe is much obliged by his Declaration, that“ he would willingly take every 
Meaſure in his Power, not only to remove the juſt Cauſes of their Complaints of pa/# 
Injuries, but to protect their Perſons and Properties for the future. From ſuch a Diſ- 
poſition put in Practice, we have Reaſon to expect, that all the Cauſes of Indian Com- 
plaints, againſt this Government, may be removed, and their Minds impreſſed with 
proper Ideas of its Juſtice, and our friendly Diſpoſition towards them, which alone can 
form the ſolid Foundation of a laſting Peace. And we hope your Honour will not 
meet with much Difficulty in this important Service to the Province: For, when we 
conſider the Manner of committing the Murders at Lancaſter, that it was done at Noon- 
Day, in the midſt of a populous Borough, and in the Preſence of many Spectators, by 
Men, probably of the ſame County, undiſguiſed and well known, we apprehend their 
Names may be eafily diſcovered, and their Perſons brought to that Puniſhment their 
heinous Offences deſerve. | ; | 
On this important Subject, permit us alſo to remark, that we are further aſſured, 
from good Information, that a general Boundary, between the Natives and theſe Co- 
lonies, has been ſome Time paſt, negotiated with them, by Sir William Johnſon, in 
Obedience to His Majeſty's Orders ;—that the Boundary agreed on, will be far diſtant 
from our Frontier Settlements, and a large Tract of Country within it, will thereby be 
ceded to His Majeſty, for a valuable Conſideration ;—that, as ſome Time has elapſed 
ſince the Agreement was made with the Indians, and, in the mean Time, the People 
on the Frontiers have been encroaching on their Lands, while this Boundary remains 
unconfirmed, and the Indians unſatisfied for their Country, they are become very uneaſy 
on this Account alſo, and jealous that there is no Deſign to ratify and confirm it. To 
obviate which Cauſe of their Diſcontent, and effectually to eſtabliſh, between them and 
His Majeſty's Subjects, a durable Peace, we are of Opinion, that a ſpeedy Confirmation 
of this Boundary, and a juſt Satisfaction made to them for their Lands on this Side of 
it, is abſolutely neceſſary. By this Means, all their preſent Complaints of Encroach- 
ments will be removed; the People on our Frontiers will have a ſufficient Country to 
ſettle or hunt in, without interfering with them; and the Northern Indians, in their 
War Expeditions againſt the Southern, will not be liable to the Inſults which have been 
heretofore offered to their Perſons. For theſe Reaſons, we, earneſtly requeſt your Honour 
would communicate theſe our Sentiments to his Excellency General Gage and Sir Wil- 
ham Johnſon, and uſe your utmoſt Endeavours to prevail on them to finiſh, if in their 
Power, with all convenient Diſpatch, a Meaſure ſo eſſential to the Removal of the pre- 


ſent Diſcontent of the Natives, and future Tranquility of theſe Colonies.

ſaid River, are rendered ineffectual by the Encroachments of ſome of the Inhabitants 
near the ſaid River, who have erected many Dams, Fe. in the ſame, and alledge in 
_ Juſtification of their Conduct, that they have an equal Right ſo to do, with any other 
Perſon or Perſons whatſoever ;—that the Petitioners therefore pray the Honourable 
Houſe will once more take under Conſideration the Navigation and Fiſhery of the faid 
River, and make ſuch Law or Laws as will fully anſwer the good Purpoſes intended, for 
otherwiſe they are well aſſured the Navigation and Fiſhery thereof will be totally de- 
ſtroyed in a ſhort Space of Time, many Obſtructions, beſides the natural ones, being

A Petition from divers Inhabitants of Germantown, in Behalf of themſelves and others 

concerned, was preſented to the Houſe and read, ſetting forth, that many of the ori- 
inal Deeds for the Germantown Lands, and the Proceedings of the Courts formerly 
held there, by Virtue of a Charter from William Penn, Eſq; are recorded (ſome in Eng- 
liſh, and ſome in the German Tongue) in ſeveral Folio Books, which, together with 
the Charter aforeſaid, and Patent for all the ſaid Lands, and other pulic Deeds and 
Papers, were lately in the Cuſtody of one Richard Fobnſon, then in Germantown, who 
in March 1766, removed to the Borough of Lancaſter in this Province, and took all the 
ſaid Records, Charter-Deeds and Papers away with him; and as the ſaid Richard Fohn- 
ſon lately died at Lancaſter aforeſaid, and the ſaid Records have not as yet been reſtored, 
the Petitioners apprehend it to be very unſafe, as well as inconvenient, to have Write- 
ings of ſuch Conſequence, wherein the Property of ſo many Perſons are concerned, 
lying in private Hands, and at ſuch a Diſtance from them: Wherefore they humbly 
pray the Honourable Houſe to grant them ſuch Relief in the Premiſes, by ſecuring the 
faid Papers for the Uſe of the Public in Germantown, or elſewhere, as to the Houſe in 
their Wiſdom may ſeem meet. Ordered to he on the Table, 

A Petition from Fofiah F. Davenport, of the City of Philadelphia, was preſented to 
the Houſe and read, ſetting forth, that during his Reſidence at Fort Pitt, in the Year 
1762, he was, together with Colonel Burg, appointed and commiſſioned by the Ho- 
nourable James Hamilton, Eſq; then Governor of the Province, as his Commiſſioners 
for receiving Captives, and making ſome Preſents to the Indians who ſhould bting them 
to Pittſburg ;—that in Conſequence thereof Colonel Burd arrived at Fort Pitt with In- 
Nructions, Five Hundred Pounds in Caſh, and an Order on the Petitioner from the In- 
dian Commiſſioners, in Favour of the Provincial Commiſhoners, for Five Hundred 
Pounds in Goods, for the Uſe aforeſaid ; that, after Colonel Burd had ſtaid ſome 
Weeks, and found no Proſpe& of either Indians or Captives coming in, he obtained 
Leave from the Governor to return, and to commit the whole Management to the Pe- 
titioner, taking with him One Hundred Pounds of the above-mentioned Caſh, for de- 
fraying his Expences, &c. that about the latter End of December the ſame Year, 
and Beginning of January following, two Parties of different Nations came to the Fort, 
with a Number of Captives, and delivered them up to Capt. Ecuyer, Commandant, 
George Croghan, Eſq; and the Petitioner, in the uſual Form ; — that the Petitioner had 
the Care and Expence of both Indians and Captives till the Middle of February, when 
the Danger of the Captives deſerting to the Indians was ſo great, that he ſat out from 
Fort Pitt with the Priſoners, attended only with. one white Man, and arrived at Fort 
Bedford, where he delivered many of them to their Parents, Huſbands, &c. who had 
come there to receive them ; the few remaining were given up on the Road, three 
Boys excepted, whom he brought to this City, and whoſe Parents or Relations were 
not to be found, which obliged the Petitioner to maintain them for ſeveral Years, as 
they were too young for Trades ;—that the Petitioner had ſcarcely recruited from this 
ſevere Journey in the Depth of Winter, before he was ordered again to Fort Pitt by 
the Governor, to receive other Captives expected there daily ;—that ſoon after the Peti- 
tioner got to Pitiſburg, an Indian War broke out, which deſtroyed all Hopes while it 
laſted; but in September 1764, Colonel Bouguett, with the Forces under his Command, 
arrived and marched for Tyſcorawas, where the Indians brought in upwards of Twent 
Captives, which were immediately diſpatched to Pitiſburg to the Petitioner, who cloathed 
them and the Indians who came with them, beſides many others who came back with 
the Troops ; that by Order of the Colonel, the Petitioner ſet off from Fort Pitt 
in December, with theſe and other Priſoners, and affiſted them to Carliſie and Lancaſter, 
whereby he underwent another ſevere Journey in a very inclement Seaſon of the Year ; 

that in May 1765, the Petitioner being then at Pitiſburg the Shawaneſe brought 
in their Priſoners, agreeable-to a Promiſe made Colonel Bouquett the Fall before, bein 
in Number about Forty-five, and delivered them up (at a Treaty held there for the Pur- 
. poſe) to Major Murray, Commandant, George Croghan, Eſq; and the Petitioner ; — 


that every Individual of theſe Captives the Petitioner cloathed and furniſhed with Ne- 
ceſſaries till they arrived at their Homes; and although the Petitioner knew, and in- 
formed Colonel Bouguerf, that the Caſh in his Hands was not ſufficient for theſe laſt

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1768. Captives, yet their Neceſſities being ſo deplorable, and the General refuſing to allow 
, any more, and this Province having no Goods there, he ventured at his own Riſk to 
Tam is exceed the Four Hundred Pounds, depending in ſome Meaſure on Colonel Bouguett's 
Promiſe that the Petitioner ſhould be no Loſer, for that this Province or the, Crown 
would reimburſe him; but on the Petitioner's Return to Philadelphia, the Colonel had 
failed for Penſacola, without making any Proviſion for re-paying him, or for his Ser- 
vices to the Crown for near Two Years ; that the Petitioner would beg Leave 
further to obſerve, that an Account for the One Hundred Pounds retained by Colonel 
Burd, as before-mentioned, was ſettled by the Provincial Commiſſioners, in which he 
was allowed Fifteen Shillings per Day, beſides the Expences of himſelf, Servant and 
Horſes on the Journey; the Petitioner therefore humbly prays they would be pleaſed 
to take the Premiſes into Conſideration, (particularly the Hardſhip under which he la- 
bours, in not only laying out of the Money he advanced, but in being allowed no Re- 
ward for his Services, while his Partner, who did ſo little, had an handſome Allowance 
made him) and order his Accounts to be examined, as were Colonel Burde, and ſuch 
Compenſation made him, as ſhall appear to the Honourable Houle juſt and reaſonable.

A Petition from the Freeholders and Inhabitants of the Townſhip of the Northern 
Liberties of the City of Philadelphia was preſented to the Houle and read, ſetting forth, 
that the Petitioners conceive themſelves likely to be much aggrieved by an Act of Aſ- 
ſembly lately paſſed, entituled, An A&# for the better Employment, Rehef and Support of 
« the Poor within the City of Philadelphia, the Ditri of Southwark, the Townſhips of 
« Moyamenſing and Paſſyunk and the Northern Liberties ; * that the Townſhip 
of the Northern Liberties, by an yearly Three-penny Tax, has in general been able to 
ſupport its own Poor, when Eighteen in Number ; but that now, although only Five 
Poor of the faid Townſhip are in the Houſe of Employment, the Overſeers of the Town- 
ſhip are not only called on for the Three-penny Tax, by the Managers of ſaid Houſe, 
and Overſeers of the City Poor, but alſo to raiſe a ſecond Three-penny Tax, which the 
Petitioners apprehend the Overſeers in ſaid Townſhip have no Right to do, when one 
Tax, it Gan be ſhewn, is more than ſufficient to ſupport their Poor; — that although 
the Overſeers of the Poor are choſen by the Townſhip as Perſons well acquainted with 
the Circumſtances of their Poor, and fitteſt to proportion the Money raiſed for their 
Support, according to their ſeveral Neceſſities; yet, under the preſent Law, the Over- 
ſeers are made only mere Collectors of the Tax, have no Voice in laying it out, nor (as 
they are told) ſo much as a Right of judging of the Quantum of the Tax Por. i” be 

5 | : | rallied ; 
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raiſed ; but are only to collect it when called upon; and on this Footing the Petitioners ap- 
prehend no Perſons of any Credit can be prevailed on, for the future, to ſerve the Office of 
Overſeers; eſpecially as there is another great Hardſhip by the Law, vig. that the Overſeers 
have no Power to give any Part of their Townſhips Money to Perſons under any Mis- 
fortune, or reduced Families, who by the Help of a ſmall Sum in Money, or a few 
Cords of Firewood ſeaſonably given, might be enabled to carry their Families through 
the Winter ; but are obliged to tell ſuch Perſons that they muſt go to the Houſe of Em- 
ploy, and lay their Caſe before Managers unacquainted with their Circumſtances, or elſe 
continue in their preſent Miſery without Relief, which laſt Alternative, it is feared, 
many worthy but unfortunate Perſons, would rather chooſe, than go with their Fami- 
lies to the Houſe of Employ, or even make their Caſe known to Strangers; that, by 
a Clauſe in ſaid Act, the Method of getting rid of diforderly Perſons, who are like to 
become a public Charge, is greatly incumbered, by requiring an Application to two 
Managers, and then thoſe Managers to apply to two Magiſtrates, when the Overſeers 
might be privileged with an immediate Application to the Magiſtrates themſelves ; 
that the Method of chooſing ſaid Managers ſeems unequal to the Petitioners, ſince only 
Subſcribers of Ten Pounds or upwards have a Vote, when Perſons, who are contribute- 
ing much more by an yearly perpetual Charge on their Eſtates, have no Vote, which 
they ought to have, in order that there might be ſome Security to thoſe whoſe Eſtates 
are thus chargeable, that the ſaid Managers would pay ſome Regard to their Complaints; 
that by the ſaid Law, another great Inequality appears; the whole Poor of the City, the 
Diſtrict and Three Townſhips are about Three Hundred and Two, whereof the Diſtrict 
and Townſhips have about Thirty-ſeven, in common ; which is a Proportion of near 
Eight Poor in the City, to One in the Diſtrict and Townſhips ;—the City raiſes about 
Two Thouſand Pounds by Two Taxes—the others raiſe about Three Hundred and Seventy- 
ſeven Pounds by one Tax ;—lo that if the City raiſes two Taxes, when the others raiſe 
One, the latter will actually ſupport One Sixth Part of the whole Poor, when the 
ſhould ſupport only One Eighth. And if the Managers and Overſeers of the City Poor, 
as they have endeavoured, could order the Diſtrict and Townſhips always to raiſe two 
Taxes, when the City raiſes Two, they would then oblige the Diſtrict and Townſhips 
to ſupport One Third, inſtead of One Eighth of the Whole ; — that there is the ſame 
unreaſonable Diſparity, in requiring by the Law, the Diſtrict and Townſhips to pay 
One Fourth of what the Alms-houſe Lot may ſell for, when they ſhould only pay One 
Eighth Part, if any at all ;—that if the Lot ſells for Ten Thouſand Pounds, the Liberties 
will have Thirteen Hundred Pounds to raiſe in Five Years, which cannot be done in leſs 
than Seven Years by a Three-penny Tax, beſides their other Expences, and beſides paying 
the ſame unreaſonable Proportion of all the Money that is, or may be borrowed at the 
Diſcretion of the Managers, over whom they have no Controul, nor any Voice in the 
Choice of, although their Eſtates be thus ſubjected to their Diſcretion ; that the 
Petitioners apprehend the Citizens are too juſt and generous to defire an unequal Burden 
on others for the Support of their Poor, or to with to force the Inhabitants and Free- 
holders in the Liberties, againſt their Will, to contribute to the erecting and ſu pporting 
ſo expenſive a Building, which may be worthy of the City to do, both for Uſe and Or- 
nament ; but the Liberties can accommodate their own Poor in a far more plain and 
frugal Manner; and that further, as the Townſhip of the Liberties never applied to be 
included in this Act, and apprehend that it cannot be amended on any Footing that 
will be laſting or ſatisfactory, as Circumſtances will often change: Wherefore the 


Petitioners humbly pray, that ſo much of the ſaid Act as relates to the Townſhip of the 


Northern Liberties may be repealed, and that the ſaid Townſhip may be left to provide 
for their own Poor as heretofore, or under ſuch new Regulations as the Petitioners may 
afterwards pray the Honourable Houſe to enact into a ſeparate Law.

Letter to the N Order of the Houſe, we incloſe you Copies of a Letter from his Excellency General 
Agents om Gage, a Meſſage from the Governor to the Aſſembly, and their Anſwer, and the 
tee of Corre- Examination of George Croghan, Eſq; Deputy-Superintendant under Sir William Johnſon, 
ſpondence. for the Weſtern Diſtrict, taken before the Houſe : By which you will perceive the preſent 
critical and alarming Situation of Indian Affairs, and that there is a Proſpect of an im- 
mediate Rupture with the Natives, unleſs Meaſures are adopted to prevent it. By the 
Anſwer you will obſerve, that the Repreſentatives of the People are exerting themſelves 
in every Manner that they can conceive will tend to this ſalutary End. They have 
formed a Bill, now before the Governor, making the Offence of continuing, after Notice, 
on the Indian unpurchaſed Lands, Felony of Death without Benefit of Clergy, and 
warmly addreſſed the Governor to exert himſelf in bringing the Authors of the late 
horrid and cruel Maſſacre of the Indians at Coneftogoe and Lancaſter (which we find is 
one of the Cauſes of the Indian Diſcontent) to condign Puniſhment. What will be the 
Effect of this Law, ſhould the Bill be paſſed, or what Part the Government will a& on 
the Occaſion, Time alone can diſcover. : 9 
But as the Houſe are of Opinion, founded on Mr. Croghan's Examination, that there 
is another Cauſe of Indian Jealouſy and Diſſatisfaction, without the ſpeedy Removal of 
which, fo durable and permanent Peace can be eſtabliſhed between the Natives and His 
Majeſty's Colonies, they have ordered us to repreſent it to you in the ſtrongeſt Terms; 
for though the Power of Redreſs does not lie with them, yet they eſteem it their Duty, 
in a Matter of ſo much Concern to the Safety and Peace of His Majeſty's Subjects, to 
contribute as much as lies in their Power towards ſo important a Service: The Cauſe 
we mean is the Non-eſtabliſhment of a Boundary negociated about three Years ago b 
His Majeſty's Orders to Sir William Johnſon, between theſe Colonies and the Indian 
Country.—The Delay of the Confirmation of this Boundary the Natives have warmly 
complained of, and that although they have received no Conſideration for the Lands 
agreed to be ceded to the Crown on our Side of the Boundary, yet that its Subjects are 
daily ſettling and occupying thoſe very Lands, and a Number of the Indian Warriors 
have been lately murdered on them, by the Frontier People, chiefly thoſe of Virginia, 
in their Paſſage to or from War againſt the Cherotees. What has been the Cauſe of this 
Delay the Houſe are not apprized ; but it is their clear Opinion, that nothing leſs than 
the final Confirmation of the Boundary can lay the Foundation of a ſolid and laſting ' 
Peace with the Indians, as they fear no Laws, however penal, will prevent a Set of law- 
leſs Men, who infeſt the Frontiers of the Colonies, from entering and ſettling on theſe 
Lands, and when intoxicated with Liquor, from killing the Natives who may fall in 
their Way. But ſhould this Boundary be eſtabliſhed, theſe frequent Cauſes of Indian 
Diſſatisfaction would be removed, at leaſt for many Years, as the Diſtance between our

Indians, as gives me the ſtrongeſt Reaſon to apprehend a general Rupture, unleſs there concerning 
is ſomething done for their Relief. Your Intentions therefore to endeavour to procure * 
ſome ſalutary Law for that Purpoſe, gives me much Satisfaction, as all other Methods 
have, it ſeems, proved ineffectual, which has rendered all my Aſſurances to the Indians 
of little Weight, and greatly weakened any Confidence they repoſed in the Britiſßh Faith, 
by giving them Suſpicions that we had neither Authority to procure or Inclination to 
afford them Relief. I therefore heartily with that the Legiſlature of your Province may, 
from a juſt Senſe of the Importance of the Affair, take ſuch Meaſures as will at once 
convince the Indians of our Juſtice and pacific Sentiments for them, and you may be 
aſſured, Sir, of my doing every Thing, in the Interim, for convincing them of your 
ood Intefitions, and for reconciling them to the neceſſary Delay you mention. 
There are doubtleſs amongft the ſcattered Tribes, living in the bag) Parts of that 
Country, ſeveral idle Indians, who may, from Motives of private Intereſt, be perſuaded 
to give ſome Encouragement to the Settlers, but theſe are private Acts of Perſons who 
. would not preſume to avow them to the Confederacy, whot: ſole Right it is, and whoſe 
Reſentment may have a moſt fatal Tendency, if to their natural Jealouſy of us is joined 
their Suſpicion that we ſuffer or countenance ſuch Settlements with Deſign to hem 
them in, and deprive them of their Liberties, an Opinion into which they are very eaſily 
led, and until it is thoroughly removed, our Frontiers and Trade muſt at beſt be on 
a very precarious Footing. | 
The Boundary Line would no Doubt have been of great Service at this Time, but 
I have heard nothing further on that Head from His Majeſty's Miniſters. If our People 
would confine themſelves within the Limits of Tuch a Line, I know that for a good 
Conſideration to the Indians, I could obtain a valuable Ceſſion of Territory, and the 
( Indians have been told that it is intended. I am ſorry to find that the Indians who at- 
tended the Surveyors in running the Diviſion Line would not conſent to proceed further 
than you mention ; their ſtopping where they did, I in ſome Meaſure attribute to their 
Apprehenſion of further Inſults in travelling to and from the Cherokee Country, of which 
they have often complained, as well as the preſent Uneaſinels ſubſiſting amongſt them for 
the Cauſes aforementioned, &c. I hope that a more favourable Time may be found for 
pleating the Whole, to which the good Uſage they received from the Commiſſioners .

HAT hearing of the Murder of ſome Indians, by one Frederick Stump, a German, 

he went to the Houſe of George Gabriel, where he underſtood Stump was, to inquire 
into the Truth of the Matter; that he there met with Stump, and ſeveral others, on the 
twelfth of the preſent Month, January, and was there informed by the ſaid Stump him- 
ſelf, that on the Sunday Evening before, being the tenth Day of this Month, fix Indians, 
to wit, the white Mingo, an Indian Man named Cornelius, one other Man named John 
Campbell, one other Man named Jonas, and two Women, came to his / Stump's ) Houſe, 
and being in Drink, and diſorderly, he endeavoured to perſuade them to leave his Houle, 
which they were not inclined to do; and he being apprehenſive that they intended to 
do him ſome Miſchief, killed them all; and afterwards, in order to conceal them, 
dragged them down to a Creek near his Houſe, made a Hole in the Ice and threw them 
in: And that the faid Frederick Stump informed this Deponent, that, fearing News of 
his killing the Indians might be carried to the other Indians, he went next Day to two 
Cabins about fourteen Miles from thence, up Midale Creek, where he found one 
Woman, two Girls, and one Child, which he killed, in order to prevent them carrying 
Intelligence of the Death of the other Indians killed as aforeſaid, and afterwards put 


them into the Cabins and ſet Fire to the Cabins and burnt them; that this Deponent 


afterwards ſent four Men up the Creek to where the Cabins were, to know the Truth 
of the Matter, who, upon their Return, informed him, that they had found the Cabins 


burnt, and diſcovered ſome Remains of the Limbs of ſome Indians who had been burnt 
in them, and further ſaith not. |

It would afford me the higheſt Pleaſure not only to make the Indians eaſy in this 
Particular, which I underſtand, from the beſt Authority, is the principal Cauſe of 
their preſent Diſcontent, but to give them ample Satisfaction for every paſt or future 
Injury offered to them in this Government. As to the barbarous Murders of the In- 
«* dians at Coneſtogoe and Lancaſter, in the Year 1763, no Man can be more ſenſible than 
I am, that they are Crimes of ſo black a Dye as to admit of no Aggravation, or more 
« defirous of bringing the Perpetrators of thoſe Villanies to the Puniſhment they ſo juſtly 
merit: And I have alſo the Satisfaction to know, that every vigorous Step was taken 
by me, on that melancholy Occaſion, which the Law would warrant. For the bet- 
ter ſecuring of the Public, from any further Attempts of thoſe audacious People, the 
Aſſembly, at my Inſtance, extended to this Province the Riot Act of the Firſt of 
George the Firſt.—I did not loſe a Moment's Time in Writing to the Magiſtrates of 
« Lancaſter, York and Cumberland, commanding and enjoining them, in the warmeſt 
Terms, to uſe their utmoſt Endeavours to diſcover and apprehend the Offenders ; and 
by a Proclamation, iſſued by me at the ſame Time, very high Rewards were offered 
to thoſe who ſhould make ſuch Diſcoveries. It is greatly to be lamented that thoſe 
« Meaſures were not attended with the Succeſs ſo much defired and expected from them. 


No one could be found who had Virtue or Reſolution enough to give the Officers of 


* Juſtice any Information in the Matter; to which it is owing, and not to the Debilit 
of the Government, that Juſtice has not long ſince overtaken the Murderers. The 
Orders I then gave, and the Rewards offered, were not limited to any Time, but till 
carry with them the ſame Obligations and Inducements they ever had. In my Sta- 


Conſtitution ; which commits the immediate Adminiſtration of Juſtice wholly to the 

Magiſtracy: And I am perſuaded, Gentlemen, that you are the laſt Perſons, who

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That our Reaſons for this Diſagreement in Opinion with your Honour may be rightly 


explained and underſtood, we beg Leave to obſerve, that the Houſe, from an earneſt 


Jandag 27. Peſire to remove the Cauſe of the Indian Jealouſy and Diſcontent, ariſing from the 


Settlement of their Lands, prepared a Bill, and, by the firſt Clauſe thereof, inflicted 
the Penalty of Death on all Perſons ſettling on any Lands not purchaſed of the Indians; 


but as they were informed that there are Numbers of Settlers on the Communications 


through this Colony to Fort Pitt, under the Permiſſion of his Majeſty's Generals, for 


the Accommodation of his Troops in their Marches, and as George Croghan, Eſq; De- 


puty-Superintendent of Indian Affairs, had likewiſe made a Settlement near Fort Pitt, 
with the Aſſent of the Six Nations, where he generally reſides when ſent to that Count 

on the Buſineſs of the Crown, none of which Settlements had ever been Objects of the 
Indian Complaints, we thought it highly expedient and neceſſary to except them in the 
Bill.

we chearfully agreed, becauſe, although we have no Doubt that the Settlement was made 
by Mr. Croghan with the Aſſent of the Six Nations, yet as we had not the Proofs before 
us to convince you of the Fact, we did not think them of Conſequence ſufficient to be 
inſiſted on: But as to the other Parts of the Amendment, for the following, which we 
think important Reaſons, the Houſe adhered to the Bill.

Beſides, we are apprehenſive, ſhould the Government too ſtrictly counterat the Ap- 
probation of the Indians, with reſpect to this Settlement, it might, at this critical Junc- 
ture, tend rather to increaſe than remove their Diſſatisfaction. | 

And becauſe we cannot preſume that Mr. Croghan awould do any Act whatever that 
might give the leaſt Umbrage or Uneaſineſs to the Natives under his immediate Super- 
intendence ; the Commiſſion he holds, the Addreſs and Fidelity with which he 
has always executed that Commiſſion, and the eminent Services he has rendered to the 
Nation and its Colonies, in conciliating the Affections of the Indians to the Britiſh In- 
tereſt, forbid the Suſpicion. To reſtrain therefore that Gentleman from making any 
Enlargement or Addition to the Improvements already made on this Settlement, and 
thereby render him liable to the Penalty of Death, for an Act, which perhaps may be ne- 
ceſſary for the more convenient tranſacting the Buſineſs of the Crown, and which can 


by no Means be productive of the Miſchiefs intended to be obviated by the Bill, would 


be a Severity, in our Opinion, entirely unneceſſary and as unreaſonable as unmerited. 


Thus much we have thought proper to offer in Vindication of our Diſagreement with 
your propoſed Amendment.

We are moſt ſincerely 
anxious and deeply affected why a punctual Compliance with your Honour's Orders and 
the Warrant of the Chief-Juſtice in Regard of ſending Stump to Philadelphia for Exa- 
mination, &c. ſhould meet with the Appearance of Reluctance or Diſobedience upon 
our Parts, which is far from Fact ;—but the Truth is humbly reſted in your Honour's

A Petition from a Number of the Inhabitants of the County of Philadelphia was pre- 
| ſented to the Houſe and read, ſetting forth, that by ſeveral Acts of Aſſembly of this 
Province, ſundry Sums of Money, in Bills of Credit, were heretofore emitted on Loan, 
which by Experience have been found very uſeful for the carrying on the Trade as well 
as the Cultivation and Improvement of the Province; —that in Purſuance of other Acts 
of Aſſembly, by which Bills of Credit were emitted in this Province, a great Part 
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of the ſame hath been ſunk and deſtroyed, from which, and through the great Scarcity 


of Silver and Gold, occaſioned by conſtantly remitting them to Great-Britain, for the 


Manufactures of that Kingdom, and from the Encreaſe of the Inhabitants of this Pro- 
vince, the Money now current among us, appears to fall far ſhort of a proper Medium 
for the Purpoſes of Commerce ; wherefore the Petitioners pray the Honourable Houſe 
to take the Premiſes into Conſideration, and preſent to the Governor a Bill for emitting 
on Loan ſuch a Sum, in Bills of Credit, as to them may ſeem reaſonable and expedient.

that the barbarous Maſſacre committed on the Indians at Coneflogoe and Lancaſter, was 
one of the Cauſes of the Indian Diſcontent. To remove which, by ſatisfying the Na- 
tives of the Juſtice of the Government, and to ſupport that Authority which can alone 
enſure Safety to the People, by deterring the Wicked from the Perpetration of the like 
heinous Offences, we entreated 'your Honour, © that diligent and ſpeedy Inquiſition 


* ſhould be made after the atrocious Offenders.” —In Anſwer to which, you are pleaſed 


to tell us, that in your Station, you conceive nothing more can be done, without 
* doing an Act of Violence to the Conſtitution, which commits the immediate Admi- 
— ße ! Wh « niſtration 
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miniſtration of Juſtice to the Magiſtracy.” We well know that the immediate Admi- + 

niſtration of Juſtice, by the Conſtitution, is veſted in the Magiſtracy ; and we aſſure 
your Honour, that you are not miſtaken, in thinking, that we are the laſt Perſons. 
*« who would adviſe you to extend your Power, in any Cafe, beyond the Bounds, pre- 
« ſcribed by Law.” But while we wiſh to have your Authority properly confined, we 
ſhould be wanting in our Duty to the People, if we were not equally defirous to ſee it 

exerted to its legal Extent, whenever their Security demands it; which we are perſuaded 


has not been done on this important Occaſion. Murders have been long ſince com- 


mitted, and the. Offenders are not yet apprehended, nor, as we have ever underſtood, has 


a ſingle Warrant been iſſued for the Purpoſe : Murders perpetrated at Noon-Day, in a 


populous Borough, before a Number of Spectators, and yet, as tis ſaid, the Names of 


the Criminals remain undiſcovered. There is a manifeſt Failure of Juſtice ſomewhere. 


From whence can it ariſe ? Not from the Laws — they are adequate to the Offence. 
It muſt then be either from a Debility, or inexcuſable Neglect in the executive Part of 
Government, to put thoſe Laws in Execution. And we hope your Honour will excuſe 
us, when we ſay that it is the peculiar Province of a Ruler, and, © without Violence 
e to the Conſtitution,” he may and ought to ſuperintend the Adminiſtration of the 
Laws, ſo far, at leaſt, as to ſee that the Magiſtracy faithfully diſcharge their Duty, and 
to remove thoſe who are neglectful thereof. | | 

But you are pleaſed to tell us, that “ you did not loſe a Moment's Time in Writing 
to the Magiſtrates of Lancaſter, York and Cumberland, commanding them to uſe their 
utmoſt Endeavours to diſcover and apprehend the Offenders; and, þy your Proclama- 
tion, high Rewards were offered to thoſe who ſhould make ſuch Diſcoveries.” Thus 
much we believe was done, and no more, as we have ever heard of. But were not thoſe 
Letters altogether diſregarded, and your Proclamation treated with the utmoſt Con- 
tempt ? For did even thoſe Magiſtrates, who reſided in the Borough, at that Time, 
iſſue a Subpcena, or ſend for a Perſon, among the numerous Spectators, to give Informa- 
tion of the Offenders? Was the Sheriff then dwelling in the Borough, and whoſe 
particular Duty ſhould have led him to have given Oppoſition to the horrid Act, or the 
Workhouſe-Keeper, under whoſe Care the unhappy Victims were placed by the Ma- 
giſtrates, ever examined or called on to diſcover them ? Or has an Inqueſt been held on 
the Bodies, or the leaſt judicial Inquiry made by the Coroner into the Cauſe, or after 
the Authors of this unfortunate Cataſtrophe ? And although there was a Number of his 
Majeſty's Troops quartered in the Borough at this very Time, and ready to lend their 
Aſſiſtance, did the Officers of Juſtice call on them to give their Aid in protecting the 
miſerable Sufferers? Under theſe Circumſtances, can it appear poſſible to a rational Mind, 
if the Magiſtrates had exerted their Authority, 'when the Offence was committed, or 
at any Time ſince, that the Perpetrators of ſo flagrant a Crime, im ſ% public a Manner, 
could remain undiſcoyered and elude the Efforts of Juſtice ? i 

Your Honour adds, “that every Meaſure was taken by you, on that melancholy Oc- 
« calion, which the Law would warrant.” You wrote Letters indeed, and iſſued a 
Proclamation—But we apprehend, on an Occafion ſo intereſting to the public Safe 
and Reputation of the Government, more might and ought to have been done. The 
Aſſembly then fitting requeſted that you would ** order the Sheriff, Coroner and Ma- 
« oiſtrates of the Borough to come down and give you the beſt Information that could 


be obtained, of the Perſons concerned in theſe Violences.” Were thoſe. Officers ever 


called on to give you the © Information,” or to account for. their indolent Conduct? If 
they were, did they ever aſſign good and ſufficient Reaſons in their Juſtification ? And 
if they did not, ſhould not they have been 7mmediately removed from thoſe Places of 
public Truft, which they had fo groſsly abuſed, and more worthy Men placed in their 
Stations? Thus far, at leaſt, the Law would have warranted your Conduct; nor would 
you have been juſtly chargeable with not having performed your Duty, or * doing an 


* Act of Violence to the Conſtitution.” 


We lament with your Honour, “that the Meaſures you perſued to diſcover the Of- 
« fenders, were not attended with Succeſs.” But we cannot think that it was owin 
ſo much to a Want of * Virtue or Reſolution” in the People, as to a Neglect of Duty 
in the Officers of Government, Many Motives might induce the former to be inactive, 
and very probably, the unparalleled Inactivity of the Magiſtrates, was not the leaſt. 
But nothing ought or can vindicate the latter, who were under the moſt ſolemn Obliga- 
tions for the Performance of their Truſt. . 4 

Your Honour is pleaſed further to obſerve, that the Orders you then gave, and the 
«© Rewards offered, were not limited to any Time, but ſtill carry with them the ſame 
«© Obligations and Inducements they ever had.” The Contempt with which your Pro- 
clamations were treated, without the leaſt Notice taken of that Treatment, and the un- 


pardonable Diſobedience in the Magiſtracy to theſe Orders ever fince, convince us of the 


Truth of your Aſſertion. And yet could we be ſo happy, as to perſuade you to exert 
your Power and Influence with the Magiſtracy, who hold their Commiſſions during your 
e 1 5 Pleaſure

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Pleaſure, by commanding them to ſend for and examine the Witneſſes who were preſent 
at the bloody Scene, and at the ſame Time affuring them, that nothing leſs than a faith- 
ful Diſcharge of their Duty, ſhould ſ{kreen them from your Reſentment, and ſecure to 
them a Continuance in their Offices; and moreover, to renew your Proclamation, of- 
fering a generous Reward, of not leſs than Five Hundred Pounds, to the Informers, 
which this Houſe will moſt chearfully enable you to pay, and afſure them of your Pro- 
tection, we have not the leaſt Doubt, but that thoſe Murderers will be diſcovered and 
apprehended. | a 5 ; | 
We truſt, your Honour will not think us too importunate in this momentous Affair, 
in which, we conceive, the future Safety of the People, and the Honour of the Go- 
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vernment, are moſt intimately concerned; for you will be pleaſed to confider of how | 


much Conſequence to both it 1s, that the Authors of Crimes of ſo “ black a Dye” 


ſhould be ſtrictly puniſhed. It is, in all Probability, owing to the Encouragement, 
ariſing from the Impunity with which thoſe Criminals have been permitted to eſcape, 


that the ſubſequent Murders in this Province have been committed. Had exemplary 
Puniſhment been inflicted on the Offenders in the firſt Inſtance, it is more than pro- 
bable, that the Tranſgreſſors in the ſecond, would have heen deterred from the Perpe- 
tration of the like Offences. But ſhould Men, who have\bid Defiance to the executive 
Powers of Government, and fo audaciouſly trampled on its Authority, be allowed to re- 
main in the Province /onger unpuniſhed ; we are very apprehenſive, that the Perſons of 
the Inhabitants will not be ſafe from their violent Attempts, the Tranſition being eaſy 
from the Murder of Indians, under the Protection of Government, to the Murder of the 
Subject, nor will the Colony be ſecured from the Calamities attending a War with the 
Natives, occaſioned by theſe repeated Inſults offered to the Perſons of their People. 

Beſides, it is undoubtedly the ſoundeſt Policy to do Juſtice to the Indians, without 
which the e 2 can never, with any Propriety, demand a Satisfaction from them 
for the Murders we have Reaſon to believe they have lately committed on ſeveral of our 
People. It therefore behoves the Government to exert itſelf in a Matter fo intereſting 
to * Province; and having done that Right to the Indians, which they expect from 
us, we requeſt your Honour would take the neceſſary Steps to obtain the like Juſtice 
from them, for the Outrages they. have committed, in Violation of the Treaties of 
Friendſhip ſubſiſting between us. 


We are obliged to the Governor for his Intention“ to take the earlieſt Opportunity 


of communicating our Sentiments to his Excellency General Gage and Sir William 
„ Tohnſon,” relative to the Boundary. But, at the ſame Time, we beg Leave to aſ- 
ſure you, that we never entertained the leaſt Thought, that it was © owing to thoſe 


* worthy Gentlemen, that the Cauſe of Complaint and Uneafineſs in the Indians has 


not been long ago removed.“ And we hope, there is nothing in our Meſſage that 
could give you any Reaſon to ſuſpe& it. On the contrary, the ſteady and uniform At- 
tention ever diſcovered by them to the Peace and Safety of the Colonies, convinces us 


that nothing in their Power has been, or will be wanting, to remove every Foundation 
of Indian Diſcontent.

GENTLEME N, . 


ROM a Senle of the great Inconvenience attending Differences between the 
Branches of a legiſlative Body, I have, ever ſince I had the Honour to preſide in 
this Government, carefully avoided doing any Thing to interrupt a good Underſtand- 
ing with the Aſſemblies of this Province. And it is not without great Concern, Gentle- 
men, I am now reduced to the Neceſſity of telling you, that the Strain of your Meſ- 
ſage of the Fifth Inſtant, is not only indecent and unbecoming, but indicates a Spirit 
prevailing among you, very ill ſuited to the preſent critical Situation of our public 
Affairs, which particularly demands Unanimity in our Councils, and the joint Ex- 
erciſe of the greateſt Wiſdom and Prudence. 
The averting an Indian War, and the ſad Effects of it, were agreed to be our prin- 
cipal Object at the Opening of this Seſſions. I laid before you the Cauſes of Indian 
Diſcontents, communicated to me by Letters from his Excellency General Gage and 
Sir William Johnſon, in order that adequate legal Remedies might be applied to remove 
them. 
The two only Cauſes of Complaint I find mentioned in theſe Letters, are the In- 
truſion of our People on the Indian Lands, „not only without their Conſent, but in 
« Contradiction to their warmeſt Remonſtrances, and the Endeavours that hav been 
« uſed to remove them, and the Inſults and hoſtile Acts they have received from the 
« Frontier People, chiefly from thoſe of Virginia. Yet not content with the Cauſes 
« pointed out by thoſe Gentlemen, who are certainly beſt acquainted with Indian Affairs, 
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Johnſon, with that Gentleman's Anſwer, which w 
reſpectively follow, viz. | 
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you proceeded, it ſeems to inveſtigate others, 


I would charitably hope, that theſe 


Inquiries were not taken u rather with a View to diſtract our Councils, than 'to re- 


move the preſent Cauſes of Indian Diſſatisfactions. 

The Murder of the Indians at Lancaſter, in the Vear 1763, (of which no Man has 

a greater Deteſtation than myſelf) was inſiſted on, in your Meſſage of the Thirteenth 

of January, as one of the principal Cauſes of the preſent Diſcontent among the In- 

dians.——1I muſt confeſs, I am at a Loſs to conjecture on what Intelligence you found 
our Opinion in this Particular; but this I well know, that the Six Nations, upon 


Sir William Jobnſon's layi before and explaining to them this Affair, at my Requeſt, 


in the Year 1764, were ſo far ſatisfied, that they received Belts from him on the Oc- 
caſion, and ſuffered him to cover the Graves of their deceaſed Brethren, according to 
their Cuſtom, ſince which I have never heard that they have expreſſed any Diſſatis- 
faction to him on that Account. Taking it for granted, however, that this is one 
Cauſe of Indian Complaint, you go on in your Meſſage to adviſe my ordering ſpeedy 
and diligent Inquiſition to be made after thoſe Murderers, from an Opinion, that the 
preſent Tranquility of the Province afforded a more favourable Opportunity of diſco- 
vering and bringing them to Juſtice, than the tumultuous State of it at the Tine of 
the Tranſaction. Before I could anſwer that Meſſage, I received the melancholy Tidings 
of the Murder of the Indians on Middle Creek, committed by Frederick Stump, and his 
Servant, the Tenth of January. This laſt inhuman Butchery, perpetrated at a Time when 
the Minds of the Indians were already inflamed with the Injuries complained of in the 


above Letters, appeared very likely to be attended with immediate Acts of Hoſtilit 


on their Part. My Duty, therefore, required that I ſhould give that ſpeedy and 
cloſe Attention to this unhappy Caſe, which ſo important a Matter demanded, to 
avert, if poſſible, the impending Miſchief ; and I contented myſelf with returning you 
a ſhort Anſwer to your firſt Meſſage, letting you know, in general, what Steps I had 
taken to diſcover and bring to Juſtice thoſe who had been concerned in the Lancaſter 
Murders. 

The late audacious Reſcue of Stump and his Servant from Carliſie Gaol, has in- 
volved us in new Difficulties and Diſtreſs Vet in the midſt of my Solicitude on theſe 


intereſting Matters, and whilſt I am earneſtly engaged in taking the beſt Meaſures m 
own Judgment, or that of my Council, can ſuggeſt, to extricate the Public from 


theſe accumulated Evils, and to regain the Priſoners, which is moſt certainly our firſt 


Object and principal Concern, I am, it ſeems, called upon by you in a Manner the 
moſt extraordinary, to vindicate myſelf, and as it were arraigned by you, for neglect- 


ing the Duties of my Station, relative to the Murders committed upwards of four 
Years ago; and you again preſs upon me the iſſuing new Proclamations, offerin 

higher Rewards for apprehending the Authors of them. This Conduct of yours, in 
my Opinion, Gentlemen, 1s not leſs unkind and indecent towards me, than impru- 
dent with reſpect to our preſent Purſuit, for Reaſons, which muſt occur to you on 
cool and diſpaſſionate Reflection, though they are ſuch as are altogether improper to 
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be made public at this particular Juncture. — From Motives, founded in the public 


Good, I was induced to defer the giving you, at firſt, an immediate Anſwer to the 
Requiſition {made with Regard to the Renewal of Inquiries after the Perpetrators of 
the Lancaſter Murder, and indeed to poſtpone, at leaſt, the Conſideration of that 
Matter to a more proper Seaſon. 185 . 

* Should what I have ſaid, remove any Prejudices you may too precipitately have taken 
up againſt me in the Courſe of this Seſſions, it will give me Pleaſure; be that as it 
may, Gentlemen, I ſhall have that Satisfaction which attends every Man conſcious 
of his own Integrity and good Intentions—T ſhall be glad of your Advice and Aſſiſtance 
whenever the public Intereſt, and the Exigency of Affairs, require it; but at the ſame 


Time, I ſhall expect that you will ngt dictate to me in Matters which relate to the 
executive Powers of Government.

1 HAD the Favour of your Letter of the Thirteenth Inſtant with the Addreſs of your 
General Aſſembly to Governor Penn, both which I have peruſed, and find great Sa- 
tisfaction in the Zeal expreſſed by the Houſe for removing the Cauſe of the Indians Diſ- 
content. : 
Governor Penn had before acquainted me with his having laid that important Affair 
before the Houſe, and of his Intentions to do every Thing in his Power 2 applying a 
Remedy to theſe Evils, and therefore, and from the Addreſs, I have great Reaſon to 
hope that ſuch Meaſures will be adopted as may anſwer the deſired End, and prevent 
the like Evils for the future, to effect which, (as you are pleaſed to think it neceſſary) 
I ſhould gladly contribute any additional Information. a 
The Nature of the Indians, their Ideas and Politics are ſuch, that they are very rarely 
found to bring particular Charges in Matters of this Nature, and we muſt content our- 
ſelves from their general Cauſes of Complaint, to diſcover in what Manner they affect 
particular Provinces ; for, as in an Indian War, they make but little Diſtinction between 
the Innocent and the Guilty, ſo, in reciting their Grievances, they do not always con- 
fine them to particulars, but to the Nation in general to whom the Aggreſſors belong, 
and therefore all are concerned,. though thoſe who have firſt irritated them, may firſt 
feel the Effects of their Reſentment. *' | | 
By the Reduction of Canada a Door was opened to many numerous Nations, with 
whom before we had ſcarcely any Intercourſe ; theſe Indians had received the worſt of 
Characters of the whole Brizi/h Nation from the French, whole Intereſt amongſt them 


was much greater than ours, from the different Syſtems they purſued to acquire it. Thoſe

Nations who were our Neighbours, and more immediately concerned in the War between 
England and France, received many Aſſurances, during its Courſe, of the Advantages 
they ſhould derive from our Acquiſitions, and the Government has ſince given them Pro- 
miſes of ſpeedy Redreſs, and of the Eſtabliſhment of ſuch a Syſtem as would render 
them happy and ſecure in their Perſons and Properties ; but ſome unforeſeen Cauſes have 
hitherto obſtructed the Eſtabliſhment of ſuch Meaſures as were beſt conducive to theſe 
Ends, and the Indians uneaſy thereat, have hitherto remonſtrated to no Purpoſe. The 
Nature of our Laws, with the various Forms and Uſages of Courts, bar all their Hopes 
from that Quarter, eſpecially if we conſider that our, own private Intereſts are too often 
affected by a Deciſion in their Favour. The lower Order of People ſettled about the 
Frontiers imagining, I preſume, that they had nothing to apprehend fince the Remoyal 
of our European Enemies, began by over-reaching and defrauding the Indians, then pro- 
ceeded to perſonal Inſults and Murders in Time of Peace, under Pretence of Retaliation 
for Injuries ſuſtained during the Heat of a furious War. Many unjuſt Practices were 
made uſe of in different Quarters to deprive them of their Properties, and a Number of 
Perſons in Defiance of Juſtice and Policy, and contrary to the expreſs Orders of Go- 
vernment, eſtabliſhed themſelves on the Indian Lands within and about the Frontiers of 
Pennſylvania, &c. and although many Steps were taken for their Removal, they have 
hitherto proved ineffectual. In the mean Time, the Indians, irritated at the Murders 
committed on the Frontiers, at the Inſults their Parties repeatedly met with, the ill 
Treatment of the Tuſcaroras, who were called to join them from Carolina, and the Bar- 
barity exerciſed on the unhappy Conęſtogoe Indians, as well as the unjuſtifiable Settle- 


ments formed within their Country, without the leaſt Colour of Right, unleſs the Se- 


duction of a few drunken Delawares, whoſe Nation have no Pretenſions thereto, can be

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admitted as ſuch, began to conſider among themſelves what was beſt to be done, and 1768. 
from an Apprehenſion that ſuch Conduct would not have been permitted by us who are 
governed by Laws, unleſs we intended to put in Practice a Plan for ſurrounding and de- Febrwaty 9. 
ſtroying them, of which they have been long ſuſpicious, and which they are ſtill taught 
to believe by many intereſted French among them, they reſolved to commit Acts of 
Hoſtility, and by beginning a War againſt us, to check thoſe Settlements, of which they

The Diſcovery of theſe their Meaſures produced the Application to Pennſylvania and 
the neighbouring Governments, for the Redreſs of ſuch Grievances as they had any 
Concern in; and although I took and ſtill practiſe every Means in my Power for retard- 
ing their Meaſures, removing wed ue ee and aſſuring them of Redreſs, yet I 
have the greateſt Reaſon to fear that all will be ineffectual, unleſs by a Redreſs of paſt 
Grievances and the Prevention of thoſe in future, they become convinced of our Bin- 
cerity and pacific Sentiments ; and this I fear cannot be effected, unleſs Proviſion be 
made ſoon for uſing Force againſt thoſe who diſregard the mild Exertion of the Laws, 
and are either inſenſible or indifferent concerning the Effects which their Conduct may 

roduce. | ; 

7 The Murder of the Coneftogoes, ſtill freſh in their Memories, gives the Indians much 
Pain. When it happened, I endeavoured to reconcile them and make up the Breach, 
on the Part of the Crown and the Public in general, and gave them a Preſent; and as 
I am ſhortly to have a Congreſs with the Whole, I think it would hav&a good Ap- 
pearance, if your.Province made them ſome Conſideration on their particular Part ; at 
which Time ſomething further can be ſaid to them regarding the Boundary Line, which 
they were told was intended, they having expreſſed ſome Concern that it has not yet 
been ſettled, and being promiſed a very handſome Conſideration for what Lands they 
might then cede to the Province, they are very defirous to conclude it, which I have 
ſeveral Times fignified to his Majeſty's Miniſters ; for the Reſt, the Judgment of the 
Houſe will naturally lead them to the eſtabliſhing ſuch Laws as may be moſt ſpeedy in 
removing all Grievances, Intruſions, &c. and bringing Delinquents to Juſtice by as ſhort 
a Proceſs as poſſible. I ſhould be very happy if any Thing that I have ſaid ſhould in 
any Degree elucidate theſe Matters, and thereby contribute to render more effectual the 


- Proviſion againſt theſe Dangers, but the ardent Deſire, expreſſed by Governor Penn, and 


the Legiſlature of your Province, to correct theſe Abuſes, renders any further Recom- 
mendation of theſe Matters from me ſuperfluous.

That the Managers have purchaſed and procured, chiefly with ready Money, (with- 
out which the Articles could not be bought to the beſt Advantage) upwards of One 
Thouſand Pounds Value in Flax, Wool, Junk, Wheels, Looms, the neceſſary Imple- 
ments and Materials for carrying on Manufacturies to Advantage, and Bedſteads, Beds, 
Bed-cloaths, Tables, and various Kinds of Houſhold and Kitchen Furniture, neceſſary 
for ſuch a Number of People, to keep them in a clean and decent Manner. 

| The Managers are well aſſured by many of the Citizens, and ſome of the Inhabitants 
of the Townſhips, that (though there are yet too many for Want of Relief in the Di- 
ſtrict and Townſhips trouble the Inhabitants) they are leſs burdened with Beggars and 
Contributions for the diſtreſſed this Winter, than for many paſt, although the Navi- 
_ gation has been greatly obſtructed by the Ice, and Employment for labouring People and 
Money uncommonly ſcarce. | | | 
That the Managers believe the Overſeers of the Poor for the City, the Northern Li- 
berties, Southwark and Moyamenſing have uſually levied the following Taxes in the

For Moyamenſing, the Managers are informed, near Forty Pounds have been raiſed by 
a Three-penny Tax for the xt of their Poor during the Year, and they conceive it 
to be very inſufficient for the Purpoſe, as there are now five aged Perſons in the. Houſe 
of their Poor, whom the Managers have been obliged to clothe, &c. 

From Paſſyunk the Managers have not received any Account of their Poor or their 
Taxes, although there is one Perſon to ſupport in the Houſe, who ſays that he became 
blind and in Diſtreſs in that Townſhip. 

The Managers may further obſerve, that the Number of Perſons who become diſ- 
treſſed and Objects of the Care of the Overſeers of the Poor, and this charitable Inſtitu- 
tion, are more numerous, in Proportion, in the Diſtrict and Townſhips, than in this 
City, as the Poor ſettle more in the Suburbs, where Rents are lower, than within the 
Limits of the City. | | , 

And from hence the Managers apprehend the Poor Rates in the Diſtrict and Town- 
ſhips muſt neceſſarily (if ſeparated) become in a few Years much greater than they will 
be in the City. | „„ 

From the foregoing Account of the Conduct and Obſervations of the Managers and 
State of the Poor, they are to remark on the two Petitions lately delivered into the 
Houſe by ſome of the Inhabitants of Southwark, and the Inhabitants of the Northern 
Liberties. $7 

Firſt, That although the Managers, as it was their Duty, did acquaint the ſeveral 
Overſeers of the City and Townſhips, that the Treaſurer ought to be furniſhed with 
Money to anſwer the Draughts of the Managers, that the neceſſary Proviſion might be 
made for the Support and Employment of the Poor, yet never directed the Overſeers to 
lay Taxes, or refuſed to receive and keep the Poor, or uſed any Threats, as is aſſerted, 
nor are they conſcious that the Overſeers of the Poor of the City, or themſelves, have 
made Stretches of Power of any Sort. 1 a 

Secondly, That there has been, from the firſt, two Inhabitants of Southwark choſen 
Managers of the Nomination of Contributors reſiding there. ED | 

Thirdly, That the Managers are at a Loſs to know how the Petitioners for a Sepa- 
ration could ſay, that there were none of the Poor of Southwark in the Houſe at the 
Time they aſſerted it, whether they conſider the Law or the Fact, as they alſo are to 
find that there either were before the Act paſſed for incorporating, or now are a great 
Part of the (ſubſtantial) Inhabitants againſt being included in the Act; — their Property 
mult be trifling to the Whole, when we conſider that about One-fourth of the Tax is 
paid by the Citizens, and of the remaining Three-fourths, we are informed that the In- 
habitants, who have preſented a Petition to the Honourable Houſe againſt a Separation, 
pay above Three-fourths of the Remainder. And the Managers can inform the Houſe 
that ſeveral of the Freeholders, who did ſign the Petition for a Seperation, have aſſured 
them that they did uſe Endeavours to have their Names eraſed, and are againſt it; and 
that the Managers find the Subſcrjbers to that Petition who have paid, or are able to 
pay, and deſire to have their Monies returned (excluſive of ſuch who have aſſured their 
neighbouring Manager that they defire no ſuch Thing) are not ſo great a Proportion of 


the Six Hundred Pounds mentioned as they are to pay of the Tax. 


To the ſecond Paragraph of the Petition from the Northern Liberties. 

That the Overſeers thereof did, on the Sixteenth of O&#ober, deliver the Managers 
the following Account of the Poor they then had, and their Situation; ſince which they 
have paid Twenty Pounds, and no more, into the Treaſury, though there have been 
many for ſome Time poor and diſtreſſed in the Houſe which belong to them, from all 
which the Honourable Houſe can judge of the Probability of their having but five Poor 
in the Houſe. | ; | :

To the fourth Paragraph. 
The Managers need not point out to the Houſe the great Care that ſhould be taken 
to avoid depriving any Freeman of his Liberty. 
On the fifth Paragraph, | 
We have to obſerve, that before Managers were choſe, the Lots could not be pur- 
chaſed, nor the Buildings carried forward, and that as ſoon as about Three Thouſand 
Pounds were ſubſcribed, Managers were choſen, and then the Matter reſted much with 
them, who were ſo cloſely employed in the procuring Materials and Erectings, &c. 
that they had not Time to ſolicit Subſcriptions ; from whence and no other Cauſe it 
has been neglected but the Managers hope will be reſumed ſhortly, and the well 
diſpoſed who can afford to give to this benevolent Inſtitution will be waited on, and 
ſuch as become Contributors, will have an equal Right of voting with the firſt Contri- 
butors, and can have no Reaſon to complain, if they don't intitle themſelves to vote 
for Managers or be voted for; though the preſent Managers are at a Loſs to diſcover 
how the Signers of that Petition can make it appear that thoſe who are not Contributors 
pay much more by a yearly Charge on their Eſtates than thoſe who have contributed, 
as Contribution does not exempt from Taxation. | :

They ſay that the Diſtrict and Townſhips have about thirty-ſeven Poor in common, 
and of courſe the City muſt have Two Hundred and Sixty-five, which, from the beſt 
State of the Matter the Managers can obtain, is not candid, but that they have given 
the Number they have in a favourable Seaſon of the Year, and that of the City at a 
more ſevere Seaſon; and from this wrong Repreſentation they aſſert they ought to pay 
but One-eighth of the Amount of all the Poor Taxes raiſed in the City, Diſtrict and 
Townſhips, when what they acknowledge they have uſually paid is above One- ſixth;

* Pounds to his Honour, for which he was pleaſed to ſay he was obliged to the

WE met at this Sitting, fincerely diſpoſed to preſerve that Harmony which ought to 73,759 10. 
ſubſiſt between the Branches of a legiſlative Body: And, although your Meſ- A Meſſage 


ſage of the Eighth Inſtant, appears to us evidently calculated to diſturb it, yet we were 


reſolved that it ſhould not divert us from the important Objects before us; but as the the Aſſembly. 


public Buſineſs is nearly concluded, and that Meſſage contains a Number of ſevere In- 
ſinuations and groundleſs Charges againſt us, we are obliged to take particular Notice 
of them. | | | 

We entertain as juſt a Senſe of the © great Inconvenience attending Differences be- 
« tween thoſe Branches,” as you poſſibly can do. Ever ſince we have had the Honour 
of holding theſe Seats, we have carefully ayoided them; unleſs they were neceſſary to 
obtain ſome Act of Juſtice, to regain ſome Right invaded, to ſupport his Majeſty's Au- 
thority, or procure Safety to-ourſelves and thoſe we repreſent, And even in theſe In- 
ſtances, we think we may ſafely call on your Honour to ſhew that we have conducted 
them otherwiſe, than by a plain ORD of Facts, and decent, though firm Ar- 

uments. Could we, on a Retroſpection of your Conduct, perſuade ourſelves to be- 
lieve, that © you have carefully avoided doing any Thing to interrupt a good Under- 
« ſtanding with the Aſſemblies of this Province, it would give us real Pleaſure, as it 
would afford us a Proſpect of an eaſy Accommodation of our 8 Differences. 

We have carefully re- conſidered our Meſſage of the Fifth Inſtant, which you are 
pleaſed to ſay, is © not only indecent and unbecoming, but indicates a Spirit prevail- 
“ ing among us, very ill ſuited to the preſent critical Situation of our public Af- 
« fairs,” &c. From what Part of this Meſſage you could collect any Thing that juſtifies 
theſe Charges, we are at a Loſs to judge. The Manner of Expreſſion is plain, accom- 
panied with Arguments deduced from a fair Repreſentation of Facts, which your Ho- 
nour has, however, choſe wholly to paſs over unagſwered, from a Conviction, we ſu- 
ſpect, that it was much eaſier to pronounce them “ indecent and unbecoming” than 
to refute our Reaſoning, or diſprove the Truth of our Repreſentation. 

We remonſtrated to your Honour, that moſt atrocious Offences had been long fince 
committed in the Province; we requeſted that you would take the proper Meaſures to 
bring the Offefiders to Juſtice, and we pointed out the Means by which this moſt ne- 
ceſſary Buſineſs might be effected, without your doing Violence to the Conſtitution.” 
We endeavoured to delineate the unhappy Conſequences that have reſulted from 
permitting Men who have bid Defiance to the Powers of Government, and audaciouſly 
trampled on its Authority, to remain longer unpuniſhed : And we preſumed to intimate 
the preſent Debility of the Government, under the late Adminiſtration of the Laws. If 
the pointing out thoſe Truths to your Honour, can be eſteemed “ indecent and unbe- 
* coming,” we juſtly merit your Cenſure. But if to adviſe and intreat your Honour 
to ſupport the King's Authority committed to your Care, for the Protection of his People, 
is an indiſpenſable Obligation, which we owe both to his Majeſty and our Conſtituents ; 
and if, in the Diſcharge of this Truſt, we have incurred your Diſpleaſure, we can the 
more chearfully bear it, as we are conſcious we were actuated by no Motives but our 
Duty, and the good of the Country. This is the Spirit“ which prevails among us. 
If you ſuſpected us of any other, you did us great Injuſtice. And had more of this 
Spirit been exerted by your Honour, we are perſuaded the Murderers of the Indians at 
Coneſtogoe and Lancaſter would, long ere now, have ſuffered the Puniſhment they de- 
ſerved ; numerous Offenders would have been deterred from the Perpetration of the moſt 
heinous Offences ; the Honour of the Government would have been maintained, and 
that Order ſupported which only can enſure Safety and Happineſs to the Subject. 

That “the averting an Indian War, and the fad Effects of it, were the principal 
Objects at the Opening of the Seſſions, we agree, and we hope we have demon- 
ſtrated, by our Conduct, a faithful Diſcharge of our Duty herein, ſo far as our Power 
extended. We, at your Inſtance, prepared a Bill, with all poſſible Diſpatch, for remove- 
ing the lawleſs Intruders from the Indian Lands. And to leave nothing undone which 
could poſſibly tend to remove the Indians Diſcontent, we voted and granted a Sum of 
Money to be expended in Preſents of Condolence for the Number of Indians who have 
been cruelly murdered in, and on the Frontiers of this Province ; and other Gifts for 
regaining their Friendſhip. Theſe Things we were more eſpecially induced to do, as 
we deſpaired, from your Declaration, that the Offenders were likely to be apprehended, 
or public Juſtice ſatisfied ; which the Laws and Policy of all civilized Nations ſtrictly 
require. 9 

But you are pleaſed to tell us, that © the two only Cauſes of Complaint you find 
* mentioned in his Excellency General Gage's, and Sir William fohnſon's Letters, are 
the Intruſion of our People on the Indian Lands and the Inſults and hoſtile Acts 
«« they have received from the Frontier People, chiefly from Virginia; and you charge 
us that, not being content with the Cauſes pointed out by thoſe Gentlemen,” we 
« have proceeded to inveſtigate others: — Your Letter from Sir William, laid before 

| us, 
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us, we did not receive until the Twenty-firſt ultimo. Our Meſſage upon which you 
found the Charge againſt us of unneceſſarily ** inveſtigating other Cauſes” than thoſe 


pointed out by him, was ſent up to your Honour on the Thirteenth ultimo. With 
what Propriety then could you aſſert, that we were not content with the Cauſes pointed 
out by Sir William, when we had not ſeen his Letter ? But had this Letter come to your 
Hands, and been earlier laid before us, we mult have been blind indeed not to have diſ- 
covered that there are other Cauſes than thoſe you aſſign; becauſe after mentioning them, 
this Gentleman adds the Words [Sc.] which to a Perſon deſirous of inveſtigating all, 
for the Public Good, might have ſhewn there were others” than thoſe particularly 
ſpecified. | | | 
"The Copy of the General's Letter is now before us, and we cannot help expreſſing 
our Surpriſe, that you ſhould refer us to that Letter to find that © the two Cauſes” 
recited in your Meſſage, are the only Cauſes of the Indians Complaint : Had your Ho- 
nour attended to a few Words juſt preceding thoſe you have been pleaſed to ſelect, you 
would have found your Miſtake, and plainly diſcovered, that the General, in very ex- 
plicit Terms, aſſigns other Cauſes. That the whole Truth may, however, appear, 
we beg Leave to quote the very Words of his Letter, not tranſpoſed, as they are in your 
Meſſage, but in the Order they ſtand. They are theſe ; that although “ ſeveral Cauſes 
« for their preſent ill Temper are ſuggeſted, yet the Inſults they have received from the 
« Frontier People, chiefly from thoſe of Virginia, and the Obſtinacy of the People, who 
« perſiſt to ſettle on their Lands, not only without their Conſent, but in Contradiction 
« to their warmeſt Remonſtrances, and the Endeavours that have been uſed to remove 
« them, I perceive to be the moſt immediate Cauſes of their preſent Diſcontent.” Hence 
it appears very contrary to what you have alleged, that the Matters afferted by you as 
the only two Cauſes of Indian Complaint, are ſtyled by the General * the moſt imme- 
« diate Cauſe, ” and of Conſequence that there remain other Cauſes for their preſent - 
„ ill Temper.” Indeed had his Excellency omitted to mention any other Reaſons for 
the Indian Diſquietude, than thoſe your Honour ſeems ſo remarkably attached to, we 
apprehend it requires but a ſmall Knowledge of the Diſpoſitions and Policy of the Na- 
tives, and of what has unhappily paſſed in this Province, to diſcover many others. The 
Indians have ſtrong Ideas of Juſtice, and retain a warm Reſentment for Injuries. The 
Murder of their People they eſteem not only a private Loſs to their Relatives, but a 
public one to their Nation; and they ſeldom forget or forgive Inſults of this Nature, 
without obtaining Satisfaction from the Government where they were committed; and 
therefore when we conſider the Number of their People who have been cruelly maſſa- 
cred by a lawleſs Part of the Inhabitants of this Province, we cannot conceive that your 
Honour can be at a Loſs to find out ſome of the other Cauſes” intimated, though 
not expreſsly enumerated, by the General. And if in the Inveſtigation of thoſe Cauſes 
we have unfortunately given your Honour Offence, it is an Offence, we aſſure you, we 
could not well avoid.— His Excellency's Letter, and the ſeeming Sincerity with 
which you declared your Readineſs, in your firſt Meſſage on this Subject, © to remove 
the juſt Cauſes of Indian Complaints of paſt Injuries,” and an anxious Deſire of unite- 
ing with you in a Meaſure ſo neceſſary to the future Safety of the Province, led us into 
the Inquiry, which we conceived to be our indiſpenſable Duty, as it appeared neceſſary 
to avert the Calamities of an Indian War. | 1 
The oblique Inſinuation, thrown out by your Honour, that thoſe Inquiries were 
taken up rather with a view to diſtract your Councils, than to remove the, preſent 
«« Cauſes of Indian Diſſatisfactions, though of a high Nature, gives us no Concern. 
Our Innocence and Actions, we truſt, will not only vindicate us againſt this intended 
Aſperſion, but againſt any others which you may think proper to caſt upon us: Nor 
are we to be thus diverted from firmly diſcharging our Duty to the Crown and our Con- 
ſtituents. —Thoſe Inquiries were entered into and made before we knew of the 
Murders committed by Frederick Stump and his Servant. On the 7th of January 


Mr. Croghan was examined on thoſe Matters before this Houſe : On the 13th, our Meſ- 


ſage mentioning this Inquiry, was ſent to you, and the Letter from Colonel Armſtrong, 
giving you the firſt Account of the Reſcue of Stump and his Servant, (which ſeems to 

ave thrown your Councils into ſo much Confuſion) was not wrote before the Twenty- 
ninth of the ſame Month. How then was it poſſible that the Houſe could intend to 
« diſtract your Councils, at the Time thoſe Inquiries were taken up? — They could 
not ſuſpect that a Requeſt, made to your Honour, to bring Murderers to Juſtice, would 
have that Effect, when they knew of no other Matters before them. If your Councils 
are diſtracted, we diſclaim all Share in the Cauſes of that Diſtraction: And we think 
you might, with much greater Propriety and Juſtice have derived it from another 
Source. Councils muſt undoubtedly be involved in Perplexities and Confuſion, when 
the Execution of Laws, for a Series of Time, has been groſsly neglected; Murders and 
other Offences permitted to eſcape with Impunity ; and the Government thereby brought 
into the utmoſt Contempt. To theſe Cauſes the preſent Difficulties attending your

Your Honour is pleaſed to repeat your“ Deteſtation of 40 the. Murder of the Indians 

« at Coneftogoe and Lancaſter,” and yet you are extremely unwilling to believe it “ one 
« of the Cauſes of the preſent Diſcontent among the Indians,” and you confeſs your- 
ſelf at a Loſs to conjecture on what Intelligence we found our ve 


« ticular.” 


We will candidly inform your Honour, upon what our Opinion is 
founded. It is upon the very Nature of thoſe tragical Scenes, and their apparent 
Conſequences. Thoſe Indians were chiefly Deſcendants from one of the moſt power- 
ful Tribes of the Six Nations : —— They had Relations among them, who have long 
ſince heard of their inhoſpitable and barbarous Treatment, while under the Protection 
of the Government. To ſuppoſe then, that ſuch Acts of Inhumanity had not created 


Uneaſineſs and Reſentment, not only in thoſe Relations, but in the Nation generally, 


would be to flatter. ourſelves, that they were void of all Paſſion and Policy; —— the 
contrary of which every Day's Experience fully manifeſts. And when we further con- 
ſidered, that not one of theſe atrocious Murderers has been brought to Puniſhment, in 
order to remove the Prejudices of the Natives againſt the Government; nor that the uſual 
Preſent of Condolence has been made by this Province, to the Relatives for the Loſs of 
their Brethren, we were greatly confirmed in our Opinion, that thoſe Murders were one 
of the Cauſes of Indian Diſcontent.—But we did not depend on thoſe Reaſons ſolely ;— 
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inion in this par- 


we found from the Examination of George Croghan, Eſq; Deputy-Superintendant of In- | 


dian Affairs, that the Senecas had complained, among others, of thoſe Murders : And 


we have been ſo happy ſince, as to he our Opinion further corroborated by another 


Authority, which we think, your Honour will not diſpute, as you have fully acknow- 


ledged it in your Meſſage now before us ;—we mean, from an impartial and full State 


of all the Cauſes of the preſent Indian Diſcontent, communicated in a Letter during this 
Seſſion to our Speaker, by the Honourable Sir William Fobhnſon, his Majeſty's Superin- 
tendant of Indian Aﬀairs.—In this Letter Sir Milliam expreſsly mentions “ the Barba- 
« rity exerciſed on the unhappy Coneſtogoe, Indians,” as one of the Cauſes, among others, 
of the intended Indian Hoſtilities againſt the Colonies. And in another Part thereof he 
ſays, ©* the Murder of the Coneftogoes ſtill freſh in their Memories, gives them much 
% Pain.” Thus your Honour may perceive that we have not “ taken it for granted 
that the Murder of the Coneſtagoe Indians is one Cauſe of Indian Complaint ;” but that 
we are ſupported by good Information, and on the very Authority which you ſo ſtrongly 
recommend in your Meſſage. 

In order, however, to divert us from examining into this Cauſe of Indian Complaint, 
and from preſſing you to put the Laws in Execution againſt the Offenders, you inform 
us, that the Six Nations, upon Sir William Johnſon's laying before them, and explain- 
* ing to them this Affair, at your Requeſt, in the Year 1764, were ſo far ſatisfied, that 
* they received Belts from him on the Occaſion, and ſuffered him to cover the Graves 
* of their deceaſed Brethren.” — And can your Honour believe, that ſuch uncommon 
Injuries can be atoned for, and the Reſentment of the Indians ſo eaſily eradicated under 
thoſe Circumſtances? We are at a Loſs to conjecture upon what Motives you act, when 
you attempt to perſuade us, that the Barbarity exerciſed on the unhappy Coneſtogoe 
Indians, was not one of the Cauſes of the Indian Diſcontent. We would charitably 
hope, that this Meaſure” was not taken up rather with a View to caſt a Veil over the 
inexcuſable Conduct of the Magiſtracy under your Superintendence, and to avoid a ſpeedy 
and diligent Inquiſition after the Murderers, than to reſtore the loſt Authority and 


Dignity of the Government. But indeed the bad Policy of treating ſuch important 


Matters with Negle&, or very little Regard, appears now fatally evident ; — as it is too 
clear to be denied, that thoſe Murders, of which fo little Notice has been taken, are 
one of the Cauſes which threaten the Colonies with an Indian War. And we muſt fay, 
that the Situation of the Province in our Apprehenſion is truly moſt deplorable, when 
the late Murder in the County of Cumberland, can © involve” you in ſuch / Difficul- 
«« ties,” as to render it neceſſary to poſtpone, to a more proper Seaſon,” a Matter 
of equal, if not greater, Importance to the Safety of the Colony. — The proper Time 
for puniſhing Offenders, is as ſoon as poflible after the Offence is committed; every 
Neglect or Delay does but encourage them, and others, to the Perpetration of the like, 


or other Crimes. And as thoſe Offenders have too long already eluded the Hands of 


Juſtice, © no Seaſon,” in our Opinion, can be more * proper” than that which de- 


mands their Conviction, to avert the impending Calamities of a general Rupture with 
the Indians. | | 


Lou are further pleaſed to allege, that * you are called upon by us in a Manner the 
© moſt extraordinary, to vindicate yourſelf, and, as it were, arraigned by us for ne- 
«« glecting the Duties of your Station, relative to Murders committed upwards of four 


« Years ago. We do not pretend to **diQate,” or to have any Power over your Honour;

Execution of the Laws, and make Examples of the delinquent Officers ;—and we think 

it is alſo our Right to know how far thoſe reaſonable Requeſts are complied with: 


And ſhould we obſerve any Omiſſion or Neglect in a Governor, which is likely to bring 
the Authority of Government into Contempt, and thereby to endanger the Lives; of his 
Majeſty's Subjects, we cannot but think we ought with Plainneſs, Firmneſs and Re- 


ſolution to remonſtrate. againſt ſuch Omiſſions or Negle&s.—For your Honour will be. 


pleaſed to conſider, that herein the Lives, Eſtates and every Thing the People of this 
Province hold dear and valuable, are intimately*concerned ; and if we. were, as idle 
Spectators, to ſee the Province we repreſent er into a State of Anarchy, with 
all its attendant Miſchiefs, we ſhould not only be chargeable with a Breach of Duty to 
the Crown, but to the People we repreſent. 6 | 


But why your Honour mentions the Time ſince thoſe Offences were committed, we 
cannot conceive. Was it to perſuade us, that the Puniſhment of Murders would be now 


out of Seaſon ?” Theſe Criminals, you acknowledge, have eluded the Force of our 


Laws upwards of four Years,” and yet many of them remain in the Province, and 
may be eaſily diſcovered and apprehended. As diſtreſſing as this Confideratign muſt be 
to every ſober Inhabitant, it is greatly aggravated by the Number of Crimes, of the ſame 
Nature, ſince committed. Will your Honour permit us to place them in one View be- 
fore you, that the dangerous Effects of delaying Juſtice in Government, may fully ap- 
pear, and incite you to do your Duty. In the Year 1763, the cruel Maſſacres of twenty 
Indians, chiefly of the Six Nations, were perpet at Coneſtogoe and Lancaſter. In the 
ſame Year a Delaware Chief met with the ſame Fate, between Shearman's Valley and 


Juniata. In 1765, a Chief of the Six Nations was murdered near Bedford. In the Year - 


1766, a principal Warrior of the Delawares was killed between Redſtone Creek and Cheat 
River; and three Delaware Chiefs were robbed and murdered near Fort Pitt, by two 


| Inhabitants of this Province. An Indian was lately murdered in Northampton County: 


— Beſides the late Barbarity committed by Frederick Stump, and his Servant, on ten In- 
dians on Middle Creek: —And not one of thoſe Murderers has been brought to Puniſh- 
ment.—The laſt mentioned have, indeed, been apprehended, through the virtuous Acti- 
vity of Captain Patterſon, aided by a few of his Neighbours, without any gr 
from the Magiſtracy : But when taken into Cuſtody by the Sheriff, under the Chief- 


Juſtice's Warrant, and ready to be brought by a Guard to this City, for Examination, 


did not two of the inferior Magiſtrates inſolently preſume to ſuperſede the Power of that 
Warrant, and commit the Priſoners, by their own Authority, to the County Gaol, and 
one of them to diſcharge the Guard raiſed by the Sheriff? Thereby affording an Oppor- 
tunity to the lawleſs Part of the County of reſcuing them. This Reſcue has ſince taken 
Place by a Number of armed Men; and not a ſingle Offender apprehended, that we 
have heard of, though many of them are well known, and reſiding in the County. 
Where can theſe Things terminate, but in Tumults, and a total Abolition of the Powers 
of Government ? For can we reaſonably expect that thoſe avowed Violators of the Faith 
of Treaties, and the Laws of GOD and their Country, will ſtop here, and not exerciſe 
the ſame Acts of Inhumanity on the good People of the Province. —Their Numbers and 
Connexions are continually encreaſing by the Perpetration of new Offences, and freſh 
Difficulties occurring with them, to oppoſe the Execution of the Laws, while the 
Powers of Government, which ought in all good Policy to check the Growth of Crimes 


in their Bud, are either not exerciſed at all, or with ſo little Effect, as to incite neither 
Fear or Reſpet. | 


But our preſſing theſe Matters on your Honour, you are pleaſed to term“ no leſs un- 


* kind and indecent towards you, than imprudent with reſpe& to your preſent Purſuit, 
for Reaſons which muſt occur to us on cool and diſpaſſionate Reffection, though they 
are altogether improper to be made public at this particular Juncture. — We truſt 
that after ſo full an Explanation of our Motives, as is mentioned in this Meſſage, you 
will readily alter your Sentiments with reſpect to the Indecency of our Conduct. And, 
as to the Imprudence of the Meaſure, though we have © coolly and diſpaſſionately” 
ſought for the Reaſons which you ſay © muſt occur to us,” we aſſure you, we are at a 
Loſs to diſcover them; unleſs they ariſe from an Apprehenſion in your Honour that it 


is impracticable, under the preſent debilitated Adminiſtration of Government, to puniſh 
the Authors of Crimes committed at different Periods. 


You are pleaſed to tell us, that you. “ contented yourſelf with returning a ſhort An- 
*« {wer to our firſt Meſſage, letting us know what Steps you had taken to diſcover and 


bring to Juſtice thoſe who had been concerned in the Lancaſter Murders.” Your 
Anſwer was indeed ſhort, but truly alarming to us. The very extraordinary Declara- 
tion made in that Meſſage, that © in your Station, you conceived nothing more can be 
done without doing an Act of Violence to the Conſtitution,” afforded us a melancholy

Empire; that in all free States the Conſtitution is fixed; and as the ſupreme Le- 
giſlature derives its Power and Authority from the Conſtitution, it cannot overleap the 
Bounds of it without deſtroying its own Foundation; — that the Conſtitution aſcertains 
and limits both Sovereignty and Allegiance; and therefore his Majeſty's American 
Subjects, who acknowledge themſelves bound by the Ties of Allegiance, have an equi- 
table Claim to the full Enjoyment of the fundamental Rules of the Britiſb Conſtitution; 
that it is an eſſential, unalterable Right in Nature, ingrafted into the Brits 
Conſtitution, as a fundamental Law, and ever held ſacred and irrevocable by the Sub-

of the Houſe of Repreſentatives in Virginia, which was read by Order, and follows in 
theſe Words, v2. 


N | | Virginia, May 9, 1768. 
8 HE Houſe of Burgeſſes of this Colony, having very attentively conſidered ſeveral late 
Acts of the Britiſb Parliament, and being of Opinion that they manifeſtly tend to 
deprive the Inhabitants of the Colonies of their eſſential Rights and Privileges, have 
thought it their Duty, as Repreſentatives of a free People, to take every regular Step to 
rt 75 conſtitutional Liberty, on the Deſtruction of which thoſe Laws ſeem to be 
erected. 

They have therefore thought proper to repreſent, that they are ſenſible of the Hap- 
pineſs and Security they derive from their Connexions with, and Dependance on, Great- 
Britain, and are under the greateſt Concern that any unlucky Incident ſhould interrupt 
that ſalutary Harmony, which they wiſh ever to ſubſiſt ; — they lament that the Re- 
moteneſs of their Situation often expoſes them to ſuch Miſrepreſentations as are apt to 
involve them in Cenſures of Diſloyalty to their Sovereign, and the Want of a proper 
Reſpect to the Britiſb Parliament; whereas they have indulged themſelves in the agree- 
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able Perſuaſion, that they ought to be conſidered as inferior to none of their Fellow- 
Subjects in Loyalty and Affection. | 
That they do not affect an Independency of their Parent Kingdom, the Proſperity of 


which they are bound to the utmoſt of their Abilities to promote, but chearfully ac- 


quieſce in the Authority of Parliament to make Laws for preſerving a neceflary De- 

endance, and for regulating the Trade of the Colonies ; yet they cannot conceive, and 
Bani inſiſt, it is not eſſential to ſupport a proper Relation between a Mother Country 
and Colonies tranſplanted from her, that ſhe ſhould have a Right to raiſe Money from 


them without their Conſent ; and preſume they do not aſpire to more than the natural 


Rights of Britiſb Subjects, when they aſſert that no Power on Earth has a Right to im- 
poſe Taxes on the People, or to take the ſmalleſt Portion of their Property without their 
Conſent, given by their Repreſentatives in Parliament. This has ever been conſidered 
as the chief Pillar of the Conſtitution ; without this Support no Man can be faid to have 
the leaſt Shadow of Liberty, fince they can have no Property in that which another can 
by Right take from them, when he pleaſes, without their Conſent. 

That their Anceſtors brought over with them intire and tranſmitted to their De- 


ſcendants, the natural and conſtitutional Rights they had enjoyed in their native Country; 


and the firſt Principles of the Briti/h Conſtitution were early ingrafted into the Con- 


ſtitution of the Colonies. —Hence a Legiſlative Authority, ever eſſential in all free States, 
was derived, and aſſimilated as nearly as might be to that in England; the executive 
Power and the Right of aſſenting or diſſenting to all Laws reſerved to the Crown, and 
the Privilege of chooſing their own Repreſentatives continued to the People, and con- 
firmed to them by repeated and expreſs Stipulations. The Government thus eſtabliſhed, 
they enjoyed the Fruits of their own Labour with a Serenity which Liberty only can 
impart. —— Upon preſſing Occaſions they applied to his Majeſty for Relief, and grate- 
fully acknowledged they have frequently received it from their Mother Country : When- 
ever their Aſſiſtance was neceſſary, Requiſitions have conſtantly been made from the 


| Crown to the Repreſentatives of the People, who have complied with them to the ut- 


moſt Extent of their Abilities. The ample Proviſion made for the Support of the Civil 
Government in the Reign of King Charles the Second, and at his Requeſt, and the large 
Supplies voted during the laſt War, upon Requiſitions from his Majeſty and his Royal 


Grandfather, afford early and late Inſtances of the Diſpoſition of the Aſſemblies of this 
Colony, and are ſufficient Proofs that the Parliament of Great-Britain did not till lately 


aſſume a Power of impoſing Taxes on the People for the Purpoſe of raiſing a Revenue. 

To ſay that the Commons of Great-Britam have a Right to impoſe internal Taxes 
on the Inhabitants of this Continent, who are not and cannot be repreſented, is in Ef- 
fect to bid them prepare for a State of Slavery. What muſt be their Situation ſhould 
ſuch a Right be eſtabliſhed ? The Colonies have no conſtitutional Check on their Li- 
berality in giving away their Money, cannot have an Opportunity of explaining their 
Grievances or pointing out the eaſieſt Method of Taxation, for their Doom will be de- 
termined before they are acquainted that the Subject has been agitated in Parliament; 
and the Commons bear no Proportion of the Taxes they lay upon them. The Notion 
of a virtual Repreſentation, which would render all our Rights merely ideal, has been 
ſo often and ſo clearly refuted, that nothing need be ſaid on that Head. 

The oppreſſive Stamp-Act confeſſedly impoſed internal Taxes, and the late Acts of 
Parliament giving and granting certain Duties in the Britiſb Colonies, plainly tend to 
the ſame Point. Duties have been impoſed to reſtrain the Commerce of one Bart of the 
Empire that was likely to prove injurious to another, and by this Means the Welfare 
of the Whole promoted; but Duties impoſed on ſuch of the Britiſb Exports as are Ne- 
ceſſaries of Life, to be made by the Colonies on Importation, without any View to the 
Intereſts of Commerce, but merely to raiſe a Revenue, or in other Words to com 
the Coloniſts to part with their Money againſt their Inclinations, they conceive to be a 
Tax internal to all Intents and Purpoſes, And can it be thought juſt or reaſonable, re- 


ſtricted as they are in their Trade, confined as they are in their Exports, obliged to 


purchaſe theſe very Neceſſaries at the Brit; Market, that they ſhould now be told they 
ſhall not have them without paying a Duty for them. 

The Act ſuſpending the Legiſlative Power of New-York, they conſider as ſtill more 
alarming to the Colonies, though it has had that fingle Province in View. If the Par- 
liament can compel them to furniſh a ſingle Article to the Troops ſent over, they may, 
by the ſame Rule, oblige them to furniſh Cloaths, Arms and every other Neceſſary, 
even the Pay of the Officers and Soldiers, a Doctrine replete with every Miſchief, and 
utterly ſubverſive of all that's dear and valuable; for what Advantage can the People of 
the Colonies derive from their Right of chooſing their own Repreſentatives, if thoſe Re- 

reſentatives when choſen, not permitted to exerciſe their own Judgments, were under 


a Neceſſity (on Pain of being deprived of their legiſlative Authority) of enforcing the

Britain in Parliament aſſembled. In all theſe Proceedings the Council of this Colony 9 
have concurred, and have directed their Agent Fames Abercrombie, Eſq; to join Edward 
Montague, Eſq; the Agent for this Colony, in applying for Redreſs of the Grievances they 
ſo juſtly com lain of. Copies were delivered to the Preſident, who is deſired to tranſ- 
mit them to the Secretary of State appointed by his Majeſty to manage the Affairs of Nortb- 
America; and Mr. Montague is enjoined to conſult the Agents of the other Colonies, and to 
co-operate with them in every Meaſure that ſhall be thought neceſſary on this delicate Point. 
This Houſe hope they have expreſſed themſelves on this Occaſion with a Firmneſs 
that becomes Freemen pleading for fundamental Rights, and with a Decency that will 
exempt them from any Imputation of Faction or Diſloyalty. They have made known 
their Proceedings on this Subject with a View that the Repreſentatives of your Province, 
being acquainted with them, may go Hand-in-Hand in their Oppoſition to Meaſures 
which they think have an immediate Tendency to enſlave them; and are perſuaded that 
the Candor of your reſpectable Houſe will conſider it in no other Light. They are not 
without Hopes that by a hearty Union of the Colonies the Conſtitution may be again 
eſtabliſhed on its genuine Principles; an End equally to be deſired both by the Mother 
Country and her Colonies. i | |

The Diſadvantages, Dangers and Diſtreſs neceſſarily attendant upon 
this Separation from their Friends, Relatives, and the Land of their Nativity, we truſt

we fear, cannot fail of creating a Diſunion in Sentiments and Affections, Jealouſies and 
Diſcord between them, to the great Injury of the Trade and Commerce of the Nation, 
and Prejudice of both Countries. 

Under the moſt grateful Senſe of your Majeſty's paternal Care and Regard for your 
People, ſo often manifeſted in the Exerciſe of your Royal Authority, and firmly relying 
on your Clemency and Wiſdom, we moſt humbly beſeech your Majeſty that you will 
be graciouſly pleaſed to take the Premiſes into your Royal Conſideration, and grant to 
the People of this Province under their preſent unhappy Circumſtances, ſuch Relief as 
to your Majeſty's Wiſdom and Goodneſs ſhall appear moſt proper.

ſtituents, as well as to the Trade and Commerce of the Britiſb Dominions, beg Leave,

Great-Britain, who they truſt ever will be the faithful Guardians and Supporters of 


Britiſb Liberty. 


In the latter End of the laſt Century, our Anceſtors, under the Permiſſion of the 


Crown, removed from their Mother Country, and ſettled in this diſtant Land, then a 
Wilderneſs. The Motives to an Enterpriſe ſo arduous, expenſive and hazardous, were 
not only to enlarge the Britiſb Empire and extend its Commerce, but to enjoy that per- 
fect Security of Liberty to which they were entitled as Britſb Subjects in their native 
Land: And, notwithſtanding innumerable Dangers and Dithculties, they have peopled 


and improved the Country into an extenſive Colony, without the leaſt Expence to the 


Mother State, whereby the Britiſh Empire has been conſidetably enlarged, its Com- 
merce extended, and its Wealth and Power greatly encreaſed. 

In this Removal from their native Country, the Effects whereof have ſo manifeſtly 
promoted the Intereſt and Dignity of the Br:7;h Government, your Petitioners conceive 
they brought over with them the natural and conſtitutional Rights of Engliſʒ Subjects, 


which have deſcended to, and are now veſted in, their Poſterity, who have by no A& 


whatever forfeited or ſurrendered them ; one of which is, that no Taxes for the Purpoſe 
of Revenue can be legally impoſed on them, but by Repreſentatives choſen by them- 
ſelves—a Right abſolutely neceſſary to the Security of their Property and Eſtates, and de- 
rived to them under the antient Principles of the Exgliſʒ Government, and which has ever 
been eſteemed the chief Pillar and Support of all their other Privileges, inaſmuch as they 
apprehend they can with no Propriety be ſaid to enjoy more than the mere Shadow of 
Liberty, while-others exerciſe a Power, whenever they pleaſe, to take ſuch Parts and 
Proportions of their Property from them as they think proper, without their Conſent. 

In Confirmation of this Right, a legiſlative Authority, founded on this firſt and im- 
= portant Principle of Engliſb Liberty, ſo effential to the Happineſs of the Subject, was 
W carly eſtabliſhed in this Province, under the Approbation of the Crown. This Legiſla- 
& ture was veſted with full Power, not only to ſupport the internal Government of the 
Province, but of giving and granting to their Sovereign the neceſſary Aids, whenever 
required, for the general Security of his Majeſty's Dominions. To this Legiſlature Re- 
quiſitions have been always made for that Purpoſe ſince the Eſtabliſhment of the preſent 
Government, particularly in the Times of King William, Queen Anne, his late moft 
excellent Majeſty, and our preſent moſt gracious Sovereign, and with the utmoſt Chear- 
fulneſs and Liberality complied with ; a Part of which has been repeatedly reimburſed 
by the Britiſb Parliament. 

Under this Right, eſtabliſhed on the Principles of Eng/i/b Liberty, on the ſettled 
Form of their own Government, and the uninterrupted Uſage and Cuſtom fo often re- 
cognized and confirmed by the Sovereigns of the Mother State, and even by the Parlia- 
ment itſelf, the good People of this Province have ſettled, and eſteemed themſelves 
happy in the Enjoyment of that Security of Property, which they conceive to be moſt 
eſſential to Freedom, and without which their other Privileges can never be long ſup- 
ported or maintained, until the late Act of Parliament, impoſing -a Stamp-Duty on «i 
Colonies, which the late Honourable Houſe of Commons, united with . the other 
Branches of the Britiſh Legiſlature, has been pleaſed to repeal. 4 
That your Petitioners, after the Repeal of that Act, flattered themſelves that his Ma-

Letter from the Committee of Correſpondence to the Agents in London. 


1 Philadelphia, September 22, 1768. 

GENTLEMEN, 

N our Letter of the Twentieth of February laſt, we communicated the Directions 

of the Houſe, that you would unite with the Agents of the other Colonies in ſuch 
Meaſures as might be purſued with reſpect to the obtaining a Repeal of the Act of Par- 
liament impoſing Duties on Glaſs, Paper, Sc. in America. | 

The Aſſembly, in their preſent Sitting, reſuming the Conſideration of that Act, and 
continuing of Opinion, that it is extremely inconſiſtent with the Rights of the Freemen 


of the Province, have thought it a neceſſary Duty to petition the different Branches of 


the Britiſb Legiſlature for Redreſs. Thoſe Petitions are herewith tranſmitted, which 


you are deſired to lay before his Majeſty and the two Houſes of Parliament, to whom 


they are reſpectively directed. 


| You will perceive, on peruſing the Petitions, that the Reaſons, offered to induce a 
Repeal, are very much confined to the Right of the Colony in being exempted from 


Parliamentary Taxation ; little is ſaid on the Inexpediency of the Regulation adopted 


by the Act, leſt ſeeming to rely on the latter ſhould weaken the Arguments in Support 


of the former. However, the Houſe think it neceſſary to obſerve, that, were they con- 


vinced the Parliament had a conſtitutional Right to tax the Subject, which they never 
can have, in America, yet they conceive the Act under Conſideration is liable to ſeveral 
material Objections, founded on the Welfare of the Mother Country, as well as the 


Colonies. 


A little Attention to the natural Effects of the Act muſt ſhew its bad Poliey. The 
Colonies are prohibited, by divers Acts of Parliament, from importing Commodities of 
the Growth and Manufacture of Europe, ſave from Great- Britain, a few Articles ex- 
cepted. They have hitherto in a great Meaſure contented themſelves with ſupplying 
their Wants from their Mother Country, to the great Advantage of her Commerce. 
But ſhould the Act be continued, and with it the heavy Duties on the Commodities 
therein enumerated, it will naturally induce the Americans, either from the Principles 
of Neceſſity, Intereſt or Conveniency, to ſet up Manufacturies of thoſe Articles, and 
deſiſt from any further Importation from Britain. Hence a virtual, if not an actual, 
Repeal of the Statute will follow; and inſtead of leaving the Colonies to their natural 
and proper Buſineſs, the Improvement and Cultivation of their Lands, and of Courſe 


encreaſing the Demand for Britiſb Commodities among them, it will operate as a Boun 


to raiſe and manufacture them here, to the great Loſs of the Britiſh Merchant and Ma- 


nufacturer. 


Another Objection to this Statute, which is equally applicable to ſeveral others, laying 
Duties on Commodities for the Regulation of Trade, is, that they are all to be paid in 
Silver. This Reſtriction, in the Payment to one Species of Currency, has already laid 
the Importers under the greateſt Difficulties. The Balance of Trade, in Favour of 
Britain, has already drained the Colonies of that Article, inſomuch that the Merchants 
can now ſcarcely collect ſufficient to pay the Duties, and in a ſhort Time it will be im- 


poſſible

poſſible to pay them at all, as the Colonies have no Trade which can ſupply them with 
the Materials appointed in the Act for the Payment. A Stop to the Importation of 
thoſe enumerated Commodities muſt from thence follow, as no Perſon will chooſe to 
give Orders for Effects which he will not be permitted to land without paying Duties 
for them in Silver, when it is out of his Power to procure it. 

A third Objection ariſes from the Appropriation of the Monies to be levied by the 
Act. They are to be applied to the Payment of the neceſſary Charges of the Admi- 
niſtration of Juſtice, and to the Support of the Civil Government, in ſuch Colonies 
where it ſhall be judged neceſſary. This Regulation, the Houſe apprehends, may be 
attended with the moſt dangerous Conſequences. Should the Proprietaries of this Pro- 
vince continue to hold the Nomination and Appointment of the Governor, and his Sa- 
lary to be paid by the People, without their Conſent, be certainly fixed, he will be 
rendered altogether independant of them, and thereby that Check on his Conduct, which 
is neceſſary to the Support and Preſervation of their Rights, be entirely loſt. 

The Eſtabliſhment of Salaries, in the ſame Manner, on the Judges holding their 
Commiſſions during the Pleaſure of the Proprietaries, who are the univerſal Landlords, 
and muſt of Courſe have Controverſies in the Courts of Juſtice with the People, will be 
attended with Miſchiefs little, if any, inferior. In England, and by a late Act in [re- 
land, the Judges have independant Livings, but the Tenure of their Commiſſions is dure- 
ing good Behaviour, and they hold Eſtates for Life in their Offices. Thus they are 
freed from the Influence and Controul of Power, and under them the People have a 
rational Surety of impartial and upright Deciſions in all Caſes where either Liberty or 


Property is concerned. But ſhould the Judges of this Province, already dependant on 


the Will and Pleaſure of the executive Part of Government for their Commiſſions, be 
rendered altogether independant on the Legiſlative for their Salaries, whenever either 


= wecak or bad Men may be in Office, or the Proprietaries, or their Governors, ſhall think 
proper to interfere in judicial Determinations, the Liberties and Properties of the People 
W mult be in the moſt imminent Danger, if not totally deſtroyed. 


But the Act provides, that the Monies ſhall be applied to the Purpoſes before- men- 
tioned; in ſuch Colonies where it may be judged neceſſary. Should it be thought un- 
neceſſary to apply any Part of it to the Uſe of this Province, it muſt appear on the leaſt 
Reflection extremely unjuſt that the Duties levied on the People here, without their 
Conſent, ſhould be appropriated to the Uſes of the other Colonies, without our deriving 
the leaſt Benefit from the Application. | 

Should any Surplus happen after theſe Purpoſes are anſwered, the Reſidue of the 
Monies is to be expended in the general Defence of the Colonies ; but the Houſe cannot 
conceive that the Parliament can have a Right to tax ſo large a-Body of the King's Sub- 
jects without their Conſent ; and had they that Authority, they,apprehend the People of 
this Province have ever heretofore rendered the Exerciſe of it over them unneceſſary, by 
the Liberality of their Grants to the Crown, whenever required. 

Former Aſſemblies having received repeated Proofs of your warm and ſteady Regard 


7 for the juſt Rights and Privileges of this and the other American Colonies, the Houſe 


entertain the fulleſt Confidence that you will pay all due Attention to the important 
© Matters now committed to your Care, by exerting your utmoſt Influence and Abilities 
to obtain a Repeal of the before-mentioned Act, which they conceive to be equally pre- 
judicial to the true Intereſt of Great-Britain and her Colonies. GY OKs 
They alſo requeſt that you will not be unmindful of the ſeveral Matters heretofore re- 
commended to your particular Attention, with Reſpect to the Trade of the Colonies to 
Spain, Portugal, the Weſt-Indies, &c. and that you will omit no favourable Opportunity 
of obtaining Relief from the many injudicious Reſtrictions which have been laid on our 
Paper Currency, the Exportation of Iron, and other Branches of our Commerce, to the 
manifeſt Prejudice of both Countries ; for the Particulars whereof we refer you to our 
former Inſtructions.

deſtitute of a ſufficient Medium of Trade, were obliged in a great Degree to carry on 

their Buſineſs through the Difficult and perplexing Method of Commutation and Barter, 

under which Difficulties the Growth and Improvement of the Province were much im- 

peded; and the induſtrious Poor, in too great a Meaſure, left to the Mercy of thoſe 

few Perſons who ſtood poſſeſſed of the principal Part of the Gold and Silver in the Co- 

lony ; that, to remedy the Hardſhips and Inconveniences at that Time fo ſeverely 

felt by the People, the Legiſlature wiſely adopted the Plan of iſſuing from Time to Time a 

Paper-Currency, to ſubſerve the Purpoſes of Gold and Silver; and in order to eſtabliſh 

it on the moſt ſolid Foundation, the Bills were emitted by Way of Loan to the Inhabi- 

tants on real Security, amply ſufficient for calling them in, and made legal Tender in 

the Diſcharge of all Debts payable within the Colony. —— By this excellent Policy, 

the Neceſſities of the People, in their various Branches of Buſineſs, were in a great Mea- 

ſure relieved; Agriculture and Improvements of every Kind encreaſed; Commerce, 

which before remained in a languid State, ſoon revived, and in Proportion to the Quan- 

tities of Paper Money thus prudently iſſued, the Welfare and Intereſt of this City and 
Province hath been promoted beyond the moſt ſanguine Expectations of their warmeſt . 

Friends ; that in Proportion to the encreaſing Numbers of our Inhabitants, our De- 

mand for Briziþ Merchandize hath been enlarged ; and as the Articles raiſed and manu- 

factured in the Colony, exported to Great-Britain, are vaſtly ſhort of a ſufficient Value 

to pay for the Goods imported from thence, the People of this Province are greatly in- 

debted to the Mother Country, the Merchants having been obliged to remit to England, 

in Diſcharge of the Debts contracted there, whatever Gold and Silver they could by 

every circuitous Trade obtain, whereby, and from Time to Time the ſinking of our 

Paper Money, we are in a great Meaſure deprived of thoſe Articles ſo neceſſary for the 

Cultivation, Improvement and Trade of any Country ; that for ſome Years paſt this 

Province hath been without a Loan-Office, from whence a Medium of Commerce 

iſſued to the People, which from its Nature was not ſubject to be tranſmitted to the 

Mother Country in Diſcharge of our Debts, but from its Permanency among us, the 
Merchant, Farmer and Mechanic were always' able to obtain a proper Currency, by 

which they could conveniently fulfil their Engagements; but through the preſent general 

5 Scarcity of Caſh, a ſufficient Medium in Commerce is wanting. Experience there- 
"1 071008 tore daily evinces, that real as well as perſonal Eſtates, taken in Execution for the Sa- 
| | tisfaction of Debts, will not command near their intrinſic Value, from whence it often 
1 happens that the Creditor is not ſatisfied in his Demand, and the Debtor reduced to the 
| utmoſt Poverty, who with his Wife and Children, having nothing left with which 
. they can afliſt themſelves, become in many Inſtances Objects of Charity to be ſupported 
| | by the Public ; that the Petitioners are well aware of the Act of Parliament, which

A Petition from divers Perſons, formerly Members of the Reformed or Calviniſt Church, 
called St. George's Church, in the City of Philadelphia, was preſented to the Houſe and 
read, ſetting forth, that in the Year of our Lord One Thouſand Seven Hundred and 
Sixty Three, the Petitioners, with divers other Perſons, to promote the Service of

The Governor, by Mr. Secretary, ſent down a written Meſſage to the Houſe, with 
the Report of the Right Honourable the Lords Commiſſioners tor Trade and Planta- 
tions, concerning Indian Affairs, tranſmitted to his Honour by the Earl of Hiliſborougb, 
and the ſaid Meſſage, being read by Order, is as follows, vis. ; 


GENTLEMEN, 


: HAVE the Pleaſure to acquaint you that, at a General Congreſs held laſt Fall 
0 at Fort Stanwix by Sir William Johnſon, his Majeſty's Superintendant for Indian 
Affairs in the Northern Diſtrict, with the Indians of the Six Nations, and their 
Nephews, the Del/awares and Shawaneſe, a general Boundary Line was happily ſettled 
between the Indians and his Majeſty's middle Colonies ; and that a.Purchaſe was made, 
by the Proprietaries of this Province, of a large Tract of Country, lying within the 
general Boundary, and contained within the following Limits, v2. Beginning in the 
* faid Boundary Line, on the Eaſt Side of the Eaſt Branch of the River Suſquehanna, at 
* a Place called Owegy; and running with the ſaid Boundary Line down the ſaid Branch 
* on the Eaſt Side thereof, till it comes oppoſite to the Mouth of a Creek called by the

And as the unjuſt Settlements made on the Lands unpurchaſed of the Indians, and 
the Abuſes committed by the Traders, were the principal Cauſes of the Diſaffection 
of the Savages, it is his Majeſty's Royal Expectation, that a due Attention will be 
given by the Colonies to theſe important Objects; and that they will frame N 
and adequate Laws not only for preventing any Settlements being made on the Indian 
Lands beyond the general Boundary Line, but alſo for the Controul and Puniſhment 
of thoſe atrocious Frauds which have been practiſed by the Indian Traders. As the 
Grounds and Reaſons of his Majeſty's Reſolutions, upon theſe Subjects, are in ge- 
neral ſet forth in a Report of the Board of Trade, tranſmitted me by the Right Ho- 
nourable the Earl of Hillſborough, which 3 out what his Majeſty expects of the 
Colonies in theſe Matters, and explains what will be hereafter the Nature of the Of- 
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cretary, for your better Information, to lay that Report before you. Jam per- 
ſuaded, Gentlemen, I need not labour to convince you of the Reaſonableneſs of his 
Majeſty's Expectations, nor to ſhew how greatly both the Intereſt and Safety of the 
Colonies depend upon a cloſe Attention to the Objects recommended; nor can I 
doubt of your earneſtly ſetting about, and proſecuting, with all poſſible Diſpatch, a 
Work of ſo much Conſequence to the Colonies in general, and this Province in

tinually chaſed, and more killed, when the Fleſh and Skins are not of half Value, than 
in all the Seaſon of Hunting before, and if they continue to decreaſe as they have done 
ſince the Paſſing of that Law, in a few Years the Breed will, in all Probability, become 
extinct, except far back in the Woods; which may induce the White People to hunt 
on the Lands not yet purchaſed of the Indians, which is a Matter we ought, by al 
Means in our Power, timely to guard againtt ;

Land above One Hundred Acres, for the firſt Hundred Seven Shillings and Szx-pence, 
and for every Hundred Acres above, the Sum of Three Shillings: — And as it is alleged 
on the Part of thoſe employed in the Surveying Buſineſs, that the Sum preſcribed by 
the faid Law is not a ſufficient Recompence, and was deſigned only for Tracts lying 
Square and contained under four Lines, a natural Conſequence of this is, that the ſaid 
Law, not being eſteemed a proper Standard (though ſtill in Force, as the Petitioners 
apprehend) is fallen into Diſuſe, and every Surveyor acts in this Matter according to his 
own Pleaſure, inſomuch that the Surveying of a ſmall Tract of Land frequently amounts 
to Forty Shillings, and in ſome Parts conſiderably above that Sum, which the Petitioners 
are conſtrained to complain of as an heavy Grievance, and earneſtly pray for Redreſs :

E received a Letter from you dated the 18th of the Fourth Month, 1769, relating 
to the Taxes due from the Eſtates of Non-Reſidenters, requeſting us to ſend you 
a true State of thoſe Credits, given from Year to Year, and the Reaſons why the Monies 
have not been paid according to Law. This Method of giving our Treaſurers Credit 
for thoſe Taxes levied on certain Tracts of uncultivated Lands, was a Thing put in 
Practice the very firſt Year of the Provincial Tax, with what View we know not, except 
it was with an Expectation that thoſe People who held fuch Lands, would voluntaril 
come and diſcharge the Taxes ; but it hath ſtill, for the moſt Part, been neglected. 
Now when it became our Buſineſs to inſpect into the public Accounts, we found, in the 
Books of the former Commiſſioners, that thoſe Taxes remained unpaid, which gave us 
great Uneaſineſs, and how to proceed in order to recover the outſtanding Taxes we were, 
and are, at a Loſs, as the Accompts kept by the former Commiſſioners Clerk are ſo 
very irregular, that a great Part of them is rendered impracticable to collect; by Means 
of which Irregularity, and bad Conduct of the Clerk, we nor any other Perſons ſhall 
ever be able to collect all thoſe Monies. In the next Place, we are apprehenſive there 
have been ſeveral Tracts of Land taxed ſome Years paſt in our County, which were held 
by Claims only, and ſince have been located. Now thoſe People refuſe paying the 
Taxes. We have advertiſed in the beſt Manner we knew, fince which a conſiderable 
Number of Perſons hath come and diſcharged their Taxes, and we intend nothing ſhall 
be wanting on our Part, as far as in our Power, to collect the outſtanding Monies. 
The above is a true State of the Taxes which our Treaſurers have from Year to Year 
had Credit for.

SIR, | | New-York, March 24, 1769. 

I $ Majeſty having thought proper to take the Management of the Trade with the The General's 

H Indian Nations out of the Hands of his Superintendants of Indian Affairs, and to 1 
leave the Management thereof to the Provinces concerned in ſaid Trade, Sir William 
Fohnſon finds himſelf under the Neceſſity of diſcharging immediately the Commiſſaries, 
Interpreters and Smiths appointed by him in the Poſts and Forts in the interior Country. 
I take the Liberty to acquaint you of this Event, and hope you will be able, without 
Delay, to appoint Officers to ſucceed thoſe diſmiſſed by Sir Willam Fohnſon, that the 
Trade may not ſuffer through the Want of proper Perſons to ſuperintend it. Sir Wil- 
liam Johnſon can give the beſt Advice concerning the Inſtructions that ſhould be given 
to ſaid Officers, as well as concerning the Laws and Regulations neceſſary to be made 
for the better carrying on the Trade. I am only to defire to be informed, when you 
ſhall have ſettled thoſe Points, in what Shape I can be of Uſe, that I may ſend Orders 
accordingly to the Commanders of the ſeveral Poſts and Forts in the Indian Country, to 
co-operate with your Officers, and give them Aſſiſtance in the Execution of their In- 
ſtructions, whenever their Aid ſhall be required. 

If the Provinces will appoint Officers to ſuperintend the Trade in ſuch Parts of the 
Indian Country where they appear, from their Situations, to enjoy the chief Benefit of 
the Trade, Pennsylvania will appoint at Fort Pitt and the Hlinois; New-York at Niagara 
and the Detroit; and Quebec at Miſilimatanaꝶ; though the Province of Quebec would 
have only one Poſt to ſuperintend, yet the very great Concourſe of Indians every Vear at 
Miſilimalanab, will make it much more expenſive than any of the reſt. I have the Ho-

H I'S Majeſty having thought proper to take the Management of the Trade with the 

Indian Nations out of the Hands of his Superintendants of Indian Affairs, and to 
leave the Management thereof to the Provinces concerned in the ſaid Trade, Sir William 
Johnſon finds himſelf under the Neceſſity of diſcharging immediately the Commiſſaries, 
Interpreters and Smiths appointed by him at the Poſts and Forts in the interior Country, 
I take the Liberty to acquaint you of this Event, and hope you will be able without 
Delay to appoint Officers to ſucceed thoſe diſmiſſed by Sir William Jobnſon, that the 
Trade may not ſuffer through the Want of proper Perſons to ſuperintend it. Sir Wil- 
liam Fobnſon can give the beſt Advice concerning the Inſtructions that ſhould be given 
to ſaid Officers, as well as concerning the Laws and Regulations neceſſary to be made 
for the better carrying on the Trade. I am only to defire to be informed, when you 
have ſettled thoſe Points, in what Shape I can be of Uſe, that I may ſend Orders ac- 
cordingly to the Commanders of the ſeveral Poſts and Forts in the Indian Country, to 
co-opexate with your Officers, and give them Aſſiſtance in the Execution of their In- 
ſtructions whenever their Aid ſhall be required. 

If the Provinces will appoint Officers to ſuperintend the Trade in ſuch Parts of the 
Indian Country where they appear, from their Situations, to enjoy the chief Benefit of 
the Trade, Pennhylvania will appoint at Fort Pitt and the Illinois; New-York at Niagara 
and the Detroit; and Quebec at Myfflimakinak ; — though the Province of Quebec would 
have only one Poſt to ſuperintend, yet the very great Concourſe of Indians every Year at |

not materially affe& the Riſe of Leather here; but the Pretence of a Scarcity is mere 
Miſrepreſentation, for there is at this Time ſeveral Thouſand Pounds worth in and near 
this City dry, ready for Sale ; and ſurely the Petitioners do not ſeriouſly intend that the 
few manufactured Exportations this Province is capable of furniſhing, ſhould be pro- 
hibited, and the Balance of Trade, eſpecially in this Article, already ſo much againſt 
us, be thereby augmented, contrary to the univerſal Policy of all Nations: And as 
to raw Skins exported to Great-Britain, the Remonſtrants apprehend, that the high 
Price given here, will effectually prevent the Continuance of that Trade ;—if it ſhould 
not, the whole Province muſt feel the ill Effects thereof ;—that the Non-Importation 
of Spaniſh Hides and European Shoes of late, are the principal Cauſes of the greater.Ne- 
mand for Leather at preſent than heretofore ;—that the Remonſtrants hope to remove 
the former by the Encouragement they now give, and ſuppoſe the Petitioners do not de- 
fire a Removal of the latter, which muſt tend to the Ruin of their Trade, and reducing 
tl:emſelves to Poverty; that the Mal- practice of the Butchers in cutting the Hides, &. 
is a Grievance to the Remonſtrants in particular, and the Province in general, but 2 
they expect that the preſent Scarcity of Hides will naturally produce the contrary Ex- 
treme, they ſhall then be able to remove it in a great Meaſure; and unleſs that ſhould 
happen, they fear all Laws will prove ineffectual; - that however odious the Terms of 
foreſtalling, engroſſing, Fc. may be, yet it is certain that Wholeſale Buyers in many 
Caſes are abſolutely neceſſary ; for the Tanners, who live remote from this City are ne- 
ceſſitated to return to their Families, and, if poſſible, to carry back Caſh or Goods along 
with them in Return for the Commodities they bring, neither can Merchants and Cap- 
tains of Veſſels wait to retail their Goods, and ſhould any Diſcouragement or Reſtraint 
be laid on the Importations from Carolina, this Province would probably loſe them, 3 
it has already the raw Hides from Spaniſh America, which would extremely enhance 
the Scarcity of Leather ;—that the Remonſtrants beg Leave to obſerve, with reſpect to 
the Appointment of Inſpectors to ſeal or ſtamp Leather, that ſuch Officers can nevet 
be neceſſary where the Buyers ſee and examine the Commodities they buy, and are Judges 
of their own Buſineſs: - Can the Cordwainers be ſo diffident of their own Abilities 4 
to want to be informed, by a Stamp, of the Goodneſs of the Leather they daily handle

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and cut ?—And what ſhall be done with condemned Leather ? Do they propoſe to 1770. 
encreaſe the Quantity of a Commodity by burning Part of it? —If condemned Leather wv 
is to be burnt, the Loſs to the Farmer and Poor of this Province, who frequently have 7-**5 22: 
Murrain Hides, muſt be very great, but if it is only left unſtamped, it will be of no 
Manner of Uſe, fince a Cordwainer may ſtill buy bad Leather and impoſe it on the Pub- 
lic for good ;—that the Remonſtrants readily grant, if the Fault was only, or chiefly, 
in the Tanning, ſome Means to prevent good Hides being ſpoiled, might be uſeful ; 
but the Caſe is quite otherwiſe, —the Fault, if any, is in the Hides, and all the Tanning 
in the World can never make good Leather of a bad Hide; yet this thin or ordinary 
Leather is uſeſul in many Caſes, and the Public is never impoſed on, but when weak 
Leather is uſed where ſtrong is requiſite ; if therefore any Inſpectors were neceſſary to 
prevent Impoſitions on the Public, an Inſpector on Shoes ſeems more likely to be uleful, 
for as the Manufacture is then finiſhed, the Officer would have an Opportunity of in- 
ſpecting both the Workmanſhip and Materials together, without which all Appointments 
muſt be totally abortive. To conclude, when it is conſidered how great an Obſtruction 
ſupernumerary Officers are to the Trade of thoſe Countries where they unhappily pre- 
vail, what Tyranny they exerciſe over the Subject, —what Waitings and Delays they 
occaſion in Buſineſs, and that their Salary muſt ariſe from the Commodity they inſpect, 
and its Price to the Public be thereby ultimately enhanced, the Remonſtrants ee ed 
the Honourable Houſe will be very careful of putting it into the Power of any In- 
dividuals to tyrannize over their Fellow- Subjects.

ſtration that between the Tannerg and Monopolizers they create a Famine in Plenty. — 
The Cordwainers mentioned Exportations as one Cauſe of the Badneſs of Leather, with- 
out any Deſire of a Prohibition that the Tanners, in order to continue their uncon- 
trouled Power, chuſe that the Butchers ſhould not be regulated by Law, but very oſſi- 
ciouſly propoſe to do it themſelves ; the Reaſons are very obvious, for the more Offal, 
Shanks, Faces, &c. the more the Skin will weigh, and as their Rule for Selling is to 
double their firſt Coſt, ſo the greater the Weight the larger their Profit. That the 
Remonſtrants ſpeak very favourably of the Engroſſers, intimating as though the latter 
bought only of the Country Tanners who live at a great Diſtance ; but it is quite other- 
wiſe, for the Cordwainers believe they buy far more of ſome of the Tanners living in 
and near this City, they have frequently bought whole Vats of Sole-Leather, and that 
ſometimes before taken up, and alſo large Quantities of Neat's Leather and CalfSkins ;— 
ſo intent indeed are they upon Engrofling, that they have offered an advanced Price for 
Leather, when they, at the ſame Time, were informed it was ſold to ſome of the Cord- 
wainers, by which Practice the Price of Leather has been raiſed ; it is alſo a Practice 
with them to keep their Leather in damp Places for Sale. That Monopolizers ſhould 
be any more neceflary now, than formerly, the Cordwainers cannot conceive or that 
to diſcourage them ſhould in any wiſe affect the Carolina Trade; for that Trade was 
more conſiderable ſome Years ago, before Monopolizers were in that Branch of Buſineſs ; 
and was that Trade to be loſt, can any Bodo think the Tanners would grieve ; the 
Cordwainers are not diffident of their Abilities reſpecting Leather, neither do they want 
to be informed of its Goodneſs by a Stamp ; though they are very ſenſible that it is fre- 
quently badly manufactured, yet they are neceſſitated to buy it, bad as it is, or at Times 
ſuffer their Hands to ſtand idle, which, induced them to petition for Redreſs. That 
the Cordwainers did not ſay any Thing about © burning of Leather, neither do they 
think it needful, as Leather is made uſe of for various Purpoſes ; what they want is 
= that the Tanners and Curriers may do their Duty. — The Cordwainers obſerve, the Re- 
= monſtrants grant, that were the“ Fault only in Tanning, ſome Means might be uſeful,” 
but they ſay it is quite otherwiſe, © the Fault, if any, is in the Hides; ” but the

*T HAVE ordered the Secretary to lay before you a Conference I had on the Sixth A Meſſage

* informing me, that they have a great deal to ſay to me, and requeſting that I would Aagembly. 


I Inſtant with ſome Munſey Indians, charged with a Meſſage from the Six Nations, 


hold a Treaty with them ſome Time next Spring. I have not been able to collect 
* what particular Buſineſs they have to tranſact with us. Should it relate to Matters 


* which concern this Province only, and are not merely Objects of Negociations between 
* His Majeſty and them, which by the late Royal Regulations fall within the Depart- 
ment of the Superintendants of Indian Affairs, Juſtice and good Policy, in my 


Opinion, require that we ſhould comply with their Requeſt. In an Affair of ſuch Im- 
pbportance, and which in its Conſequences may be attended with a conſiderable Expence 
WT © to the Public, I ſhould be glad, Gentlemen, of your Advice and Aſſiſtance, and ſhall 
* detain the Indians till I receive your Anſwer, which I requeſt may be as ſoon as poſſible. 

* During my Adminiſtration I have often been put to great Difficulties, for Want 
of Money to defray the Expences of ſuch Indians, as have applied to me from Time to 
Time in the Receſs of Aſſembly, and have ſome times been under the Neceſſity of de- 


* taining them longer than I otherwiſe ſhould have done on that Account, which has 
greatly enhanced the Public Expence. I think it would be to the Honour as well as 


We Tntereſt of the Government, that a permanent Fund ſhould be eſtabliſhed for this 
* Purpoſe : I therefore earneſtly recommend this Matter to your Conſideration, and hope 


* you will make ſuch Proviſion, as you judge may be adequate to the Occaſion, without 
« Loſs of Time.

With regard to your Honour's Recommendation that the Houſe would provide a Fund 
to defray the occaſional Expences of Indians coming to this City during the Receſs of 
Aſſembly, we are of Opinion, that the eſtabliſhing ſuch a Fund may be attended with 
Inconveniences, as thereby Numbers of Indians might be encouraged to pay frequent 
and unneceſſary Viſits to Philadelphia, to the great Expence of the Province; and we 
look upon ſuch an Eſtabliſhment the more unneceſſary, as former Houſes of Aſſembly have 
always chearfully diſcharged ſuch Expences as have accrued upon like Occaſion ; and 
we preſume your Honour may confide in it, that this and future Aſſemblies will readily 
defray any reaſonable Charges that may be required for ſuch Purpoſes.

Earas of 6 Talk Þ with the ſeveral Nations of Indians, 


W E are not defirous of making War but when the ſame appears neceſſary ;—but, 
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Brother, whilſt we expreſs ourſelves ſo diſpoſed, we cannot help reflecting on the 


Treatment we continue ſtill to receive, particularly on the Southern Frontiers, where 
our People are frequently robbed and murdered, and no Reparation made for all this. 
If we inclined to be filent at ſuch Conduct, our young Men would force us to ſpeak, 
and that warmly ; they would ſoon be for Revenge, as the Provocation we have received 
is too great to be longer borne with. Brother, we requeſt that the great King will 
give Orders to his Governors and great Men concerning theſe Matters, aſſuring you, 
that we are diſpoſed to abide by our Engagements, and reſtrain our young People, but 
that we cannot pretend to do it, unleſs a ſpeedy End be put to the Behaviour of the 
People who have ſo repeatedly attacked us.

Brother, At the Treaty at Fort Stanwix, you then told us, as you had done before,

Extract of a Letter from Sir William Johnſon to the Earl of Hillſborough, dated 
| Johnſon-Hall, Auguſt the 14th, 1770. 


HE reſt of the Proceedings, which conſiſted in the Ratification of the Treaty at Fort 


Stanwtx, and the Subject of Grievances, will require my ſaying ſome little upon. — 


As to the firſt, your Lordſhip will obſerve ſufficiently from the public Conferences, the 
Satisfaction expreſſed by the Indians at the Whole of that Treaty, with the Reſolution 
they have taken to render it permanent and acceptable to all their Dependants. 
The latter are only the principal Grievances, which were ſpoken of in public, —beſides 
which there were many others of an inferior Nature not inſerted, as they would have 
added much to the Bulk of my Tranſactions, and might be deemed unworthy the At- 
tention of Government ; they nevertheleſs gave me much Trouble, and occaſioned great 
Delay, which was of moſt concern to me, as the daily Maintenance of ſuch a Number 
of Indians amounted to a large Sum; to abridge which I gave them my whole Time 
both by Day and by Night, and thereby conſiderably ſhortened the Time of our Sitting.

Indian Trade; the firſt, as I have repeatedly obſerved, is what they have but too much 
Reaſon to complain of, which they have retaliated in a very few Inſtances; though 1 
know the contrary is too often repreſented. I have on former Occaſions ſaid ſo much 
of the licentious Spirit of the Inhabitants on the Southern Frontiers, that I need only 
add, that it ſtill continues, and their Malevolence and Diſregard to all Treaties are ſtill 
demonſtrated whenever they fall in the Way of any ſmall Parties or ſingle Indians ;— 
even ſince I began this Letter, I have received Diſpatches from Mr. Croghan, my Deputy 
now at Fort Pitt, acquainting me that a Soldier had ſhot an Indian there, and that 
another was killed by a Virginian two Days after near Chate River; the Continuance 
of which Proceedings will render all Tranſactions with them abortive. 


As to the Affairs of Trade, I wiſh I could ſay they had no Cauſe of Complaint, but the 


contrary has been too often manifeſted of late. Commiſſioners have been appointed to 
meet from ſome of the Colonies, but it is not expected that any Expence will be in- 
curred adequate to the Service; in which Caſe it is much better to do nothing, and 
that it is thought will be the Conſequence of their Meeting. Another Circumſtance

verely enforced, that we are inclined to believe, it will be impoſſible for us, without 
& the Concurrence of the other Colonies in ſome general Plan, to purſue any Mode that 
will prove effectual on this Head. | | 

Numbers of very profligate Perſons from ſeveral Provinces go amongſt the Indians to 
trade, and as they traffick through the whole Country without Reſtraint, and may elude 
the Laws of the Government to which they belong, by retiring into another, Difficulties 
ariſe in detecting and convicting Offenders, that, we apprehend, cannot be removed, 
but by the Method propoſed in your Honour's Meſſage to the late Houſe of Aſſembly, 
recommending to them to frame a Bill for appointing Commiſſioners to meet with other 
Commiſſioners from the neighbouring Colonies, to form and agree upon a general Plan 
for the Regulation of the Indian Trade, with which they complied; but as a Meeting 
of thoſe Commiſſioners has not hitherto been had, the defired Effect hath not yet been 
attained, 

As to the © Violences“ in general complained of by the Indians in the Congreſs at 
the German Flats, we beg Leave to obſerve, that this Province hath ever been careful 
to remove every Cauſe of Indian Complaints.—lIn the Eighth Year of the preſent Reign, 
this Province granted by Law Three Thouſand Pounds, © for defraying the Expence of 
*« Preſents of Condolence, and ſuch other Gifts as ſhould, be neceſſary to remove the 
Diſcontents of the Indians. Much the greater Part of this Sum was remitted to Sir 
William Fobnſon and his Deputy George Croghan, Eſq; and the Whole expended for 
thoſe Purpoſes. The Indians, on theſe Preſents being made, expreſſed themſelves to be 
entirely ſatisfied for all the Injuries they had received from the People of Pennſytovania.— 
The Laws now ſubſiſting have fully provided for the Puniſhment of thoſe who ſhall 
hereafter offer any Outrages within the Limits of this Province. 

With Reſpect to the laſt Subject of the Complaints made by the Indians, concerning 


Eneroachments of the Frontier-Inhabitants” on their Lands, we beg Leave to remind 
Vor. VI. 3 * your 
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1771. - your Honour, that the Year before the laſt an Act of General Aſſembly was paſſed, in. 
poſing heavy Penalties on Perſons who ſhould preſume to ſettle, make Surveys, or cut 
down Trees on any Lands within the Boundaries of this Province not purchaſed of the 
Indians; Proviſion having been made in the Reign of the late King to prevent any Per. 
ſons even from Hunting on ſuch Lands. Motives of © Duty, Juſtice and Policy” will 
ever induce us to take all proper Means for redreſſing the Grievances of Indians, and 
eſtabliſhing an Intercourſe with them on Terms that may produce a permanent and 
mutually beneficial Harmony. 

If your Honour can point out any Meaſures likely to anſwer this good End, that haye 
not occurred to us, we ſhall chearfully and immediately unite with you to carry them

« ladelphia (while he himſelf retired to Reſt, being much indiſpoſed) is not altogether 
free from Suſpicion. 5 

The Secretary will lay before you a Letter I received from Mr. Samuel Johnſon, to 
« which, and the Information of the York Members, I refer you for a more particular 
Account of this Affair. | 1 

J am alſo to acquaint you, that the ſame Lazarus Stewart, far from being awed by 
the Proceedings of Government againſt him, has, fince his Eſcape, put himſelf at the 
Head of a Number of People of his Neighbourhood, of the fame lawleſs Diſpoſition 
« with himſelf, and, with an armed Force, has taken Poſſeſſion of the Lands at Vyoming, 
turning off from thence the People in Poſſeſſion, and treating them in the moſt in- 


human and barbarous Manner. Complaint having been made (ſupported by Afﬀidavit) 


to one of the Supreme Judges, of this violent Proceeding, he iſſued his Warrant, di- 
© rected to all Sheriffs and Officers of Juſtice, to apprehend the ſaid Stewart and ſome

hard, and that in this, as in all other Commodities, it would be more equitable for the 
Buyer and Seller to ſettle the Allowance for ſuch Damage between themſelves, more 
eſpecially as it is the Intereſt and Reputation of the Tanners to guard againſt ſuch Ac- 
cidents, and it is the Cuſtom of the Trade to make Abatements in ſuch Caſes. © 
Fifthly, The Reſtraint laid upon Farmers and Shopkeepers, Retailers of Leather, 
(under the Name of Engroſſers) of Selling only at public Market, would, the Petitioners 
apprehend, amount to a total Prohibition, as few or none of them would ſell in that 
Manner ; and though it is of Conſequence, and will in ſome reſpect affect ſome of the 
Petitioners, they think it would prove a great Grievance to the poor Shoemakers in the 
Country, and Farmers, who, not being ſupplied as formerly, muſt ride a great Diſtance 


to the City, —nor would they buy it cheaper, as the additional Trouble of ſelling in 
mall Quantities would keep up his Price.

We muſt inform you, Gentlemen, that upon the firſt Intimation of theſe laſt Vio. 
lences, the Government took every Step in their Power, at a very great Expence, t, 
raiſe a ſufficient Poſſe to enforce the Execution of the Riot-Act againſt the Intruder, 
and to apprehend the Offenders ; and that ſeveral of the Magiſtrates of Northamptm 
County were on their Way to Wyoming with a Poſſe, when they received Intelligence 
of the Surrender of the Block-houſe : And upon being well apprized of the Inſufficieng 
of that Force, and that it would require a much greater one to apprehend and bring the 
Rioters to Juſtice, we ordered the Poſſe to be diſcharged, and determined to lay the 
Caſe before you at your preſent Meeting. - 

Your own Underſtandings, Gentlemen, will point out to you the fatal Conſequence 
of ſuffering theſe lawleſs People to remain long in the Poſſeſſions they have thus obtained 
as it were by open War. — They will probably ſoon become more formidable by aſſociat. 
ing to themſelves Numbers of profligate People from this and the other Provinces of 
Courle they may extend their Poſſeſſions by Force as far as they pleaſe, take upon them. 
ſelves in a little Time to give Laws to Government itſelf, and in the End bring on 
us all the Evils which have lately been experienced by a neighbouring Colony to the 
Southward. 

When you come, Gentlemen, ſeriouſly to conſider theſe mportant Matters, and that 
the applying a Remedy to the Evil would, at a future Time, call for a more conſiderable 
Force, and a much heavier Expence than at preſent, we cannot doubt but you will re 
dily give us all the Aſſiſtance in your Power ſpeedily to ſuppreſs theſe Diſorders, and 
bring to condign Puniſhment a Set of People, who have, in the moſt daring Manner,

PHILADELPHIA, to wit, 


A SHER Clayton, of the City of Philadelphia, Gentleman, being duly. ſworn m 
the holy Evangeliſts of Almighty Go p, depoſeth and ſaith, That on the Sixth 
Day of July laſt, being at Yyoming, in the County of Northampton, in this Province, 
improving his Farm there, he received Information, that a Number of armed Men, 
commanded by Lazarus Stewart, and Zebulon Butler, commonly called Captain Butler, 
were approaching that Place, in order, as they gave out, to diſpoſſeſs the People who 
had ſettled there under the Proprietaries of this Province, and ſeize on their Lands 
upon Pretence of Claim from the Colony of Connecticut; and thereupon he and the 
other Inhabitants, with their Families, making in all Eighty-two, Men, Women and 
Children, retired into a Block-houſe for their Security and Protection, taking with 
them the principal Part of their Effects; and this Deponent ſent out two Men ta, gait 
Intelligence ; that about One o'Clock next Morning one of them returned and reported, 
that his Companion, James Bertrong, was taken Priſoner by a Party of Men at Lachn- 
wanach ; and about Eleven o'Clock the fame Day, Bertrong returned and informed of 
his having been made Priſoner the preceding Night by a Party of fifty or fixty Men, 
under the Command of Stewart and Butler, who told him they were come by Authority 
of the Government of Connecticut, to take Poſſeſſion of that Country, and were deter- 
mined to do it, or periſh in the Attempt; and that while he was with them they took 
Poſſeſſion of a Houſe at the Mouth of Mill- Cree, and a Mill on the ſaid Creek; and 
Bertrong further informed, that by perſuading them he had no Concern in the Lands, 
he obtained his Liberty, and was charged with a Meſſage from Butler to this Deponent, 
deſiring a Conference at any Place he would appoint ; that this Deponent, in Con- 
ſequence of an Appointment made, met Butler the next Day, at about Half a Mile's 
Diſtance from the Block-houſe, in the Preſence of Eze#tel Pierce, who accompanied 
Butler, and David Mead, who went with the Deponent; that Butler told the Deponent, 
that all the Lands there belonged to the Colony of Connecticut; that they came under 
the Authority and Protection of that Government to take Poſſeſſion of them, and were

of them got in, the reſt being driven back, with the Loſs of four Horſes with ther 
Loading, having had one of their Men, named G/bert Ogden, dangerouſly wounded hy 
a Shot trom the Block-houſe, as this Deponent believes, and two others ſlightly hurt, 
that the Deponent and his Party continued in the Block-houſe with Aſber Clayton and 
the Inhabitants until the Fifteenth of Auguſt inſtant, during all which Time, except oy 
Sunday the Twelfth, the Party ſurrounding the Fort, who had entrenched themſelye, 
and were commanded by Lazarus Stewart and Zebulon Butler, kept a conſtant Firin 
with Ball at the Block-houſe, by which 1/azc Dalſton was wounded, and William Rigg.

The Papers have been laid before the Deputy Quarter Maſter General, to whoſe De- 
partment the Contents properly belong, and I tranſmit you his Report to me thereupon. 
It became neceſſary likewiſe to ſend Copies of them, with a Copy of the Remonſtrance 
of the Aſſembly to their late Governor, to Lieutenant Colonel Wilkins, and I incloſe 
you a Copy of his Letter to me in Anſwer thereto, with Copies of Orders given by him 
relative to the Carriages, and of the Certificates of the Officers who commanded the ſe- 
veral Companies, two excepted, who are ſince dead, of the Sums they reſpectively paid 
to the Waggoners. 
If the Waggoners have received the Sum directed to be paid them by Act of Par- 


liament, viz. Fourteen-pence Sterling per Mile for a Waggon that carries Twenty-four .| 


Hundred Weight, for as many Miles as they marched with the Troops, it is as much 
as they were entitled to receive. It appears from the Deputy Quarter Maſter's General 
Report and other Papers, that the Paymaſter of the Regiment has received the Amount 
thereof, and from the Officers Certificates that the ſame was paid to the Waggoners,

The Committee of Aggrievances, to whom the Complaints of Elijab Davis and Conrad 


Clime againſt Charles Folly, Eſq; were referred for Examination, preſented to the Chair a 
Report thereon in Writing, which was read by Order, and follows in theſe Words, vis. 


N Obedience to the Order of the Houſe; the Committee of Grievances beg Leave to 

report, that they have enquired into the Complaints of Elijab Davis and Conrad Clime 
againſt Charles Jolly, Eſq; one of the Juſtices of the Peace for the County of Philadelphia; 
and, upon hearing both Parties, find that F/yjah Davis, on returning home from the City 
of Philadelphia on the Second of October, 1769, in the public Road, near the Falls of 
Schuy{Rill, found a Man's Cloth Surtout Coat, and a Day or two after gave public Notice 
of his having fo found it, by putting up Advertiſements at different Places; that about 
two Months after a certain William Lawrence called at ſaid Davis's Houſe and claimed 
the ſaid Coat, but Davis being from home, the Coat was not delivered to the ſaid Law- 
rence ;—that on the Sixth Day of December following a Summons was ifſued againſt 
Eljah Davis by Charles Folly aforeſaid, to appear before him to anſwer to William Laws- 
rence, to render Reaſon why he detained the ſaid Lawrence's Coat unlawfully, agreeable 
to which Davis appeared before Juſtice Jolly, who did not determine, or give any Judge- 
ment in the Matter ;—that two Days after, on the Eighth of December, another Sum- 
mons was iſſued by the ſaid Jolly againſt Davis, to anſwer William Lawrence a Debt 
under Forty Shillings, to which Summons ſaid Davis appeared, when Juſtice Jolly, after 
hearing the Parties, was of Opinion the Plaintiff had no Cauſe of Action ; yet, never- 
theleſs, on the Twenty-fixth Day of July, 1770, an Execution was iſſued by the ſaid 
Jolly, ſetting forth, that William Lawrence had obtained Judgment before him againſt

low and above them, and the Connecticut Intruders, with ſome PennſyFoanians that have 
joined them, are come too near their Town ;—that all the ſavage Indians of the North, 


who travel into this and the neighbouring Provinces go by the Way of Wyalu/ing, and 


any Outrages they may commit are laid to the Charge of the Indians at Wyaluſing ;—that 


theſe Conſiderations have induced them to leave their valuable Improvements, which 
they made before the new Purchaſe on Lands aſſigned them by te great Council of 
Onandago, and to move in the Month of May next, Weſtward to the other Side of the 
0% —that as ſoon as this Reſolution was taken, the Indians in September, 1771, by 
one. of their Miſſionaries, Mr. David Zeiſberger, informed the Honourable James Ha- 
miton, Eſq; then Preſident of the Council of this Province, of their Intentions, andat 


the ſame Time mentioned, that theſe Indians deſigned to apply to Government for ſome 


Compenſation for their Improvements, or that the Government might purchaſe the ſame, 
which they might have ſold to private Perſons, had they had any Grant or Licence from 
the Proprietaries, or even ſo much as Thouſands have had from them at the Price of 
Seven Shillings;—that Mr. Hamilton was pleaſed to ſay, that the new Governor was 
* ſoon expected, and it would be a proper Time when his Honour arrived, if the Aſ- 
* ſembly was fitting, for the Myaluſing Indians to preſent their Requeſt ;—that the Oc- 
tober Seſſion was too ſhort to call the Indians down to Philadelphia, and ſince the Meet- 
ing of the Houſe in January the Communication with J/yalufing has been entirely cut 
off by the deep Snow that is on the other Side of the Mountain, but as ſoon as the 
Roads are paſſable it is expected a Deputation of Indians will attend the Governor with 
a Petition that the Memorialiſt heartily wiſhes Succeſs to their Application, and that

1 MEMoRIALIsT humbly begs Leave to inform this Honourable Houſe, That 
the Chriſtian Indians ſettled at Wyoluſing and Sheſhequa, on Suſquehanna, about Two 
Hundred and Fifty in Number, intended to ſend down to Philadelphia in the Month of 
January laſt ſome Deputies, to preſent their humble Petitions to the Governor and Af- 
ſembly of this Province for two different Purpoſes, but the Roads on the other Side of 
the Mountain, on account of the deep Snow and overflowing of the Waters, have hi- 
therto been impaſſable, and it is ſuppoſed their Deputies will arrive when the Houſe 
ſhall have adjourned. —Your Memorialiſt has informed his Honour the Governor of the 
Subſtance of the Application they would make to him ;—but to this Honourable Houſe 
the faid Indians intended to petition for a ſmall Preſent towards their Journey from M. 
oluſing and Sheſhecununk to Muſtingham River and Beaver Creek, on the other Side of the 
Ohio, to which they will go in the Month of May next:—This is the third of their 
Emigrations within Fifteen Years; the Reaſon of the two firſt will ever be remembered 
in the Annals of Pennſylvania, the Reaſon of the third comes from the own Apprehen- 


ſions of the Indians; and ſince the Proprietaries have purchaſed the Lands of Myoliſing, 


on which they have made their valuable Improvements, the white People ſettling above 
and below them, the Connecticut Claimants, with the Outcaſts of this and other Pro- 
dinces, who oppoſe the Government, ſwarming in the Neighbourhood, and all the Sa- 
vages of the North travelling by the Way of their Settlement] they think it is high Time 
for them to retire into an Indian Country; for, notwithſtanding their fincere and un- 
ſhaken Attachment to his Majeſty's Government of this Province, as they know they 
are not expert at ſalving Appearances, they cannot but be afraid that their Innocence and 
Complexion will ſtand little Chance againſt the Suſpicions, Inſinuations and Charges 
that are or may be conceived, made and laid againſt them from the indifferent Neigh- 
bourhood in which they live. —They are the ſame Indians and their Children that were 
protected and maintained at the Province land and the Barracks, (of which they retain 
a grateful Remembrance) with a few more that from a Conviction of the Goſpel have 
acceded to them.—Your Memorialiſt has no Orders or Inſtructions to preſent ſuch like 
Petition on Behalf of the ſaid Indians, —but as he knows for certain that the Communi- 
cation between Myoluſing and Philadelphia has been entirely cut off theſe two Months, 
he begs Leave to intercede and pray, that your Honourable Houſe would be pleaſed to 
make an Order, that when the Deputies of the ſaid Indians ſhall arrive during the Ad- 
journment of the Houſe, they might meet with ſome Comfort provided for them, &c.

The Houſe finding themſelves under a Neceſſity, from the Change which the Province 
has undergone by its late extenſive Settlements, to deviate from the Plan of former Loan- 
Office Bills, and defirous that the one under Conſideration ſhould meet with the Go- 
yernor's Aſſent, ſpent much Time in digeſting its Form, and adapting the ſeveral Parts 
to the preſent local Circumſtances of the People and their Eſtates, adhering as much as 
reaſonably might be to the Plans of former Laws. In doing this they thought, and ill

Under this Opinion they cannot but wiſh that the Governor had put in Practice his 
firſt Intention of communicating his Objections to the Houſe by way of Amendment, 
or, at leaſt, by generally pointing out in his Meſſage thoſe Principles of the Bill which 
he conceived to be improper for his Aſſent. Either of thoſe Modes would have enabled 
the Houſe to conſider the Objections which ſubſiſt with the Governor, to have given 
them their due Weight, and, on a Concurrence of Sentiments with him, to have either 
adopted his Amendments, or framed a new Bill more ſuitable to anſwer the good Pur- 

oſes intended. | | 

But the Governor, we hope, will eaſily perceive the Difficulty he lays us under, when 
he aſſures us, that he ſhall have no Objection to the paſſing a Bill for the ſame Pur- 
« poſes, provided the Plan of it be more ſimilar to former Laws of this Kind,” with- 
out particularly pointing out his Objections, or informing us in what Parts he would 
wiſh it to be more ſimilar,” and thereby leaving it an Impoſſibility for us to diſcover 
the Reaſons of his Diſſent.

Now we apprehend it both reaſonable and juſt, that ſuch Per- 
ſons, who will be ſo diſhoneſt as to defraud the Government of thoſe Revenues, which 
are neceſfary to its Support, and conſequently to their own Safety and Protection, can 
merit but little Favour, and deſervedly ought to incur'a Forfeiture of the Goods. And 
when we conſidered, that the Duty is not to ariſe on the Importation, but on the Draught 
for Conſumption, and hence that any Perſon importing may ſutter his'Liquors to remain 
by him for Years in his Vault or Cellar,' and of Courſe'not enter, but conceal them 
during the Time of Drawing, we knew of no Mode ſo proper to detect and prevent 
Frauds as to veſt the Officer with a Power, on good Cauſe of Suſpicion, to fearch for 
the Liquors ſo drawn contrary to the Intent of the Act. In this we did not proceed 
without Precedents ſet before us, both by the Britiſb Parliament and preceding Aſſem- 
blies. In ſeveral Statutes for preventing Frauds in collecting the Revenue in Great- 
Britain, we find the like and more ſevere Proviſions and Penalties. —By the Act of Af- 
ſembly paſſed in the 31ſt of his late Majeſty, the Officer held the like Power, without 
any Oath made, or Warrant iſſued; and the Exciſe-Law now in Force, and extended 
by the Bill before your Honour, there have been for many Years, and {till are, ſeverer 
Penalties and Reſtrictions laid on Retailers than are by this Clauſe on the Importers for 
their own Conſumption. In the Act for raiſing County-Rates, and the ſeveral Acts for 
granting Aids to the Crown, to be ſunk by a Land-Tax, the Houſes of every Inhabi- 
tant of this Province, and the moſt ſecret Parts of them, are liable to be broke open and 
entered, in Caſe of Non-payment of the Aſſeſsment, on a Precept from the County Com- 
miſſioners.—Beſides to ſubject the numerous Retailers within this Province to an Ent 

of their Houſes, without Oath or Warrant, as is declared in Part of the Bill to which 
your Honour makes no Objection, and, at the ſame Time to exempt from ſuch Entry, 


though upon Oath and Warrant, and impoſe a Penalty only on a few Importers for an 


equally injurious Breach of the Law, would, in our Opinion, be ſuch. a Deviation from 
the Rules of Equity and Impartiality as we cannot think juſtifiable to adopt.

Lebeigb, have in Conſequence of the ſaid Appointment, and in Obedience to the Order 1773. 
of Aſſembly, made ſome Progreſs therein, and now beg Leave to report, that havin x 
formerly ſurveyed and levelled the River Schuy/kill, from the Tide-Water to the Mouth 74e 30. 
of the Valley Creek, and from thence over the Lands, through the Valley, to the Sign 

of the Ship on the Lancaſter Road: We conſulted ſeveral of thoſe named in the Appoint- 

ment with us, and all concurred in Opinion, that the Work of general Levelling thould 

be continued and proſecuted until the Height of the middle Ground, and the Quantity 

of Water to ſupply the Canal of Partition ſhould be known; that this was neceſſary be- 

fore a right Judgment could be formed of the Practicability, and much more before the 

Situation or Line of a Canal could be determined. And until ſuch Line could be nearly 
aſcertained, the Expence of Chain Carriers, and taking the exact Courſes and Diſtances, 

might be avoided. But it appeared to us to be of great Importance to have good Staff- 

men, whoſe Buſineſs is to meaſure the Height of the Level at every Station, to enter the 

fame in a Book, and preſerve the Accounts with great Care. Accordingly we, with their 
Approbation, engaged Benjamin Davis and James Dickenſon to undertake that Service, 

and on the 1oth of November, 1772, in company with John Sellers, of Cheſter County, 

began to level at Highwater Mark in Schuylkill, near the Middle Ferry, and proceeded 

through the Townſhips of Haverford, Goſhen, &c. in Cheſter County, to the Sign of 

the Ship, where our former Survey ended. This Courſe afforded an Opportunity of 

viewing the Ground and levelling many of the Waters South of the Great Valley, and 

alſo of ſatisfying ourſelves reſpecting the Truth and Certainty of our Inſtruments; and 

we had the Pleaſure to find much greater Accuracy than could be expected in Lines run 

ſo haſtily over ſuch an Extent of rough hilly Ground, the whole Difference not being 

one Inch in each Mile of levelling. From the SYip we proceeded to the Heads of 

15 Brandewine, in the Hills called the Welch Mountain, being one of the Hills of Partition

95 Amongſt theſe Hills we, with William Henry, of Lancaſter, were employed ſeveral

veral large Springs of Water Heads of Brandewine and Pequea Creek, when all of us 
zee were fully ſatisfied of the Plenty of Water to ſupply the Canal, and of the Probability 
of piercing the Hill from one of thoſe Gullies to another at a moderate Expence, we 

| were encouraged to proceed in levelling from thence through Lancaſter to the Suſque- _ 
Pitt, FF hanna, and found, as we had expected, that River upwards of 200 Feet higher than the 
this Tide-Waters of Schuylkill and Delaware; a Circumſtance greatly favourable to an inland 
pon Navigation, which muſt inevitably paſs over Ground of much ſuperior Height. 
1ved In our Return from Sy/guehanna we levelled acroſs the Ridges of Land dividing the 
tary Waters of Cone/togo Creek from French Creek, Hay Creek and Brandewine, and found 
hich} there a Sufficiency of Water above thoſe Ridges. We have likewiſe levelled from the 
xt of Tide-Waters of Schuy/ki// up the Mill Creek a Sort of natural Canal ſeveral Miles in 
Length to the Head of the Gu/f Creek, and find a good Paſſage may be obtained that 
Way by piercing one of the Ridges on the South-Eaſt Part of the Valley, or by winding 
round its Eaſtern Extremity near the Gf. | 

To explain our Proceedings in the beſt Manner we can, and give the Houſe all the 
Satisfaction in our Power, we have formed a Draught of the Country through which we 
paſſed, with Notes and References thereto, ſhewirfy the Situations and Heights above 
the Tide-Water of the ſeveral Tracts of Land, Hills and Streams over which we levelled; 
and have attempted to draw (without pretending to Exactneſs) ſome of thoſe Lines in 
which we apprehend it practicable and eaſy to form the propoſed Navigation, which is 
herewith delivered. | 

The great Importance of the Object in View, and the Conſequence of erring in Judge- 
ment, reſpecting the Situation or Line where the Canal can beſt be formed amidſt the 
Variety of Places where it may be practicable, makes us unwilling to proceed to the full 
Extent of the Orders heretofore given by the Houſe, without further Aſſiſtance therein.

That his Majeſty's Subjects of America are intitled to the ſame Rights and Liberties 
as thoſe of Great-Britain, and that theſe ought in Juſtice by the Conſtitution, to be as 
well guaranteed and ſecured to the one as to the other, are Truths too apparent to be 
denied.

It is by this Houſe humbly conceived, to be likewiſe undeniable, that the Authority 
aſſumed and now forceably exerciſed by Parliament over the Colonies is utterly ſubverſive 
of Freedom in the latter; and that while his Majeſty's loyal Subjects in America have 
the Mortification daily to ſee new Abridgements of their Rights and Liberties, they 
have not the leaſt Security for thoſe which at preſent remain.

That they have alſo had under Conſideration the Act, No. 23, for diſſolving the Mar- 
riage of George Keehmle, which appear to require particular Attention; that the diſ- 
ſolving Marriages by Acts of Legiſlature, though not altogether without Example, is a 
Power which has been rarely and recently aſſumed in your Majeſty's Colonies in Ame- 
rica; that the firſt Inſtance they find of ſuch a Power in the Province of Pennſylvania, 
was in the Caſe of an Act paſſed in the Year 1769, for diſſolving the Marriage of Cur- 
tis Grubb with Ann, his Wife, and to enable him to marry again; that as this Act 
appeared to be of a new and extraordinary Nature, and as they conceived, that it is of 
very great Importance that Care ſhould be taken that the Aſſemblies in your Majeſty's 
Colonies do not afſume the Exerciſe of Powers beyond what the Nature and Principles 
of the Conſtitution admit, the ſaid Lords Commiſſioners thought fit to make a ſpecial 
Reference of this Act to Mr. Jachſon, one of your Majeſty's Counſel at Law, who had 
reported, that he was inchned to be of Opinion, the ſame was not repugnant to the 
Laws of England, but as near as might be, agreeable to the ſame, the Situation and 
Circumſtances of that Province as well as of the other Colonies conſidered, becauſe the 
Laws of this Kingdom gave Validity to Marriages celebrated according to the Rites and 
Ceremonies eſtabliſhed by the reſpective Laws not only of the Colonies, Parcel of the 
Dominions of Great-Britain, but by the Laws of foreign States; and that it ſeems as 
reaſonable, and as little inconvenient to give Faith to the Diſſolution of that Contract 
under an equivalent Sanction; that it is true, that although he conceived an Act of 


Aſſembly eſtabliſhing a Mode of celebrating Marriage different from the legal Forms of 


this Kingdom, would, if not diſallowed by his Majeſty, be good in Point of Law, yet 
he could not but preſume, that ſuch Act would be diſallowed, in Caſe there did not ap- 
pear ſufficient Ground for the Alteration eſtabliſhed, and therefore if he had not thought 


the Power of Diſſolution very expedient in general, and the particular Caſe a proper 


one for the Exerciſe of that Power, he ſhould have thought the Act ought to have been 
diſallowed, but he obſerved it was evident that the Marriage of Perſons reſiding in the 
Colonies can hardly be diſſolved unleſs by their own reſpective Aſſemblies, and it cer- 


tainly appeared that in the preſent Caſe the Aſſembly had properly exerciſed the Power, 


which he was inclined to think they ought to be entruſted with, but inaſmuch as the 
Exerciſe of this Power might frequently affect other Parts of your Majeſty's Dominions 
out of the Limits of the Province, and very important Conſequences might therefore 
be drawn from the Allowance of ſuch an Act, he begged Leave to adviſe that the ſaid 
Act be referred to the Conſideration of his Majeſty's Attorney and Solicitor General ;— 
that in Conſequence of this Report, the ſaid Lords Commiſſioners loſt no Time in re- 
ferring the ſaid Act to your Majeſty's Attorney and Solicitor General for their Opinion

of the County, call for the particular Attention of Government. 

Since we find from repeated Experience, that the mild Laws of this Province have 
proved inſufficient to reſtrain theſe lawleſs Diſturbers of the Peace within any Bounds, 
we have thought it neceſſary to prepare and paſs a Bill with more ſevere Penalties, 
which, we hope, will in future deter them from the Execution of their unwarrantable 
Deſigns, and reſtore the public Tranquillity. - 

The Hands of Government being thus ſtrengthened, we have no Doubt, but your 
Honour will purſue the proper Meaſures to effect fo deſireable a Purpoſe, and yet, that

his propoſed Amendments to the firſt of the ſaid three Bills, or give his Aſſent to either 
of the other two. 

The Secretary likewiſe delivered at the Table a written Meſſage from the Governor 
to the Houſe, which was read by Order, and follows in theſe Words, viz.

* You will, on Enquiry, find that the Work, ſo far as it has been executed, is done 
in a maſterly Manner; and that Materials to a conſiderable Value are on the Spot, 
ready to continue it as ſoon as the Seaſon will admit. 

The Plan of the Fort, and the Commiſſioners Accompts, will be laid before you, 
by which you will perceive what remains to be done, in what Manner the Money has 
been diſpoſed of, and how much is yet in Arrear to the Workmen, Cc. From hence 
* you will be enabled to judge what further Sum will be wanting to complete a Work, 
* which has for many Years been conſidered by the Legiſlature of this Province as an 
Object of the greateſt Importance for the Defence and Protection of this populous and 
* flouriſhing City, againſt his Majeſty's Enemies in Time of War. N 

I é think it incumbent on me, Gentlemen, to recommend this Matter to your moſt 
« ſerious Conſideration, and to requeſt that you will make the proper Proviſion for car- 
* rying on and completing this important Work in the moſt ſpeedy and effectual Man- 
ner; in which you may be aſſured of my hearty Concurrence.

1 with us: It did not, however, reſtrain the particular Friends and Relations of the 
0 rey © Deceaſed, who, it ſeems, contrary to the Advice of their Chiefs, in a ſhort Time 


* afterwards took their Revenge, by murdering a Number of Virginians ſettled to the 
* Weſtward of the River Monongahela. Alarmed at this Proceeding, the Out-Settlers 
© left their Habitations, and fled with their Families into the interior Parts, and the 
Panic ſoon became ſo univerſal that a great Part of the Weſtern Frontier of this Pro- 
* vince was totally deſerted ; and it is impoſſible to ſay when the Miſchief would have

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1774. particular Information therein to the Letters and Papers I have ordered the Secr 
w—— to lay before you. Vou will thereby perceive that the Delawares and Shawaneſe have 
as. repeatedly made the ſtrongeſt Profeſſions of a pacific Diſpoſition, and their Deſire that 
Matters ſhould be accommodated ; and, as an Earneſt of their Sincerity, they not only 
protected the Perſons and Goods of our Traders among them from the Violence of 
ſome of their young Warriors, but actually eſcorted many of them back to their 
Friends near Pitiſburg, at the Riſk of their own Lives. Hence we had great Reaſon 
to believe, that by a juſt and diſcrete Conduct a Rupture with them might have been 
avoided: But I am ſorry to inform you that I have received Intelligence, that the ve 
Indians, who thus generouſly eſcorted our Traders home, were, contrary to all Faith, 
purſued on their Return, attacked, and one of them wounded, by a Party of Virgi. 
ntans, ſent out for the Purpoſe by one Connolly, a Militia Captain, appointed by the 
Government of Virginia at Pittſburg, who has lately taken Poſſeſſion of that Place 
under Pretence of its being out of the Bounds of the Province of Pennfyſvanza, and 
within the Colony of Virginia. By this unhappy Step, there is great Reaſon to ap- 
prehend, it will be difficult to perſuade the Indians further to confide in any Overtures 
that can be made, or Aſſurances given them, and that we ſhall be involved in the Ca- 
lamities of an Indian War. Nothing in my Power has been neglected which I thought 
might have a Tendency to avert ſo great an Evil. I have wrote to Sir William Fobn- 
ſon, requeſting he would intereſt himſelf on the Occaſion, and uſe his Influence with 
the Six Nations, to aſſiſt in healing the Breach with their Weſtern Brethren, and have 
diſpatched a Letter to Lord Dunmore repreſenting the Miſconduct of Connolly, and 
the dangerous Conſequences of his unjuſt and violent Proceedings; what will be the 
Event, Time only can diſcover; but in this dark and uncertain State of Things I 
think it my Duty moſt earneſtly to recommend it to you, to make timely and effectual 
Proviſion for the Security of our Frontier Settlements, that, in Caſe of a War with 
the Savages, they may have that immediate Protection and Aſſiſtance which they look 
for, and have a Right to expect from the Government under which they live; and 
that you will alſo provide for the Diſcharging ſuch Expences as have hitherto ariſen 
by my Orders for their Defence, in which J ſhall readily concur with you. 
Could you deviſe any other probable Method, by which this unhappy Difference 
with the Indians can be accommodated, it would give me infinite Satisfaction; and 
nothing could afford me more Pleaſure than the being inſtrumental in accompliſhing

by the late Murders committed on ſome of the Weſtern Indians, and their Apprehenſions the Aflembly. 
thence ariſing of an Indian War; and ſenſibly affected with the unhappy Situation of 
thoſe Inhabitants, after mature Deliberation on the Meaſures taken by the Magiſtrates, 
and approved by your Honour, we have reſolved to pay and victual the Troops raiſed 
for their Relief, until the Tenth Day of next Month; and if it ſhall then appear to the 
Governor and Commiſſioners that the Continuance of them is neceſſary, we have agreed 
to provide for ſuch a Number, not exceeding Two Hundred, as your Honour and the 
Commiſſioners ſhall think expedient, until the T'wentieth Day of September next. 

And as you are pleaſed to intimate, © that could we deviſe any other probable Method 
„ than what was recommended in your Meſſage, by which the unhappy Differences 
« with the Indians can be accommodated, it would give you infinite Satisfaction, we 
beg Leave to recommend to your Conſideration the Propriety of taking the neceſſary 
Meaſures to renew the Peace and Friendſhip between this Province and the Indians, and 
to mediate the unhappy Differences between them and the Colony of Virginia, as it 
appears to us ſcarcely poſſible that they can ſubſiſt, without continuing the Frontiers of 
this Province in their preſent Fears and Diſtreſs. 

The Houſe with Horror look upon the frequent Murders that have been of late com- 
mitted on ſome of the Weſtern Indians, in and to the Weſtward of this Province, and 
think it their Duty to aid Government, in diſcouraging the Perpetration of ſuch atrocious

A Petition from a Number of Inhabitants of the Province was preſented to the Houſe 
and read, ſetting forth, that it is a melancholy Truth that a conſiderable Share of the 
Trade of the Weſtern Parts of this Province hath been of late diverted from the City of 
Philadelphia, (where it is the general Intereſt of the Province its Trade ſhould centre) 
to Baltimore, and other, Parts of Maryland;—that the Reaſon of this is well known to the 
Houſe, being occaſioned by the Danger, Expence and Difficulty of crofling the Rivers

_ ciation ſhould be formed, the Memorialiſts found it indiſpenſably neceſſary, for carrying 


on the ſame, to advance Money from Time to Time, to provide Drums, Colours and 
other Neceſſaries, and to employ Adjutants, Fugal- Men, Serjeants, Drummers and Fifers, 
on Account of the Afociation ;—that theſe Efforts of the Memorialiſts have been at- 
tended with very conſiderable Effects, which may be of great Service in Support of the 
common Cauſe of America, there being three Battalions within the City and Liberties

A Memorial H AT the ſaid Committee, in Obedience to the Orders of the Houſe, have taken 
OO” | upon them the Execution of the important Truſt committed to them, and have

Safety to the proceeded to ſuch Meaſures as appeared to them neceſſary to effectuate the Purpoſes for 
Houſe. which they were appointed; the Minutes of their Tranſactions, together with an Eſti- 
mate of the Expences incurred for_the putting of this Province into a proper State of 
Defence, are with great Deference ſubmitted to the Conſideration of the Houſe. From 
theſe it will appear, that the Sum of Money, granted by the Houſe at their laſt Seſſions, 
has been either wholly expended or remitted for the Purchaſe of Arms and Ammunition; 
and that a conſiderable Sum is {till neceſſary to fulfil the Engagements already made for 

the above Purpoſes, and for the Paying and Victualling of the Men in the Service. 

It muſt be obvious to the Houſe, that much yet remains to be done to accompliſh 
their ſalutary Intentions, particularly if the Br:zzzh Miniſtry ſhould obſtinately perſiſt in 
their preſent arbitrary Meaſures. —Should this be the Caſe, (which from the preſent 

Appearance of Things ſeems but too probable) this Opportunity may perhaps be the only 
one we ſhall be poſſeſſed of to prepare the neceſſary Means for the Defence of our juſt 
Rights; for there can be no Doubt that vigorous Exertions will be made to intercept 

future Supplies. The Committee therefore apprehend it to be their indiſpenſable Duty 
earneſtly to recommend it to the Houle to grant ſuch further liberal Aids, at their pre- 
ſent Seſſions, as may in their Wiſdom be judged adequate to the Exigencies of the Pro- 
vince at this very important Criſis. They beg Leave alſo to repreſent to the Houſe that 
there appears to be an immediate Neceſſity for conſtructing a Magazine or Magazines 
to receive the Powder already in the Province, and ſuch as may arrive hereafter ; large 
Quantities are ſhortly expected, and there is no Place where it can be ſtored with da- 
fety, or any way guarded againſt Accidents, which that Article from its Nature muſt be 
expoſed to, and which it is of conſiderable Moment to prevent. 

The Committee having thus laid before the Houſe the Steps they have already taken, 
and their Opinion of ſome Meaſures which appear proper to be adopted, beg Leave, 
before they conclude this Report, to ſubmit to the Houſe a Matter intereſting to the 
public Welfare: The military Aſſociation entered into by Numbers of the good People 
of this Province, has received the Approbation of the Houſe, and undoubtedly deſerve 
every Encouragement, as a Body of Freemen, animated by a Love of Liberty, af 
trained to the Uſe of Arms, afford the moſt certain and effectual Defence againſt the

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Approaches of Slavery and Oppreſſion. It is wiſhed therefore that this Spirit could have 1775. 
been more univerſally diffuſed; but the Aſſociators complain, and, with great Appearancd‚e 
of Reaſon, that whilſt they are ſubjected to Expences to accoutre themſelves as Soldiers, un comms 

and their Affairs ſuffer conſiderable by the Time neceſſarily employed in acquiring a 
Knowledge of the military Art, very many of their Countrymen, who have not aſſo- 
ciated, are entirely free from theſe Inconveniences ;—they conceive that where the Li- 
berty of all is at Stake, every Man ſhould aſſiſt in its Support, and that where the Cauſe 
is common, and the Benefits derived from an Oppoſition are univerſal, it is not con- 
ſonant to Juſtice or Equity that the Burdens ſhould be partial. The Committee there- 
fore would ſubmit it to the Wiſdom of the Houſe, whether, at this Time of general 
Diſtreſs and Danger, ſome Plan ſhould not be deviſed to oblige the Aſſiſtance of every 
Member of the Community ; but as there are ſome Perſons, who, from their religious 
Principles, are ſcrupulous of the Lawfulneſs of bearing Arms, this Committee, from a 
tender Regard to the Conſciences of ſuch, would venture to propoſe that their Contri- 
butions to the common Cauſe, ſhould be pecuniary, and for that Purpoſe a Rate or Aſ- 
ſeſsment be laid on their Eſtates equivalent to the Expence and Loſs of Time incurred 
by the Aſſociators.

Wherefore, waving the principal Arguments touching the Merits of the Controverſy, 
and particularly the Settlement of the Weftern Bounds of Connecticut, under a Royal 
Commiſſion in 1664, then ſolemnly aſſented to and accepted by themſelves, and ſince 
that adjudged abſolute and final in ſeveral Inſtances (as we doubt not it will in the pre- 
ſent); we ſay, waving theſe Points, your Memorialiſts. inſiſted on the following, vrz. 
That were it even poſſible for the Connecticut Claim to derive the leaſt Support from 
the Charter, they have proſecuted it in an unwarrantable and riotous Manner, holdin 
their preſent Poſſeſſions only by forcible Entry, and unjuſt Depredations upon the Pro- 
perty of the good People of this Province. . EK: 
That near Fifty Years ago all that Part of Delaware which they now claim, from 
41 upwards, was ſettled by Pennſylvania, as far as then purchaſed from the Indians; 
and the Settlements ſtill extended farther as new Purchaſes were made, without any 
Claim made known, or Interruption offered, on the Part of Connecticut. | 
That their Claim is a nove/ Thing, or at leaſt was not heard of among Pennſyluvanians 
till a little before the Indian Treaty and Congreſs at Albany in 1754, and was hardly 
conſidered by any Body as a ſerious Thing, till at that Treaty it was made known that 
they were privately dealing with the Indians, by Two's and Three's at a Time, at the 
Houle of one Lydius, for ſome Lands on Suſqguehannab. Es 
That the Deed, (if any) ſigned. by the Indians at that Time, was not obtained as 
uſual from their Chiefs in Public Council or Treaty, but privately, and through the 
Perſuaſion of the ſaid Lydius, and alſo contrary to the Laws of Connecticut itſelf, which 
prohibits all Purchaſes from the Indians without Leave of their General Court. 
I. bat if the ſaid pretended Deed was not void on the foregoing Account, it is abſo- 
lutely ſo for the following Reaſons, > 
Firſt, Becauſe at a ſolemn Treaty held between the Governor of Pennſylvania and the 
Indians October the 25th, 1736, in a Deed for the Lands from the Mouth of Su/que- - 
hannah up to the Mountains—The Indians made a further Covenant and Declaration of 
Truſt, in the Words following: “ That neither they, nor any in Authority in their 
Nations, would at any Time bargain, ſell, grant, or by any Means make over, to 
* any Perſon or Perſons whatſoever, whether White Men or Indians, other than the 
Proprietors of Pennſylvania, Children of William Penn, or to Perſons by them autho- 
rized and appointed to agree for and receive the ſame, any Lands within. the Limits 
of Pennſylvania, as it is bounded Northward by New-York. But when we are willing 
to diſpoſe of any further Rights to Lands within the ſaid Limits of Pennſylvania, we 
** will diſpoſe of them to the ſaid William Penn's Children, and no other.” And the 
Conſideration mentioned by the Indians, as inducing them to make this Deed and De- 
claration, was the upright Conduct of William Penn, who, although he had, in the 
Year 1696, purchaſed the Su/quehannah Lands within the Northern Part of his Charter 
from Governor Dungan, who had purchaſed them for him, the ſaid William Penn, in 
1683, yet was willing to pay the Indians over again, as he had Occaſion to ſettle them. 
That on the 6th Day of July, 17 54, in a Public Council at Albany, Colonel Fohnſon 
and the Commiſſioners or Delegates of all the neighbouring Provinces being preſent, the 
Indians gave a Deed to the Proprietors of Penn/y/vania for another Parcel of the Suſque- 
| hannah Lands from the Mountains nearly up to the Forks, including alſo a great Part 
of the Lands on Delaware now claimed by Connecticut, but declared they would not 
yet ſell the Shamokin and Wyoming Lands, but reſerve them for their Hunting-Grounds, 
and appointed John Shickalamy, a noted Chief, to live on them, and prevent any Settle- 
ments of White People. | | 
But it being then ſuggeſted to the Indians that ſome private Perſons were endeavouring 
to obtain Deeds from ſome of their People for Part of theſe Lands, and the aforeſaid 
Deed of 1736 being ſhewn to them, by which they declare, that they held the ſaid 
Lands in Truſt, to be diſpoſed of only to the Children of William Penn, they did ac- 
cordingly the Ninth Day of July, 1754, ſign and execute an Indorſement on the Back 
of the Deed of 1736, © for themſelves, their Children and Children's Children, con- 
*« firming, ratifying, and holding good the ſame, covenanting, promiſing and engaging 


to and with Thomas and Richard Penn, Eſquires, that neither they, nor any under 
0 mo Ts ſhould ſell, grant or convey to any other than the ſaid Thomas Penn 
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% and Richard Penn, their Heirs and Aſſigns, any Lands within the Limits of their 
«© Province, Oc. 7 2 
That on the gth Day of the ſaid Month of July, 17 54, the Commiſſioners of the 
Colonies met in Congreſs, drew up a State to be laid before his Majeſty; and as if fore- 
ſeeing the evil Conſequences that would enſue from private Purchaſes of Lands from the 
Indians, and the exorbitant and unwieldy Claims of ſome Northern Colonies, under 
their Charters, agreed to the following Articles, viz. Firſt, © That all future Pur- 
* chaſes of Lands from the Indians be void, unleſs made by the Government where ſuch 
« Lands lie, and from the Indians in a Body in their Public Councils.” Second, 
« That the Bounds of thoſe Colonies, which extend to the South Sea, be contracted and 
limited by the Allegheny or Apalachian Mountains, and Meaſures be taken for ſettlin 
from Time to Time, Colonies of his Majeſty's Proteſtant Subjects Weſtward of faid 
« Mountains, in proper Cantons.“ — | 
That the pretended Indian Deed to ſome Perſons in Connecticut, being poſterior to all 
this, and dated July 11, 1754, muſt, in every Senſe and View, be fraudulent and void. 
It muſt be void, becauſe the Indians could not convey that on July 11, to any other 
Perſons, which they had twice before declared they held in Truſt, to be conveyed on 
to the Proprietaries of Pennſylvania. It is fraudulent, not only as being obtained pri- 
vately, contrary to a Reſolution of the Colonies in Congreſs, made two Days betore, 
with the Aſſent of Commiſſioners from Connecticut itſelf, but alſo as extending beyond 
the Mountains, which they had agreed ſhould limit all Colonies claiming to the South 


Sea. | 
That the Connecticut Claimants, no Doubt conſcious of the Weight of theſe Reaſons, 


did not pretend to make any Settlement under their own Charter, or the ſaid pretended 


Indian Purchaſe, but thought proper to petition his Majeſty, “ that it might be his 
Royal Pleaſure (not to extend the Old Colony} but to grant them the faid Lands to 
*« erect and ſettle thereon a New Colony, in ſuch Form and under ſuch Regulations, as 
* might be conſiſtent with his Royal Wiſdom.” TE, 

That failing in this Application, (as it might be juſtly expected his Majeſty would 
not grant thoſe Lands a ſecond time, which were before granted to William Penn they 
recurred to their pretended Indian Purchaſe, and ſet up their Charter Claim, but never 
durſt ſettle any of the Lands in their own Right, till they were firſt purchaſed by the 
Proprietaries of Pennſylvania in November, 1768, at which Time the Indians in Public 


Council folemnly denied ever having made any Sale of the Lands in Queſtion to the 


People of Connecticut; as the Six Nations had before diſclaimed the fame by the Sachem 
Hendrick, and other Chiefs, ſent to Philadelphia for that Purpoſe in January, 1755. 
That the Connecticut Claimants were not only thus prevented by the Indians from 
ſettling under their own pretended Purchaſe, and obliged to wait till they could come in 
under the Purchaſe of Pennſy[vania; but even now dare not ſettle one Foot of their ſaid 
Purchaſe, which reaches over or beyond the Pennſylvania Purchaſe; and that upon the 
Whole, they had intruded themſelves into this Province without any Shadow of Right, 
and hold their preſent Poſſeſſions by forcible Entry and Invaſions of the Property of 
Perſons holding under this Province. In Proof of which, your Memorialiſts produced 
Numbers of Affidavits and other Vouchers, ſetting forth their firſt Intruſion, and At- 
tempt to diſpoſſeſs Mr. Ogden, and other Settlers at Wyoming, in February, 1769; their 
being twice taken by the Sheriff of Northampton, and defeated in their Deſigns; their 
Eſcapes from Priſon and Bail; Breach of their Faith; Returning again to the Lands, 
and taking to their Aſſiſtance Fugitives from the Juſtice of this Province, till at Length 
they ſucceeded in their preſent Lodgement at the ſaid Wyoming, a Place within the un- 
doubted Charter Limits of this Province, and to which its Laws and Juriſdiction were 
actually extended by our Legiſlature, long before any Act of the Colony of Connecticut 
for that Purpoſe. | 
That the Peace of the Province has for ſeveral Years paſt been conſtantly interrupted 
by theſe Intruders, and endeavouring to extend their Settlements, and to draw off our 
Inhabitants to their Party by every undue Means in their Power; tempting ſome of the 
loweſt of them with Offers of Commiſſions, Civil and Military ; and others, particu- 
larly thoſe who hold as Tenants, to become Landlords themſelves, by Offers of the 
Lands on eaſier Terms than thoſe of Pennſylvania. | 
That their late Attempt to extend themſelves Weſtward at leaſt 50 Miles from 
Wyoming to the Weſt Branch of Su/quehannah was attended with the moſt provoking 
Circumſtances of Treachery, as well as Want of Sympathy for the Diſtreſſes of their 
Country, or Regard for Public Union. — Becauſe in May laſt, after actual Hoſtilities had 
commenced between Great-Britain and the Colonies, the Aſſembly of Connecticut made 
a new Law, extending their Juriſdiction to the ſaid Weſt Branch of Suſquehannah, and 
thereby exciting their People to make further Intruſions upon us, which was moſt un- 
generouſly attempted by them in an hoſtile Manner the latter End of September laſt, in 
open Diſregard of the Injunctions of the Continental Congreſs, at a Time when WY 
„ _ thought 
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thought our People were leaſt expecting them and leaſt prepared to receive them; many 1775. 


of the beſt Men of the County being abſent in the Public Service as Rifflemen.— 
That upon this State of the Matter, and in the preſent Temper of the Frontier In- 


habitants of this Province, whoſe Minds are ſo juſtly inflamed againſt thoſe Intruders, 


as a Set of Men who have made repeated Attacks on their Property, and to whoſe future 
Engagements no Faith can be due, your Memorialiſts took the Liberty to ſuggeſt to the 
worthy Committee of Congreſs their Apprehenſions that the ſaid Frontier Inhabitants, 
now conſidering themſelves under the Neceflity of repelling Force by Force, can be no 
way quieted, or the public Peace preſerved, ** but by thoſe Connecticut People yielding 
« up the Lands of which they have taken forcible Poſſeſſion, and retiring within their 
Old Bounds Eaft of New-York, there patiently to wait the Deciſion of the Contro- 


« verſy by that Authority to which both Sides have ſubmitted, and which may ſoon be 


* expected.” 

The Reply made to theſe Arguments appeared to us too evaſive and inconcluſive to 
trouble your Honourable Houſe with a Recital of them. Upon the Whole, inſtead of 
acquieſcing in our Propoſal to withdraw theſe Intruders, the Connecticut Delegates gave 
in the following written Propoſal, calculated, under the Sanction of the Congreſs, if it 
could be had, to obtain for their People a ſtill ftronger Eſtabliſhment in a Tract of 
Land almoſt as large as all Connecticut; thereby delivering them the quiet Poſſeſſion and 


Uſe of Lands, honeſtly purchaſed and paid for, to an immenſe Value, by Multitudes of 


good People belonging to all Parts of our Province. 


FORM yo a RESOLUTION of. ConGREss propoſed by the CONNECTICUT: 
DELEGATES: | | | 


«© WHEREAS it is repreſented to this Congreſs, that ſome Diſturbances have 
lately happened among the People inhabiting the Lands in Controverſy between the 
Colony of Connecticut and the Proprietors of the Colony of Pennſylvania, which, unleſs 
ſpeedily quieted, may interrupt the Harmony and weaken the Union of the confederated 


Colonies, when their united Efforts are neceſſary for the Deſence of their common 


Rights and Liberties; and that the Peace of ſaid Inhabitants cannot be preſerved, nor 
Offenders duly puniſhed there by the Civil Authority of the Colonies of Connecticut and 
Pennſylvania, or either of them, by Reaſon of their interfering Claims of Juriſdiction, 


and the Aſſembly of the Colony of Pennſylvania and the Delegates of the Colony of 


Connecticut have requeſted the Interpoſition and Advice of the Congreſs in the Premiſes. 
'._-_ © Reſolved that in the Opinion of the Congreſs, it is expedient for preſerving the 

Peace of ſaid Colonies that a Temporary Line of Furiſdliction be fixed between them, and 
therefore recommend for the preſent, and until there ſhall be a legal Settlement of ſaid 
Controverſy, or ſome other Regulation eſtabliſhed, that the Colony of Connecticut con- 
fine the Exerciſe of its Juriſdiction (at the Place in Controverſy) to that Part of a 
Townſhip incorporated by the Aſſembly of that Colony by the Name of Weſtmoreland, 
that lieth Eaſt of a Meridian Line beginning at Latitude 41* North, at the Diſtance of 


þ 15 Engliſh Miles Weſt from the Eaſt Branch of Su/quehannah River, and from thence 


running North to the North Line of the Lands in Controverſy. And that the Colony 
of Pennſylvania forbear to exerciſe Juriſdiction within thoſe Limits, unleſs the South 
Limit of ſaid Town include any of the Inhabitants who ſettled and hold under the 
Claim of the Proprietors of Pennſylvania, that then thoſe Inhabitants remain under the 


Juriſdiction of Penn/y/vania, and that all the Inhabitants, on ſaid controverted Lands, 


be ſuffered peaceably to occupy the Lands now in their actual Poſſeſſion. 

Provided nevertheleſs, that nothing contained in this temporary Proviſion ſhall an 
way affect or prejudice the legal Title or Claim of either Party to any of the ſaid Lands. 
And it 1s furtlier recommended that all Perſons who have been arreſted only for attempt- 
ing to enter upon and take Poſſeſſion of any of the vacant or uncultivated Lands in 
Controverſy, be forthwith releaſed, and that all their Effects be reſtored to them. And 
that for the future all concerned carefully avoid whatever may tend to diſturb the Peace, 
or interrupt the Harmony and Friendſhip that ought at all Times, and more eſpecially 
the preſent, to ſubſiſt among all true Lovers of their Country.” — 


On the foregoing Propoſal it was obſerved firſt by your Memorialiſts that the Bounds 
pointed out would. extend the Juriſdiction of Connecticut not only over the Wyoming 
Lands and fifteen Miles Weſt of Suſquehannah, but alſo Eaſtward to Delaware over the 


Minifink and other Lands ſettled and governed under Pennſylvania for 50 Years paſt. 


They further obſerved an affected Obſcurity and the Uſe of ambiguous Words in the 

Propoſal, where it ought to have been explicit and clear—As for Example—a Tempo- 

rary Line of Juriſdiction is propoſed, ** until there ſhall be a legal Settlement of the 

Controverly”—But when they were aſked what they meant by a legal Settlement, and 

whether the expected Determination by the King in Council would be acquieſced in by

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them as ſuch, no deciſive Reply was obtained, but rather a Suggeſtion that they would 
not conſider ſuch Determination as final in their Caſe. The like Ambiguity was ob. 
ſerved with reſpe& to the Words“ Actual Poſſeſſion —they affecting to conſider all 
Lands, on which no Perſons live, as vacant and free for their People to fit down upon; 
and we conſidering all Lands for which we have paid and which have been ſurveyed of 
to us, as our Actual Poſſeſſion, which no Man has a Right to enter upon without our 
Leave, whether we occupy them or not. And as to a Temporary Line of Juriſdiction, 
your Memorialiſts declared it to be a Matter which they could neither conſent to nor 
foo any Concern in adviſing, for the following Reaſons: | 

Firſt, Becauſe the Legiſlature of this Province did extend its Juriſdiction over the 
whole Lands in Controverſy long before the Colony of Connecticut made any Act for the 
like Purpoſe, and therefore that Juriſdiction can neither be ſuſpended or limited but by 
the Legiſlature of this Province itſelf, or by the general Conſent of thoſe intereſted. 

Secondly, Becauſe ſuch general Conſent can never be expected. For wherever ſuch 
Temporary Line may be fixed, it muſt give Diſſatisfaction to Multitudes, and facrifice 
(at leaſt for a Time) the Property of one Part of the Country for the Peace or Conye. 
nience of the other, 

Thirdly, Becauſe Application being heretsfore made on the Part of Connecticut to the 
Honourable Proprietaries of Pennſylvania for ſuch Temporary Line, they refuſed to con- 
ſent to the ſame, conſidering that it would be injurious to their Cauſe, and an Admif. 
ſion that the Lines of Connecticut, ſettled more than an Hundred Years ago Eaft of Neu- 
York, could now extend Meſt of the fame, and approach thoſe of Peunſylvania. 

Fourthly, Becauſe it ſeems evidently intended by the Propoſing ſuch Temporary Lines 
to give thoſe Connecticut Intruders an Opportunity of introducing {till greater Numbers 
of their People, and rendering themſelves fo ſtrong as to be able to diſpute the Poſſeſſion, 
whatever may be determined reſpecting the Merits of the Controverſy.—And that on the 
Whole a Temporary Line, being involved in ſuch Difficulty, affecting not only the Rights 
and Eſtate of the Honourable Proprietaries of this Province, but of Multitudes within 
it, and which however determined muſt ruin and give Diſſatisfaction to many—Your 
Memorialiſts could not but think it a Matter, in which it would be wrong even to with 
the Interpoſition of Congreſs, all whoſe Recommendations ſhould be received with Re- 
verence and without murmuring, and that therefore ſome other Mode ſhould be agreed 
upon, in order to be ſtrengthened by the Recommendation of Congreſs—Either Firft, 
That thoſe Intruders who have ſo juſtly. alarmed their Neighbours ſhould withdraw a 
originally propoſed to the Committee of Congreſs by your Memorialiſts; or Second), 
that a Plan ſhould be deviſed for preventing their further Extenſion of Settlements, the 
Introducing any more of their People, or any Way moleſting the Inhabitants of this Pro- 
vince in their Perſons or Property, till a Determination of the Controverſy by the King 
in Council, with ſome proper Security that they will abide by that Determination, and 
in the mean Time ſubmit to the Laws of Pennhhlvania. But on a Matter of fo great 
Weight and Concern to the Province in general, We declared further, that we wiſhed 
to take the Advice of your Honourable Houſe. | ; | 

Being therefore convinced that any Accommodation by Means of a Temporary Line is 
an Idea never entertained by the late or preſent Houſe, we pray you would take the Pre- 
miſes under your wiſe Conſideration, and adviſe us whether the Peace of this Province 
can be beſt preſerved by the Firſt or Second of the above Propoſitions, or whether any 
other Plan might be more agreeable to you; And as the Settlement as well as Execution 
of any Plan of this Kind may be attended with Difficulties and Delays, of which theſe 
Intruders may wiſh to take Advantage, as uſual, We further pray that the Inhabitants 
of the ſaid two Counties of Northumberland and Northampton may in the mean Time be 
duly ſtrengthened and ſupported for the Defence of their Property againſt all ſuch In- 


voaſions and inſidious Attempts as that lately made upon them: And your Memorialiſt

A Memorial 


FOHN PENN, Eſq; Governor. 

A Memorial and Remonſtrance from the Committee of Chefter County was preſented 
to the Houſe and read, ſetting forth, that the Memorialiſts, animated with a fervent 
Deſire of conveying to their Poſterity unſullied and inviolate thoſe ineſtimable Privileges 
which their Anceſtors hardly earned with much Loſs of Blood and Treaſure, and bein 
fully ſenſible that a regular Syſtem hath long fince been formed by an infatuated Miniſtry, 
and now carrying into Execution, to deprive us of thoſe Privileges, and ſubjugate this 
devoted Country, beg Leave to repreſent to the Honourable Houle the preſent weak and 
defenceleſs Situation of this Country ;—that the Houſe are too well acquainted with the 
Inconveniences under which the Memorialiſts labour, to require a minute Detail of them; 
— let it ſuffice, the County of Cheſter is in the preſent unnatuggl Conteſt the Frontier 
County in this Province on the River Delaware, and conſequently ſubject to the Attacks 
of armed Veſſels, Parties of Marines, &c. who may eaſily carry off our Live Stock to 
ſupport the Miniſterial Troops, effect the Deſtruction of the Borough of Cheſter, (and 
thereby the Deſtruction of all our public Records) Marcus Hook, and every other Build- 
ing or Improvement on the River below the Chevaux de Frize;—that, purſuant to a 
Reſolve of the Honourable Houſe, of the zoth of June, Five Hundred Stand of Arms, 
and the other neceſſary Accoutrements, are at this Time nearly compleated, for the Uſe 
of the Minute-Men, who hold themſelves in Readineſs to enter upon their neceſſary 
Service, as ſoon as the Houſe will grant them that Encouragement which they are na- 
turally led to expect, and without which it is conceived they can never be obtained ;— 
that the Memorialiſts beg Leave to acquaint the Houſe that there are Five Battalions in 
the ſaid County, each of which has agreed to furniſh One Hundred Men, which will 
complete the Number of Minute-Men required, who, having their All within the ſaid 
County, and ſurrounded by the tendereſt Connexions, will naturally exert their utmoſt 
Vigour in its Defence, which in Effect will be a Protection to the City of Philadelphia, 
and the other Parts of the Province; that the Memorialiſts further beg Leave to re- 
preſent, that, notwithſtanding the Honourable Continental Congreſs recommended a 
general Aſſociation of all able-bodied Men from Sixteen to Fifty Years of Age, yet great 
Numbers have neglected or refuſed to aſſociate, many of whom are Men of conſiderable 
Property and Influence;—which Neglect or Refuſal hath an evident Tendency to diſ- 
courage the preſent Aſſociators, by inducing them to believe that the Burthen will chiefly 
fall on them;—that as the Cauſe is of general Concern, the neceſſary Waſte of Time 


attending their Preparation for Defence, or an Equivalent thereto, ſhould likewiſe be 


general ;—that there are many Perſons zealous in the Cauſe of Liberty, who would chear- 
fully aſſociate, but are deſtitute of Arms and Ammunition, and totally unable to procure 
them ;—that under the preſent Circumſtances of the Aſſociation, the Memorialiſts ap- 

rehend no proper Subordination can take Place, nor effectual Service be rendered to the 
Public: That the Memorialiſts having thus ſtated a few of the Inconveniences to which 
this County and the preſent Aſſociation are ſubject, they confide in the Wiſdom and In- 


. tegrity of the Honourable Houle for ſuch Relief, as the PrEmiſes may require. 


Ordered to lie on the Table. 
The Houle proceeded in the Choice and Nomination of Officers for the new Battalion

An Addreſs 5 H A T we have with deep Concern and Affliction conſidered the ſorrowful Alte- 
called Brokers ration in the State of this once peaceful Province, and the preſent Conjuncture ap- 
pearing to us the moſt critical and important ever known among us, we requeſt our Ad- 
dreſs to you at this Time may obtain your ſerious, weighty and deliberate Conſideration. 

We obſerve by the Minutes of your Proceedings, and the Copy of a Petition with 
which you have favoured us, that ſeveral Memorials and Petitions have been preſented 
to you by divers Inhabitants chiefly of the City and Liberties of Philadelphia, the Con- 
ſideration of which hath ſo weightily impreſſed our Minds, that we apprehend we ſhall 
fall ſhort of our Duty to ourſelves, to our Country, and to Poſterity, if we do not ex- 
preſs our Concern on the Endeavours uſed to induce you to enter into Meaſures ſo ma- 
nifeſtly repugnant to the Laws and Charter of this Province, and which, if enforced, 
mult ſubvert that moſt eſſential of all Privileges, Liberty of Conſcience, and we apprehend 
will not only increaſe the public Diſtreſſes, but occaſion grievous Sufferings to many 
conſcientious People of divers religious Denominations. 

It is well known, that for above One Hundred Years paſt we, as a religious Society, 
have declared to the World that we could not for Conſcience Sake bear Arms, nor be 
concerned in warlike Preparations, either by perſonal Service or by paying any Fines, 
Penalties or Aſſeſsments, impoſed in Conſideration of our Exemption from ſuch Services. 

That for many Years after becoming a diſtinct religious Society, our Anceſtors ſuffered 
many grievous Perſecutions and Oppreſſions for adhering to theſe our religious Principles, 
which we are convinced are founded on the Example and expreſs Injunction of CuR1s! 

our LoRD and Lawgiver. | | 

That in Expectation of being entirely relieved from the divers Oppreſſions, to which 
they were ſubjected on this and other Accounts, and of enjoying perfect Liberty of ſerving 
Gop, and of walking before him in the Way and Manner they believed to ow 
| | | agreea 
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agreeable to him, our Anceſtors were induced to leave their native Land, and encounter 1775. 

the Dangers and Difficulties of ſettling this, then a Wilderneſs ; and although they were 
aſſured that our Honourable Proprietor William Penn was united with them in religious 
Profeſſion and Principles, yet in order to ſecure this ineſtimable Privilege of Liberty of 
Conſcience to themſelves and their Poſterity in the fulleſt Manner they could, before they 
came from their native Land, they entered into a ſolemn Contract with him for this 
Purpoſe, as appears by the 3 5th Section of Laws, agreed upon in England, the 5th Day 
of the Third Month, 1682, in the following Words, viz. | 
« That all Perſons living in the Province, who confeſs and acknowledge the one al- 
* mighty and eternal Gop to be the Creator, Upholder and Ruler of the World, and 
that hold themſelves obliged in Conſcience to live peaceably and juſtly in civil Society, 
« ſhall in no wiſe be moleſted or prejudiced for their religious Perſuaſion, or Practice in 
% Matters of Faith and Worſhip, nor ſhall be compelled at any Time to frequent or 
© maintain any religious Worſhip, Place or Miniſtry whatſoever.” 

This hath ever been underſtood to be the fundamental Part of the Conſtitution of this 
Province from its firſt Settlement; and that it was not limited to the Acts of public 
Worſhip only, in the Manner many, for Want of full Conſideration, would now in- 
terpret it, is very evident from the firſt Clauſe of our preſent Charter of Privileges, viz. 

% Becauſe no People can be truly happy, though under the greateſt Enjoyment of 
„Civil Liberties, if abridged of the Freedom of their Conſciences, as to their religious 
« Profeflion and Worſhip; and almighty Gop being the only Lord of Conſcience, Father 
of Lights and Spirits, and the Author, as well as Object, of all divine Knowledge, 
« Faith and Worthip, who only doth enlighten the Minds, and perſuade and convince 
* the Underſtandings of People; I do hereby grant and declare that no Perſon or Per- 
* ſons, inhabiting in this Province or Territories, who ſhall confeſs and acknowledge 
* one almighty Gop, the Creator, Upholder and Ruler of the World, and profeſs him 
* or themſelves obliged to live peaceably under the Civil Government, ſhall be in any 
* Caſe moleſted or prejudiced in his or their Perſon or Eſtate, becauſe of his or their 
« Perſuaſion or Practice, nor be compelled to frequent or maintain any religious Wor- 
* ſhip, Place or Miniſtry, contrary to his or their Mind, nor to do or ſuffer any other 
« Act or Thing contrary to their religious Perſuaſion.” f 

This Charter was received by the Repreſentatives of the People, in Confirmation of 
their Rights and Privileges, and we deſire may ever be conſidered and regarded as the 
moſt firm Compact between the Proprietaries and People of this Province; the Wiſdom 
manifeſted therein being ſo conſpicuous, as to engage the Attention and Approbation of 
the moſt judicious and knowing Men of our own and other Nations, and eſpecially in 
the great Care taken to guard againſt the Inſtability of future human Councils, by pro- 
viding in the moſt ſolemn Manner in the laſt Paragraph of this Charter, that this moſt 
eſſential Liberty and Privilege ſhould be preſerved inviolate, in the following memorable 
Concluſion of it, viz. _. EET | 

* But becauſe the . of Mankind depends ſo much on enjoying Liberty of

A Memorial from the Officers of the Military Aſſociation, within the County of 
Chefter, was preſented to the Houſe and read, ſetting forth, that the Memorialiſts have 
been induced, from Motives of Humanity as well as Self-preſervation, to enter into and 
form an Aſſociation for mutual Defence, and in their Endeavours to carry the ſame into 
Effect they have found it indiſpenſably neceſſary from Time to Time to advance Money 
for the Payment of Fugal Men, Adjutants, Drummers and Fifers, as well as Drums, 
Colours, &c. That theſe Efforts of the Memorialiſts (notwithſtanding numberleſs 
Attempts to render them abortive) have been attended with very conſiderable Effects, 
there being now within the ſaid County, Five Battalions regularly formed, and fo well 
diſciplined for the Time they have been eſtabliſhed, that they may be of ſingular Service 
in Support of the great and common Cauſe of America, if put under proper Regulations; 
that the Memorialiſts being called to the Station they now hold by the free Suffrages of 
the People, they were induced to incur the Expences above-mentioned by no other 
Motive than a Defire to promote to the utmoſt of their Power the public Security and 
Welfare; and as the Honourable Houſe, by their Vote of the Thirtieth of June laſt,

Moft humbly ſheweth, 


HAT your Petitioners have ſeen the Copy of an Addreſs to your Honourable 

Houſe, entituled, An Addreſs of the People called Quakers,” which, in the 
Opinion of your Petitioners, bears an Aſpect unfriendly to the Liberties of America, and 
maintains Principles deſtructive of all Society and Government, and highly reflecting 
upon the glorious Revolutions which placed the preſent Royal Family upon the Brit 
Throne.—Though we are firmly perſuaded that a Majority of that Society have too 
much Sincerity, Candour and good Senſe, to be influenced by ſuch Principles, yet our 
Duty to ourſelves, to our Country, and to our Poſterity at this alarming Criſis, when 
every Thing dear and valuable is at Stake, conſtrains us to uſe our utmoſt Endeavours 
to prevent the fatal Conſequences that might attend your Compliance with the aboye 
Application. Theſe Gentlemen want to withdraw their Perſons and their Fortunes from 
” Service of their Country, at a Time when their Country ſtands moſt in need of 
them. 

If the Patrons and Friends of Liberty ſucceed in the preſent glorious Struggle, they 
and their Poſterity will enjoy all the Advantages derived from it, equally with zho/e who 
procured them, without contributing a ſingle Penny, and with Safety to their Perſons. 
If the Friends of Liberty fail, they will riſk no Forfeitures, but be entitled by their 
Behaviour to Protection and Countenance from the Britiſb Miniſtry, and will probably 
be promoted to Office: This they ſeem to defire and expect. Though ſuch Con- 
duct manifeſtly tends to defeat the virtuous and wiſe Meaſures planned by the Congreſs 
of the Thirteen United Colonies, and appears at the firſt Bluſh to be ſelfiſh, ungenerous 
and unjuſt, yet we beg Leave to animadvert upon the Arguments they have uſed to in- 
duce the Honourable Houle to favour and ſupport it. The Addreſſors ſay, They are 
« of a religious Society, who, for above an Hundred Years paſt, have declared to the 
« World, that they could' not, for Conſcience ſake, bear Arms, nor be concerned in 
c warlike Preparations, either by perſonal Service, or by paying any Fines, Penalties 
*« or Aſſeſsments, impoſed in Conſideration of their Exemption from ſuch Services,” — 
That theſe Principles are founded “ö on the Example and expreſs Injunction of CHRIST, 
„our LoRD and Lawgiver.” ——That although they were aſſured that our Honour- 
„able Proprietor William Penn was united with them in religious Profeſſion and Prin- 
*« ciples,” yet their Anceltors obtained from him a Charter, by which the Enjoyment 
of theſe Principles is ſecured inviolate for ever and that they hold the Doctrine of Paſ- 
ſive Obedience and Non-refiſtance : — Your Petitioners will not undertake to ſay how 
long this Society have held ſuch Principles, but they do poſitively fay, that the Scrip- 
tures of the Old and New Teſtament muſt be wreſted and tortured, with more than Je- 
ſuitical Art, to furniſh a ſingle Argument to ſupport them. They alſo deny, that the 
Clauſe in the Proprietary Charter, which they cite, is by them truly conſtrued, and 
humbly conceive this will be evident not only by a due Attention to the Words them- 
ſelves, and a Conſideration of the Royal Charter granted to the faid William Penn, but 
alſo from the Act of Aſſembly, entituled, The Law concerning Liberty of Conſcience.” 

If the People called Qyaters held theſe Principles © upwards of an Hundred Years 
* ago,” and the firſt Proprietor of this Province the Honourable William Penn, Eſq; 
was „united with them in religious Profeſſion and Principles, which they expreſsly 
alledge, it is very unaccountable to your Petitioners, that the ſaid William Penn ſhould 
receive a Charter from King Charles the Second, in the Year 1081, in the 16th Section 
of which we find © a Power given to him, his Heirs and Aſſigns, by themſelves or their 
Captains, or other their Officers, to levy, muſter and train all Sorte of Men, of what 
% Condition ſoever, or whereſoever born in the Province, for the Time being, and to 
„ make War, and to purſue Enemies and Robbers, as well by Sea as by Land, even 
„ without the Limits of this Province, and, by God's Aſſiſtance, to vanquiſh and take 
them, and being taken, to put them to Death, by the Laws of War, or to ſave them, 
at their Pleaſure, and to do all and every other Thing, which unto the Charge and 
Office of a Captain General of an Army belongeth, or hath accuſtomed to belong, as 
fully and freely as any Captain General of an Army hath ever had the ſame.” 

If alto none but Qyakers came over at firſt to this Province with the faid Proprietor, 
and the Colony was intended for them, as the Addreſſors ſeem to intimate, your Pe- 
titioners cannot conceive that any other Perſons could be made Captains or Officers, or 
could be levied, muſtered or trained at that Time, but themſelves. —Be this as it may, 
your Petitioners beg Leave to deliver as their humble Opinion, that Self-preſervation 

is the firſt Principle of Nature, and a Duty that every Man indiſpenſably owes not only

to himſelf, but to the ſupreme Director and Governor of the Univerſe, who gave him a 1775. 
Being; and that in a State of political Society and Government all Men, by their ori- 
ginal Compact and Agreement, are obliged to unite in defending themſelves and thoſe 
of the ſame Community againſt ſuch as ſhall attempt unlawfully to deprive them of their 
juſt Rights and Liberties ; — that thoſe who withdraw themſelves from this Compact, 
cannot be entitled to the Protection of the Society ;—that the Safety of the People is the 
ſupreme Law ;—that he who receives an equal Benefit, ought to bear an equal Burthen ; 
that the Doctrine of Paſſive Obedience and Non-refiſtance is incompatible with our 
Freedom and Happineſs, and ſtands condemned by the Conduct of the great Queen Eli- 
zabeth, who firſt aſſiſted the Scorch, and then the French, and to the End of her Days 
continued to protect the States, who not only reſiſted, but ſhook off the Spaniſh Yoke, 
and ſet up a new Form of Government; by the Conduct of her Parliaments and Con- 
vocations, who gave her Subfidies for thoſe Purpoſes; by King James the Firſt his whole 
Reign; by King Charles the Firſt, who in the Beginning of his Reign protected the Ro- 
chellers, had Supplies from the Parliament for that Purpoſe, and ordered a Faſt and Pray- 
ers to be made for them ;—and by the glorious Revolution, under which the ſaid So- 
ciety of Quakers, as well as others, enjoy their preſent religious and civil Rights; 
that it is alſo againſt the Laws of England, and is reprobated by two ſolemn Deciſions in 
the Houſe of Lords, the firſt againſt Doctor Manwaring in 1628, and the other againſt 
Doctor Sachevill in 1710, after the moſt ſolemn and fair Trials, —and in a late Inſtance 
by the Houſe of Commons, in the Caſe of Doctor Newell, and alſo by the repeated Acts 
of the Aſſembly of this Province. And your Petitioners cannot avoid thinking that

Set of People; but on the contrary Laws and Ordinances have repeatedly been made, 
for the Purpoſes of Defence, laying general Impoſts on the Inhabitants of the Province 
of all Sets and Societies. We are however of Opinion that ſpeculative Diſputes ſhould 
not now be gone into. The Enemy are deſolating our Country and danger daily awaits 
us. Our Situation therefore furniſhes us with Arguments drawn from the Laws of 
Nature and Reaſon which tranſcend all local Eſtabliſhments. From 7heſe Laws and the 
general Principles of civil Society it is undoubtedly certain, that all Perſons who enjoy 
the Benefits ſhould alſo bear their Proportion of the Burthens of the State.—We cannot 
conceive it to be conſiſtent with a reaſonable Conſcience to acquire and engroſs conſider- 
able Property in any Country, and not part with ſome of it to defend the reſt. We 
farther think that thoſe who apply Taxes, and not thoſe whom the Exigencies of the 
State and the Weight of a Majority oblige to pay them, are anſwerable for the Conſe- 
quences of ſuch Application. We conſcientiouſly believe, that no Member of Society 
ſhould be exempted from paying a reaſonable Proportion of his Property towards the 
general Defence, though he may be exempted from actually bearing Arms; (and in ſuch 
Caſe by paying a Fine for ſuch Exemption, he is in a better Situation than one who 
riſks his Life in the Service) and if the wealthy Members of the Society of Quakers are 
permitted to withhold their Proportion, it will in ſome Degree be an Invaſion of our 
j Liberty of Conſcience by denying us the Means of fo effectually making a warlike Op- 
80 | poſition againſt our Oppreſſors, which cannot be done without Money. We know not 
* what ** Schemes” the Addreſſors allude to For our Parts we have none, but to defend 
our Lives, Liberties and Property, and by every lawful and reaſonable Mode, to obtain 
an equal and general Contribution for this Purpoſe from all Ranks of People. We pray 
the Houſe to recollect the miſchievous Conſequences which have ariſen from a former 
N Production ſaid to come from the whole Body of the People called Quakers; but which, 
as we have Reaſon to believe, (like that now before your Honourable Houſe) flowed 
from a few Individuals who aſſumed to themſelves the Prerogative of ſpeaking the Sen- 
timents of the whole Society; and that your Honourable Houſe will reject from their 
Minutes their preſent Addreſs which tends to ſhew a Diſunion among us, and therefore 
may be of fatal Conſequences to our Cauſe. And, as we fear the People will not 
longer ſubmit to ſee the public Burthen ſo unequally borne, we earneſtly beg, to pre- 
ſerve the Peace of the Province, and the Conſequence of your Honourable Houle, 
(which we would wiſh to govern us in this important Struggle, in Preference to any 
other Body) you will be pleaſed to take into your Conſideration our former Memorials 
relative to the Aſſociation, which we engaged in from the beſt of Motives, and which 
has been ſolemnly approved of by a Vote of your Honourable Predeceſſors. E

« once peaceful Province, and, by preferring our own. Schemes, overlook the Im- 
« portance of inviolably maintaining and ſupporting the Principles of Civil and Reli- 
«. pious Liberty. — | | 

We beg Leave to afſure this Honourable Houſe, that we are far from wiſhing to do 
any Thing which would have the remoteſt Tendency to increaſe the public Diſtreſſes, 
or to occaſion the grievous Sufferings of any conſcientious People of any Denomination 
whatever, and are utterly at a loſs to comprehend how the Prayer of our Petition could 
interfere with the Conſciences of religious Men. 

In our Petition we prayed the Honourable Houſe in their Wiſdom to recommend to 
their Conſtituents ſome general Plan of a Militia Law, which ſhould equally extend to 
all the good People of this Province, and that any Indulgence which might be thought 
neceſſary to be granted by the Honourable Houſe to any of the Freemen of the Province 


might be equally open to all, and granted upon ſuch Terms as this Honourable Houle 


might think adequate to the many difficult and dangerous Services of thoſe who were 
willing to hazard their Lives and Fortunes in the Defence of their Country. 
How this Prayer, founded on the moſt certain and evident Principles of Equity and 
Juſtice, could be conſtrued into an Endeavour to induce this Honourable Houſe to enter 
into Meaſures manifeſtly repugnant to the Laws and Charter of this Province, and 


which, if enforced, muſt ſubvert that moſt eſſential of all Privileges, Liberty of Con- | 


ſcience, ſurpaſſes all the Ideas we had ever formed of the Power of religious Prejudices. 
That Religion which teaches to deny the Demand of Juſtice and Equity, cannot be 
of God; nor will the Conſcience which is influenced thereby meet with his Approbation. 
Thoſe who believe the Scriptures muſt acknowledge that Civil Government 1s of divine 
Inſtitution, and the Support of it enjoined to Chriſtians; and it is not conſonant to the 
divine Wiſdom to enjoin and forbid the ſame Thing at the ſame Time. As your Ad- 
dreſſors have not pointed out any Law of the Province to which the Prayer of your Pe- 
titioners is ſo manifeſtly repugnant, we beg to be indulged with the Liberty of doubting 
the Exiſtence of any ſuch; and as to the Thirty-fifth Section of Laws agreed upon in 
England the Fifth Day of the Third Month, One Thouſand Six Hundred and Eighty- 
two, we would pals it over as a Section which we apprehend none but your Addreſſors 
would apply to the preſent Purpoſe. - | . 
With Regard to Arguments drawn from our Charter we would obſerve, that the 
great Law of Self- preſervation is equally binding with the Letter of written Charters; 
nor can it be ſuppoſed that a People will be reaſoned out of their Liberty, and every 
Thing they hold dear, by an over-nice ſcanning of them, ; 
Nevertheleſs, with Regard to that Clauſe of the Charter of Privileges on which they 
ultimately found their Claim to a total Exemption from contributing their juſt Pro- 
portion towards the public Expence incurred in Defence of our Privileges, 
We would, with all due Submiſſion and Deference, repreſent to this Honourable 
Houſe, that the Honourable and Worthy Proprietor William Penn had no Right, Power 


or Authority to grant Privileges further than was granted to him by the Royal Charter, 


and that the Royal Prerogative of the King of Great-Britain does not comprehend any 
Right or Authority in the Crown to grant any Exemption from ſupporting the Conſti- 
tution and Government to any Man or Set of Men, on any Pretence whatever. This is 
a Power unknown to the Crown, and therefore could never be granted by the King to 
the Worthy Proprietor who granted the Charter of Privileges. 

Liberty of Conſcience is ſo ſacred a Thing that it ought ever to be preſerved inviolate, 
and we will always rejoice to fee any Body of Men aflert their Right to it. But when, 
under Pretence of this Liberty the very Exiſtence of Civil Government is ſtruck at, we 
beg Leave to repreſent that either the Liberty claimed muſt be given up or the Govern- 
ment diffolved; and this we apprehend to be the Caſe when any of the Members of a 
Community, from a Claim of Religious Liberty, refuſe to ſupport the Society to which 
they belong, and under which they claim this very Privilege. 

That the Clauſe, which they quote, never did, nor could, extend to ſuch Ex- 
emptions on any Pretence whatever, is plain from itſelf, becauſe the Perſons, who 
have a Right to claim the Liberty granted therein, are by that very Clauſe made to

not poſſibly be when they refuſe to ſupport the Meaſures often neceſſary to its very 


Exiſtence. 

Moreover, it is plain that the worthy Proprietor, who granted this Charter, never 
meant nor intended any ſuch Thing by the Liberty of Conſcience therein mentioned, 
inaſmuch as it would have been .contrary to the 16th Section of the Royal Charter 
granted by the King, and accepted by the Proprietor, who, as they inform this Ho- 
nourable Houle in their Addreſs, was united with them in religious Profeſſion and Prin- 
ciple, which is as follows:“ And becauſe in ſo remote a Country, and fituate near 
many barbarous Nations, the Incurſions, as well of the Savages themſelves, as of 
© other Enemies, Pirates and Robbers, may probably be feared; therefore we have 
« given, and for us, our Heirs and Succeſſors, do give Power by theſe Preſents to the 
« ſaid William Penn, his Heirs and Aſſigns, by themſelves ot their Captains, or other 
* their Officers, to levy, muſter and train all Sorts of Men, of what Condition ſoever, 
« or whereſoever born, in the ſaid Province of Pennſhyluvania, for the Time being, and 
to make War, and to purſue the Enemies and Robbers aforeſaid, as well by Sea as 
„ by Land, even without the Limits of the ſaid Province, and, by Gop's Aſſiſtance, 
* to vanquiſh and take them, and being taken, to put them to Death, by the Law of 
«« War, or to ſave them at their Pleaſure, and to do all and every other Thing, which 
* unto the Charge and Office of a Captain General of an Army belongeth, or hath ac- 
« cuſtomed to belong, as fully and freely as any Captain General of an Army hath 
« ever had the ſame.” | 

This Section of the Royal Charter, together with the Clauſe in the Charter of Privi- 

leges, which the Addreſſors have quoted, ſhew evidently that the Proprietor, William 
Penn, never intended to grant an Exemption from paying their juſt Proportion towards 
the Support of any Power neceſſary for the good Government of the Province, whether 
Civil or Military, and therefore can, with no Degree of decent Modeſty, be pleaded in 
the preſent, or any other Caſe of the ſame Kind. Beſides it is well known, that no 
ſuch Claim of Exemption, from contributing their juſt Proportion towards the Support 
of any Civil or Military Meaſure entered into for the maintaining of the Government 
againſt their external or internal Enemies, has ever been granted the Society, on account 
of any ſuch Scruple of Conſcience, in any Part of the Bri#ih Empire, though, as the 
Addreſſors alledge, the Society has exiſted for upwards of an Hundred Years, durin 
which Period it has been obliged to, and ſtill does, pay Taxes, levied for the Putpols 
of defraying the Expences of. Military Expeditions, both here and in Europe; nor do 
we recollect to have found the Payment of ſuch Taxes on the Liſt of Grievances annu- 
ally made out by the Society, though they duly commemorate thoſe to which the Clauſe 
in the Charter of Privileges is evidently directed. 
Thus their own Practice becomes a ſtrong Proof againſt them, and ſhews at leaſt that, 
if their religious Principles are abridged, we are not the Authors of the Abridgement.— 
Our Petition is, that the Scale of Juſtice may hang even, and if there are ſuch Con- 
ſciences as ſcruple to have impartial Juſtice adminiſtered, we pray that this Honourable 
Houſe may, in their Wiſdom, diſcountenance them; for if ſuch Scruples once obtain 
Favour from Government, it is plain who are moſt likely to claim and reap the Benefit 


of them | 
We deſire to conclude by aſſuring this Honourable Houſe, that we are determined, to 
the utmoſt of our Power, to ſupport the Liberties of America, and to inform them, that, 
as we alk no partial Favour for ourſelves, ſo we requeſt that it may not be granted to 
others: We therefore beg, that the Prayer of our Petition may obtain the moſt ſerious 
Attention of this Honourable Houſe.

IN Purſuance of your Honour's Letter of the 25th ultimo, the Magiſtrates of thig Letter to the 
County delivered into the Hands of our Sheriff Warrants and other legal Proceſſes Soner, 
againſt a Number of Perſons reſiding at Myoming, in this County, who have been charged anberland. 
on Oath with the moſt illegal Practices, and ſome of them with the greateſt Crimes. 
The Sheriff, apprehenſive of Refiſtance, judged it prudent to raiſe the Poſſe of the 
County—a Body of near Five Hundred Men accompanied him to the Neighbourhood 
of Wyoming, where they were met by ſome People from Wyoming (one of whom was 
ſaid to be an Officer) to theſe Men the Intention of the Sheriff and his Poſſe was ſuf- 
ficiently explained, and the ſtrongeſt Aſſurances given that no Violence or Moleſtation 
ſhould be offered to any Perſon ſubmitting to the Laws. The Sheriff proceeded, however, 
but a little further, when he was moſt unexpectedly fired upon—one Man / Hugh M*Wil- 
lame] killed, and three others dangerouſly wounded ;—it was ſoon found impoſſible to 
force a Paſſage on that Side of the River, as the Narrows, naturally ſtrong, had been

oſite· Side while they retreated through a long Narrows—one Man only, however, was 
wounded in the Arm. | 
We are ſorry to inform your Honour, that a very confiderable Expence is incurred in 


this unfortunate Affair. We, however, hope, that the other Branch of the Legiſlature 


will ſhew the ſame Readineſs, in properly reſenting this daring Inſult on the Govern- 

ment of the Province, which we have ever experienced in your Honour.

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Companies ſhould be exerciſed twice a Week, except when they meet in Battalion, and 


then once a Week, and the Battalions once a Fortnight till the firſt Day of June next; 
after which Time it might perhaps be ſufficient to exerciſe the Men once every Week

32d Article. Drum-Majors and Fife-Majors will be extremely uſeful in the Militia, 
and have a great Deal of Trouble; we wiſh the Houſe would conſider whether there is 
ſufficient Encouragement given to them. 
34th Article. A Family may labour under ſuch Circumſtances as to make it nearly 
impoſſible for the Head of it to march with the Company: we ſubmit it to the Houſe, 
whether it would not be too heavy a Puniſhment for a Man, in that Situation, to be 
held up to the Public as a Coward and Betrayer of his Country. We think it would 
not injure the Service to intruſt the Captain with a Power of diſpenſing with the per- 
ſonal Attendance of any of his Men, upon their finding another, whom he approves of, 
well accoutred, and ready to march with the Company. | 
But, unleſs an Aſſociator ſhould be fituated in the Manner before-mentioned, we 


think the Puniſhment rather too light for his baſely withdrawing himſelf from the 


Defence of his Country, at the Time of an Invaſion. , 
35th Article. We think the Expence of maintaining the Families of poor Aſſocia- 
tors, entering into actual Service, will fall too heavy on particular Townſhips, many of 
which are very poor; the Benefit derived from the Service of ſuch Aſſociators will ex- 
tend to the whole Province, and therefore the Expence of providing for their Families, 
in their Abſence, ſhould be refunded by it.—We would pray the Houle alſo to conſider, 


whether it would not have a good Effect in encouraging the poorer Sorts of People to 


Labour in the Service. 


37th Article. It would deſolate whole Townſhips to draught off whole Companies 
at a Time. We would propoſe, when the Ranks of the Captains are fixed, that the 
Privates, in each Company, ballot which ſhall march firſt on any Emergency; and if a 
full Company is neceflary, let the eldeſt Captain take one Third of the Men from each 
of the three eldeſt Companies, and take their Tour of Duty in that Manner.

The great 
Advantage given to the Non-Aſſociator, in Point of Intereſt, would entirely defeat the 
Aſſociation, if the People in general were not actuated by a patriotic Spirit.

hes bphe Requeſt, which we, in Behalf of the Aſſociators within the ſame, are now going to 
make, will not appear altogether unreaſonable. Our

Our County is new, and on the Frontiers, its Inhabitants few, and ſcattered amongſt 
the Mountains; by Reaſon of which they are under much greater Inconveniencies and 
Difficulties in aſſociating and muſtering than thoſe of the more interior Parts of the 
Country, having frequently twenty or thirty Miles to ride for that Purpoſe: This muſt 
neceſſarily take up much of their Time, which, on Account of their being moſtly new 
Settlers, is a peculiar Loſs and Hardſhip on them, as it is almoſt their only Treaſure: 


Yet, notwithſtanding theſe Circumſtances, we can, with great Truth and Pleaſure, aſ- 


ſure the Honourable Houſe, that they are not only as unanimous in their patriotic 
Principles, but as conſtant at their Exerciſe, as any in the Province who have none of 
their Diſadvantages to encounter; — beſides, ſeveral of the Officers and Companies have 
been at a pecuniary Expence in paying Fugal-Men, Drummers, Fifers, and for Drums, 
&c. which they could ill afford; and others of them, for this Reaſon, have not yet 
been able to procure theſe Articles, nor to be taught the Exerciſe ſo compleatly as they 
could wiſh. By Reaſon of our remote and ſcattered Situation, it is often impoſſible for 
us to receive the neceſſary Information in Time to enable us to regulate ourſelves, ac- 
cording to the Modes recommended to the Counties, to tranſact their Buſineſs in; to 
this Cauſe it is owing, that we could not comply with the Advertiſement, publiſhed 
ſome Time ago, reſpecting theſe Articles.—It will perhaps be ſaid, let them, ſuch as 
have not already done it, buy and ſupply themſelves with ſuch Articles, in the ſame 
Manner the other Counties have done, and then let them deliver in their Accounts of 
the Expences incurred, and they will be paid in the ſame regular Manner; —however 
trifling ſuch Expence may appear, yet we are'well convinced, that it is out of the Power 
of many of them to advance Money ſufficient for ſuch Purpoſe :—By this Confeſſion, 
our County will perhaps appear too inſignificant to merit any Attention or Encourage- 
ment: To thoſe altogether unacquainted with the Situation of a Frontier and new Set- 
tlement, this would appear to be the Caſe; but when it is remembered, that, upon a 
late Demand, we; in a few Days, raiſed and ſent off a Company of Rifle-Men;—that 
the greateſt Number of our Inhabitants are inured to Hardſhip, and that many of them 
were in the Service, in the late War, particularly againſt the Indians; — theſe Circum- 
ſtances will, we believe, entitle us to ſome Regard. We therefore beg Leave to ſubmit 
to the Honourable Houſe, whether it would not be expedient to empower the Com- 
mittee appointed to ſettle the Accounts of the Aſſociators within the Province, to draw 
on their Treaſurer, in Favour of your Petitioners, or of ſuch other Perſons, in the 


County, as may be thought moſt proper, ſuch a Sum of Money as will anſwer, in ſome 


Meaſure, theſe neceſſary Purpoſes ;—the Perſons, to whom it is delivered, to be anſwer- 
able for it; the Accounts ſent down properly authenticated, in a limited Time, and 
ſubject to the ſame Controul the other Aſſociators Accounts have been; and if it appear 
that the Perſons, who ſhall receive the Money, have paid it where they ought not, — 
they to be anſwerable in the firſt Inſtance : We ſhould not think it neceſſary, that much 
more than Half the Sum paid to an equal Number of Companies, in any other Part of 
the Province, ſhould be advanced, as we think that will anſwer every valuable Purpoſe.

Obedience to Command, without which no Individual can have that Confidence, in the 
Support of thoſe about him, that is ſo neceſſary to give Firmneſs and Reſolution to the 
Whole, do voluntarily and freely, after Conſideration of the following Articles, adopt 
the ſame as the Rules and Regulations by which we agree and reſolve to be governed in 
all our Military Concerns and Operations, until the ſame, or any of them, ſhall be 
changed or diſſolved by the Aſſembly of this Province, or a happy Reconciliation ſhall 
take Place between Great- Britain and the Colonies. Wi 
I. If any Officer make Uſe of any profane Oath or Execration when on Duty, be

tants whom the aforeſaid Reſolve of Congreſs hath now rendered Electors; and as this 
Houſe, in its preſent State, is in immediate Intercourſe with a Governor bearing the 
ſaid King's Commiſſion, and who is his ſworn Repreſentative, holding, and by Oath 
obliged to hold, official Correſpondence with the Miniſters of the faid King, and 1s not 

within the Reach of any Act of ours to be abſolved therefrom: We, therefore, in this 
ſolemn Manner, in Behalf of ourſelves and others, do hereby renounce and proteſt againſt 
the Authority and Qualification of this Houſe for framing a new Government. 


As we mean not to enter into any Altercation with this Houſe, we ſhall forbear enu-

The arbitrary and unconſtitutional Claim of the Britiſb Parliament to bind, by its 
Acts, the Britiſb Colonies in all Caſes whatever, and the cruel Exertions of the Britiſb 
Adminiſtration to carry, by Force, that Claim into Execution, drove America into the 
preſent unhappy, but, on her Part, juſt and neceſſary War. =; 

To obtain the Re-eſtabliſhment of their Rights, and to be reſtored to the Freedom 
and Proſperity, which, until lately, they enjoyed, were the declared Ends of the Colo- 
niſts; of thoſe Ends we ardently wiſh to ſee the full Accompliſhment. 

But this cannot take Place, without the Concurrence of thoſe who diſcover no In- 
clination to depart from the deſtructive Syſtem, which they have ſo pertinaciouſly pur- 
ſued. Neceſſity therefore directs the Contemplation of the Public to other Objects. 

If thoſe, who rule in Britain, will not permit the Colonies to be free and happy, in 
Connexion with that Kingdom, it becomes their Duty to ſecure and promote their 
Freedom and Happineſs, in the beſt Manner they can, without that Connexion. | 


The Proſecution of the War may require ſome Meaſures to be adopted, which, be- 


fide the Purpoſes more immediately intended to be produced by them, may have a Ten- 
dency to weaken or even to diſſolve the Connexion before-mentioned. ; £ 
| To avoid the terrible Conſequences of Anarchy, to prevent the beſt Men from falling 
Sacrifices to the factious and intereſted Views of the worſt, it will ſoon become, if it 
has not already become, neceſſary to adviſe, and to form ſuch Eſtabliſhments, as will be 
ſufficient to protect the virtuous and reſtrain the vicious Members of Society: Thoſe 
Eſtabliſhments may be conſtrued to lead to a Separation from Great-Britain. | 

The foregoing Conſiderations induce us to petition this Honourable Houſe, that the 
laſt Inſtructions, which it gave to the Delegates of this Province in Congreſs, wherein

| with that People upon juſt and liberal Terms, inſtead of a Redreſs of Grievances, have 
produced, from an imperious and vindictive Adminiſtration, encreaſed Inſult, Oppreſſion 
and a vigorous Attempt to effect our total Deſtruction. By a late Act, all theſe Colonies 
are declared to be in Rebellion, and out of the Protection of the Britiſb Crown, our 
Properties ſubjected to Confiſcation, our People, when captivated, compelled to join in 
the Murder and Plunder of their Relations and Countrymen, and all farther Rapine and 
Oppreſſion of Americans declared legal and juſt. Fleets and Armies are raiſed, and the 
Aid of foreign Troops engaged to aſſiſt theſe deſtructive Purpoſes: The King's Repre- 
ſentative in this* Colony hath not only withheld all the Powers of Government Renn 
operating for our Safety, but, having retired on Board an armed Ship, is carrying on a 
iratical and ſavage War againſt us, tempting our Slaves, by every Artifice, to reſort to 
Lan and training and employing them againſt their Maſters. In this State of extreme 
Danger, we have no alternative left but an abject Submiſſion to the Will of thoſe over- 
bearing Tyrants or a total Separation from the Crown and Government of Great- Britain,

men: The Treaties of the King of Great-Britain, with other Princes, for engaging 

foreign Mercenaries to aid the Forces of that Kingdom, in their hoſtile Enterprizes,
